All four applicants gave 30-minute 
presentations to Selectmen last Mon¬ 
day night on the type of liquor store, 
names of employees, and an outline 
of the floor plan. Muggia said Buon- 
pane’s proposal was a'oon- 
presentaion." 

' ’ I was very surprised and upse t. 
Muggia said. 

Selectmen asked Buonopane to 
return on Thursday night with a more 
detailed presentation. 

Muggia said Buonpane's idea of 
running the store as a "neighborhood 
package store” and not a high class 
establishment appealed to her. 

“The vast majority of calls I got 
from residents were about not wan¬ 
ting a high class place.” said Muggia. 

Muggia visited Buonopane's store, 
Berkman’s Liquor Mart, in Somer¬ 
ville. ‘‘I was impressed with way he 
ran the store. He runs a tight ship.” 

Muggia’s main concern about 
Galvin was his age. *T‘m not sure he 
has the maturity and the clout to han¬ 
dle older employees if he is going to 
be the owner,” she said. 

Galvin is 23 years old and his fami¬ 
ly has been in the liquor business for 
more than 40 years. 

MacDonald said, "Age was not a 
factor for me. It would be a chance to 
grow with the liquor store and the 
town of Winchester. 

Buonopane told Selectmen Thurs¬ 
day night said he would sell the 
Somerville store and run only the 
store in Winchester if he was award¬ 
ed the license. 

Buonopane must pay $1,000 to the 
town for the permit. The license is on¬ 
ly good For one year, which means the 
$1,000 fee must be paid again in 
January, upon approval of the 
Selectmen.

Winchester’s first liquor store will 
open shortly before Thanksgiving, 
says Nicholas Buonopane. who Select¬ 
men unanimously awarded the town's 
one license last Thursday night 
Selectmen chose Buonopane over 
Sean Galvin after a month-long selec¬ 
tion process 

Selectmen Judith Muggia. Mark 
Lombardi and Wade Welch voted for 
Buonpane. while member Alan Mac¬ 
Donald abstained from voting, saying 
Buonopane is not my first choice.” 
Buonopane. a 16-year Winchester 
resident, will open Winchester Wine 
and Spirits in six to eight weeks, at the 
Albiani Building. 60U Main st. 

MacDonald favored Galvin. ‘T lik¬ 
ed Galvin’s application.” he said. 

MacDonald also said he received 
several calls from residents who lik¬ 
ed Giles Food market in Medford.

The wind howled, the branches 
cracked like rifle shots, and the peo¬ 
ple wandered — gleeful — through the 
streets. 

After less than three hours of con¬ 
finement sparked by Hurricane 
Gloria's wind and rain, Winchester 
residents flocked to Iheir porches and 
the streets to watch the town get pul 
back together again 

The hurricane was so short-lived 
as to almost be the storm that wasn’t. 
Some dubbed her the "sissy hur¬ 
ricane." 

But in her three hours of bluster, 
she caused her share of damage in 
felled trees and power lines Some 
residents were still without power on 
Wednesday, and others still did not 
have telephone service. 

The much-promised winds picked 
up in force about l pm. driving all 
but official patrol vehicles indoors 
But they became light enough by 3:30 
thal the streets took on a block-party 
atmosphere. As the w inds died, strip¬ 
ped leaves carpeted the streets, and 
fallen branches created an im¬ 
passable forest of the roadways 
Porches filled with people, 
strollers waved at the few passing 
cars and gave the ‘Thumbs up” sign. 
Family groups ventured around their 
blocks, assessing damage and com 
forting each other’s losses. 

Cars unloaded passengers to help 
move trees out of the roads. 
Volunteers toted cut-up logs to free 
the streets for traffic.

Selectmen } s Docket 

Manager: Clear 
Your Own Debris

Residents recovering from Hur¬ 
ricane Gloria must take responsibili¬ 
ty for clearing trees and debris from 
their own property rather than expect 
town crews to haul it away. Town 
Manager W, Chad Maurer said at 
Monday’s Selectmen’s meeting. 

"Public works crews only picked 
up tree debris from trees that fell 
within the public ways. Debris falling 
on private property is the respon¬ 
sibility of the property owner to bring 
to the transfer station.” Maurer wrote 
in a report on hurricane clean-up. 

"The majority of property owners 
cooperated with this procedure. 
However, some persisted to store 
their debris at curbside in hopes thal 
the town will pick it up. 

"It will be difficult for the public 
works to pick up residential debris 
while they still have a major task in 
front of them in the parks, school 
grounds and cemetery,” the manager 
wrote. 

In related news, Selectmen and 
two residents Monday criticized 
Boston Edison's handling of Win¬ 
chester’s electrical problems after 
the storm 

"I come from a section of Precinct 
5 welt into its fourth day without 
power.'' David Mortensen told 
Selectmen. 

T drove around my neighborhood 
before l came here and there is not a 
single Boston Edison truck in sight. 
There were no trucks this morning.” 
Mortensen said. 

He added he was not at the 
meeting to attack the board "but to 
provide ammunition to the board’s 
actions.” 

Mortensen found a sympathetic 
ear in board chairman Michael 
Saraco. 

Saraco criticized Ihe utility for put- 
ting forward too much public rela¬ 
tions and not enough technical 
assistance. 

He said Boston Edison told him 
they had 1 2 crews available for seven 
communities, but often got differing 
figures on how many of those crews. 


if any, were in town. 

The board did find kind words for 
town workers. Saraco listed Eric 
Gallagher of the Tree Dept., com¬ 
munications man John Dooley with 
the Fire Dept, and DPW Director 
Dominic Serratore as ‘‘outstanding 
people."

Town Will Hire Health Insurance Consultant 


BC’/BS rales are 4 percent lower 
than other insurers, the committee 
said. Also, few other insurers are will¬ 
ing to bid on insurance contracts w ith 
Winchester. 

In addition, BC/BS is specified in 
certain collective bargaining 
agreements as Winchester’s primary 
insurer, and the town would have to 
go Hi rough the collective bargaining 
process lo change that 

The committee considered swit¬ 
ching in BC BS’s Master Health Plus 
plan, which would have cut premiums 
more dramatically next year, 
members said. 

Master Health Plus was rejected 
because benefits might be diminish¬ 
ed and the experience of other towns 
with the plan is limited, members 
said.

Citing a 131 percent increase in 
health insurance costs to the lown 
over the past five years. Selectmen 
Monday voted to hire an insurance 
consulting firm and lo change its con¬ 
tract with Blue Cross/Blue Shield. 

The Special Insurance Committee, 
which recommended the changes to 
Selectmen, said the new arrangement 
would save $25,000 next year and 
more in future years, without cutting 
benefits to the 550 current and former 
employees covered by BC/BS. 

“Our concern was not just what 
the town is paying but what the 
employees are paying in payroll 
deductions,” said Town Manager W 
Chad Maurer, a Special Insurance 
Committee member 

Maurer noted thal if the BC/BS 
contract were not changed, the mon¬ 
thly rate for family insurance would 
jump $46.95 next year “That’s $23 


we pay tor. Special Insurance Com¬ 
mittee chairman Thomas Schmitt 
told Selectmen “We currently have 
no control over payments. Some 
claims should not be paid. 

“I’m not suggesting there is fraud, 
but with the volume of claims in town, 
some arise that should not be paid.” 

Schmitt said the consultant would 
weed out claims from ineligible peo¬ 
ple and decide whether workers' com¬ 
pensation. or personal automobile 
insurants is more appropriate to 
cover a claim than town insurance. 

The firm will also negotiate the 
town’s contract with BC/BS in 
November and act as a liaison 
throughout the year. 

Claims Monitoring was chosen 
over Insurance Cost Control of 
Worcester because its service is 
cheaper and the firm has more ex¬ 
perience. committee members said. 


Claims Monitoring will lx.* paid $ 10,000 
next year Insurance Cost Control’s 
fee would be $27,500, 

The town will also purchase extra 
insurance to cover claims larger than 
$30,000, which would be too large for 
the trust fund to cover 

Maurer said he had called the 
presidents of all town unions about 
plans to change health insurance and 
allowed their labor counsel lo review 
related documents. 

Selectmen approved the recom¬ 
mendations unanimously, despite 
some questions from Town Counsel 
Douglas Randall about the com 
p!roller’s role in the insurance 
system. 

The comptroller, Randall noted, is 
responsible for making sure town 
costs are not excessive. 

Committee members listed 
several reasons for the town to stick 
with Blue Cross'Blue Shield.

Hardware Store Sets Record 
For Day’s Sales Since 1927

Plastic wrappings were draped 
over counters. Empty cartons, wild¬ 
ly ripped open, were piled high. 
Papers and small containers were 
trampled about on the floor. Many 
rucks and shelves were barren. 

"Mind you. this is cleaned up! 1 ’ 
said Kevin Ryan, owner of Fells Har- 
ware on Main st Me and his assistant, 
Michael Saraco. were alone. 

“You should have seen it before. 
It’s been bedlam," 

It was slightly past noon on Fri¬ 
day, Gloria’s arrival was imminent. 
The ouside was growing dark, No one 
was in sight No ears were on the 
street. 

“Yesterday our receipts exceeded 
any other day. Sales were five times 
what they’d be on a normal day. 

“Today’s receipts by noon were 
even greater than all of yesterday It 
was wild 

“These have been the single 


busiest two days we’ve ever record¬ 
ed, And the store’s been open since 
1927 I'm the third generation.” 

Due to an upcoming sale, Ryan 
had an unusually large supply of most 
items, even before he knew of Gloria's 
visit. 

“Flashlights, batteries, lamp oil 
and tape were all flying out of here, 
" said Ryan. “We could hardly keep 
up 1 ” 

At 0:30 a m Friday, Ryan was the 
first merchant to arrive at the True 
Value warehouse in Manchester, N.H. 
He packed his pickup truck with 
flashlights, sterno, candles, batteries 
and tape. 

"When I got back to the store at 10 
a.in. people were lined up. I couldn’t 
even gel the merchandise off the 
truck. By noon, we were out of every 
single flashlight, battery and candle. 

“Most people were pretty good,” 
said Ryan “Thev saw what we had 


and took just a few of what they 
needed. 

“It’s been even more hectic than 
the blizzard of ’78.” 

That storm broke one of the large 
picture windows at Fells Hardware. 
Ryan and Saraco stayed in the store 
for four days and slept on fertilizer 
bags. 

“We'd even get calls at one in the 
morning from people who needed 
something,” said Ryan. 

“It’s empty now. People were 
afraid. They wanted to be home 
before it starts,” said Ryan. 

Fells Hardware lost its electricity 
at 4:30 p.m. Friday Ryan and Saraco 
left at 6 p.m. 

The next day the crowds returned. 

“1 did another run up to Man¬ 
chester for more supplies. They were 
buying flashlights, kerosene oil, 
candles again,” said Ryan, 

“It didn’t beat Thursday or Fri¬ 
day, but it was busy!"

On Friday, only hours before the 
hurricane force winds uprooted trees

Brendan Sullivan, a subcontractor 
who had been working at the Main st 
medical building, came to the site to 
check on his work crew, only to find 
none were there 


“I just came from another job I 
was doing and there wasn't anyone 
there either. I guess everybody just 
left because of the storm,“ he said 
with a laugh 

When asked if he thought all was 
well secured at the Main st. site, he 
said, “Well, we’ll just have to wait 
and see Most of the work now m all 
inside, so 1 doubt if there’ll be loo 
much problem.” 

He indicated that the huge panel 
window at the building’s rear was 
probably as safe as it could be, ad 
ding, "If it’s going to break, 1 don’t 
think a little tape is going to help it.” 

Over on Cross st., Lawrence 
Lavoie of Saugus and his Winchester 
partner were still working liard as the 
winds picked up They weren’t too 
worried about winds ruining their 
craftsmanship, adding that “inside 


work” was a breeze even with Gloria 
on the way. 

“They got the staging all down and 
we’re just in here doing our work," 
said Lavoie. “See where they have the 
walls all propped up,” he said as he 
pointed to the other buildings under 
construction below his second-story 
room 

“The only ones who really have to 
worry are the lumber people and the 
rest who are outdoors But they pret 
ty well had everything under control 
early this morning ” 

l^avoie said he planned to leave the 
site shortly before the hurricane hit 
“I’ll wait until a little while, but I 
won't take any chances either.

At a recent press briefing in Arl¬ 
ington Town Hall, Sen. Dick Kraus 
spoke about upcoming legislative 
priorities and bills which the Senate 
is likely to tackle this fall. 

Kraus allowed that the income tax 
surcharge repeal movement was not 
necessarily a Senate ■ leadership 
priority. Some think Sen. Patricia 
McGovern of Senate Ways and Means 
may kill the effort in her committee. 

"I think you'll see repeal of the 
surtax before the end of the year,” 
Kraus said. “It won’t happen any 
sooner because as Sen. McGovern has 
appropriately noted, it makes sense 
to watt until mid-October to see what 
the federal budget and consequential 
cuts look like. Congressional plans to 
reduce federal deficits will eliminate 
millions of dollars in federal aid 
which may greatly effect the Com¬ 
monwealth." 

Kraus continued, “I don’t think 
Senate Ways and Means will kill the 
repeal effort, however. The 
legislative challenge is to devise 
means to recoup some of the $250 
million which will be lost — that Is to 
devise fair and progressive 
measures." 

Kraus has for a long time oppos-

ed the repeal of the surtax, claiming 
it is one of the more progressive taxes 
used by the Commonwealth. When 
asked about his possible switch in 
position, Kraus noted that there are 
times when the political realities 
force us away from the ideal: “lam 
particularly concerned that action be 
taken to defeat the proposed referen¬ 
dum which not only would repeal the 
surtax but which also would place a 
cap on state spending. I believe such 
a cap could be disastrous." 

Kraus says that all reports in¬ 
dicate that government taxes and fees 
in Massachusetts are already well 
below the national average. "Thus,” 
he said, "the cap is not needed.” 

In addition he believes that there 
are always likely to be changes at the 
federal level or at the local level to 
which the state must be able to res¬ 
pond. "In fact,"the Senator added, 
“had the cap been In place when 2 Vs 
was adopted, Massachusetts would 
have been a disaster area. As it was, 
the state was able to save the cities 
and towns. Now we face a guaranteed 
reduction if not virtual elimination of 
federal aid. To tie our hands in the 
face of that threat is nothing less than 
a death wish.” 


Proponents of the surtax repeal 
believe now is the best time in lieu of 
the slate's surplus estimated at $200 
million. Kraus maintains there Is no 
"surplus" given the commonwealth's 
outstanding liabilities such as public 
pensions, infrastructure main¬ 
tenance, local aid and welfare. 

Kraus says, “In the case of pen¬ 
sions and welfare, the longer we put 
it off, the more it's going to cost us — 
that is our children and their children. 
Everyone seems willing to pass these 
debts along to our children. I don't 
believe it is responsible."

Downtown’s 
Phase II Is 
Moving Along 

Winchester Center is under con¬ 
struction for the next three weeks, ac¬ 
cording to Kevin MacDonald of the 
town Engineering Dept. 

MacDonald painted orange lines 
on Tuesday to designate the areas in 
the center where sidewalks will be 
bricked. 

"We start digging tomorrow 
(Wednesday, Oct. 2)," said Mac¬ 
Donald. MacDonald said all 
crosswalks in the center "should be 
completed in three weeks.” 

Phase two of the renovations to 
beautify the town began June 17 after 
the state awarded Winchester $900,000 
in grant money for replacing the 
blacktop of sidewalks with bricks, 
landscaping, installing park benches 
and new lights. 

When the project began in June, 
John Connery, economic develop 
ment coordinator, said because of the 
nationwide demand for granite he an- 
tiepated the project might drag 
beyond the target date of Nov. 17. 

MacDonald said Tuesday, “We 
are right on schedule,” adding that 
workers have come in occasional 
Saturdays to keep to the deadline. 

When bids were placed last spring 
they came in higher than the town 
could afford. Town officials, primari¬ 
ly state Rep. Sherman W. Saltmarsh, 
urged the stale to reconsider. 

The state awarded Winchester an 
additional $169,000, making the grant 
a total of $900,000, to fully restore the 
downtown center.

Visualizing Helps 
Spell School 
Success 

A technique optometrists use to 
help people learn to increase visual 
efficiency may also help youngsters 
learn to spell. 

"Activities we use in visual train¬ 
ing often involve manipulating words 
and letters,” said Winchester op¬ 
tometrist Albert L. Snerburne, O.D. 
“Though we lay no claim to being 
teachers of spelling, we have found 
that most good spellers use a visualiz¬ 
ing technique.” 

“When you watch news films of 
stale and national spelling bees, 
notice how the children often look up 
or close their eyes, as if they were see¬ 
ing a picture of the word. They are 
visualizing.” 

Dr. Sherburne said that parents 
and teachers of youngsters who are 
having trouble with spelling ought to 
try the following: 

•“Have the child write the word on 
a chalkboard or a large piece of paper 
in big letters. 

•“Repeatedly trace the letters in 
accurate, flowing strokes while say¬ 
ing the name of the letter out loud." 
Tracing, saying, hearing and feeling 
the shape and movement provides 
multi-sensory information. 

•"Next, accurately trace the letter 
without touching the chalkboard and 
while naming each letter. 

•“Turn away from the board and 
trace the letters in the air accurately 
and while naming each letter. 

•“Repeat the tracing in the air

Dr. Sherburne added, "ask if the 
child can ‘see’ the word while tracing 
it in the air. If the answer is no or the 
child continues to have problems with 
spelling, his or her visual skills may 
be inadequate and an optometric 
evaluation may be in order. 

“If the child can visualize the 
word, ask him or her to ‘read’ what 
they are visualizing and say each let¬ 
ter out loud.” 

In visual training, building 
awareness of differences between ob¬ 
jects (such as letters in a word) is 
critical to building the ability to 
visualize. 

“Ask if the child can "see” which 
letters are taller than the others, and 
which letters extend below? Have the 
child call out the letters backwards," 
Dr. Sherburne said. 

The highest order of human think¬ 
ing involves visual imagery, Dr. Sher- 
bum said, "This is the ability to 
visualize objects or symbols which 
are not present, and be able to 
manipulate or describe the object or 
the symbol's meaning. It also is the 
basis for combining prior ex¬ 
periences, including what you’ve read 
or heard described and then develop¬ 
ing new information, ideas or con¬ 
clusions. 

“In spelling, visualization gives 
the child a mental image of the word 
to compare with the written word,” 
Dr. Sherburne said. “By noticing any 
differences between the two, the child 
is able to correct the error. 

“The result can be better spelling 
grades,” Dr, Sherburne said.

HEALTH AND HEARING 

Q. Can a virus affect one's hearing? 

A. Ves. Viruses, especially measles and mumps 
viruses, can cause infections in the inner car They 
can cause sudden total or partial hearing loss and in 
some cases victims may recover part or all of their 
hearing. Severe head colds can also affect a person's 
hearing. 


Q. What is "acoustic trauma?” 

A. Acoustic trauma is exposure 
to extremely loud noise such as an 
explosion. The sound levels may 
be so high that they damage the in¬ 
ner ear portion of the ear. Hearing 
loss can occur immediately and 
may be irreversible. Individuals

Automobile accidents are the fifth 
leading cause of all deaths and the 
leading cause of death for those bet¬ 
ween one and 34 years of age, accor¬ 
ding to a recent issue of Health 
Education Quarterly. 

Micheal S. Erdos, M.D., chief of 
Emergency/Ambulatory Medicine at 
the Symmes Division of Choate- 
Symmes Hospitals, urges widespread 
use of seat belts and child safely 
devices to make summer 1985 safer. 

He says driving proficiency is no 
guarantee of safety since about 50 
percent of all car accidents occur 
when vehicles are stopped at traffic 
lights or stop signs. 

Another popular excuse for not us¬ 
ing seat belts, according to the 
emergency care physician, is fear of 
entrapment should the car burst into 
flames. He points out, however, that 
explosions are rare. Furthermore, if 
there is such an occurrence, it hap¬ 
pens so quickly that the seat belt issue 
is immaterial one way or another. 

A 1981 issue of Pediatrics, the jour¬ 
nal of the American Academy of 
Pediatrics, noted that 90 percent of 
children’s auto fatalities and 60 to 70 
percent of auto injuries to children 
can be prevented by the simple use of 
infant safety seats or other restrain¬ 
ing devices 


Dr. Erdos cautions that holding a 
child In one’s lap offers virtually no 
protection. A sudden Impact or quick 
stop could send him or her through 
the window or loss the child around 
inside the car. He also points out the 
ineffectiveness of home infant seats, 
car cribs, and infant ear seats if they 
are not used in conjunction with the 
vehicle’s seat belts. 

For children under 20 pounds, Dr. 
Erdos recommends a car seat with 
the child racing backward. It offers 
maximum protection for the skull, 
which is still quite vulnerable at this 
stage. For children over 20 pounds, 
the traditional car seat - facing for¬ 
ward - is suggested, 

Dr. Erdos also refers to a com¬ 
munity hospital emergency room 
study that revealed another reason 
for using seal belts: the cost of 
emergency care for accident victims 
using seat belts was half that of those 
who did not "click up.” 

We would like to see the man¬ 
datory seat belt law stiffened. The 
proposed law sets a $15 fine for in¬ 
dividuals who, when stopped for 
another traffic violation, are found 
not to be wearing a seat bell.

•'What’s up at the Library" and 
"Bear With Us" are the themes the 
library is using to acquaint residents 
with the many changes in services, 
procedures, and physical layout the 
library is making these days. 

New computer terminals and laser 
barcode readers have been installed 
at the circulation desk in preparation 
[or conversion to the automated 
Minuteman system on Oct. 7. 

Residents are urged to apply now 
[or a Minuteman Library Network 
card. The card will be needed to 
check out materials after Oct. 7. The 
Junior Library collection will not be 
automated until January, 1986, so the 
"old" card will be needed to check out 
materials. 

The face of the library is also 
changing The card catalog has been 
moved from the lobby into the 
reference room where the lighting is 
better, and where reference desk per¬ 
sonnel are available to assist patrons 
in using the catalog. Book shelves are 
being moved into the lobby to prepare 
this area for use for display of new 
materials and patron browsing. 

More long range plans call for 
renovating the current new book 
room to create a small gallery which 


will feature rotating displays of art 
work. This will help return the library 
to its original design as both a library 
and a cultural center for the town. 

Many of these changes may be 
confusing at first, but they will allow 
the library to provide assistance and 
directions in this time of transition. 

In addition, the library has produc¬ 
ed two guides to the community, 
“Welcome to Winchester” and a 
"Directory of Area Services and 
Resources.” "Welcome to Win¬ 
chester” contains a map of the com¬ 
munity, and gives an overview of the 
town, including information on 
recreational, cultural, educational 
resources, shopping areas, and 
volunteer opportunities. Designed to 
give newcomers and others interested 
in the town an overview of resources 
and activities available locally, the 
booklet is available free of charge at 
the circulation desk. 

The directory serves a different 
purpose. It is an attractive and han¬ 
dy listing designed to inform 
residents about Winchester’s 
medical, governmental, cultural, 


recreational, and social service 
organizations. It includes important 
ready reference Information in 50 
categories, and emphasizes the 
library’s role as a community refer¬ 
ral service. 

The directory was prepared on a 
microcomputer, so the information 
can be easily updated for future edi¬ 
tions. Cost of the directory is $2.50, 
and copies are available at the cir¬ 
culation desk. 

The reference staff has compiled 
several bibliographies, listing 
materials available in the library on 
subjects of general interest. 
Bibliographies currently available 
cover career and college selection, 
parenting, literary tools, legal and 
medical reference sources, and 
business sources. These 
bibliographies are available in the 
reference room. 

Libraries and their staffs do more 
than just select, house, and circulate 
books. Their larger goal is to provide 
services and information to the com¬ 
munity. To this end, the Winchester 
Public Library publishes a number of 
guides to resources available in the 


library and in the larger community.

Group Urges 
Nuclear Test Ban 

The memory of Samantha Smith, 
who acted on her desire for peace by 
visiting Soviet President Andropov, 
will be honored by citizens stafffing 
tables in town this weekend. 

Following the Maine girl’s exam¬ 
ple that an Individual’s effort can 
make a difference, the Winchester 
Freeze Group is asking people to 
write postcards urging President 
Reagan to finalize a Comprehensive 
Test Ban Treaty at the upcoming 
summit meeting with Secretary Gor¬ 
bachev. 

The Comprehensive Test Ban 
Treaty would prohibit further 
underground testing of nuclear 
weapons by the two superpowers. 
Above ground testing ceased when 
the Limited Test Ban was signed in 
1963 as a result of outspoken citizen 
concern about the health hazards of 
radioactive fallout from tests upon 
children. 

Since July of this year, the USSR 
has unilaterally halted all testing of 


nuclear weapons. Currently the US 
tests an average of 180 warheads and 
missiles a day. New satellite and 
seismic technologies make it possible 
for both the US and USSR to locate 
violations of the proposed test ban. 

Congressman Markey of our 
district has Introduced legislation in 
Congress which would instate such a 
freeze by cutting off funding of the 
arms race.

Police Sgl. Kenneth Albertelli said 
Saturday that the storm kept the town 
"incredibly crime-free. Except for 
one incident, it was probably one of 
the best Friday's we’ve had in a 
while." 

Albertelli said only one break, at 
the Shell gasoline station downtown, 
was reported in from Thursday to Fri¬ 
day midnight. About $1,000 in tools 
and car parts were stolen sometime 
between 1 p.m., when the station shut 
down, and 8 p.m 

Albertelli said most of the stolen 
goods were found about 8 by a resi¬ 
dent who was strolling along the train 
tracks high above the station. 

"1 know it probably sounds boring, 
but Hurricane Gloria was no big pro¬ 
blem for us. Except for when it got 
dark, because the whole town was 
pilch black." 

He said nearly a dozen cruisers 
then combed the streets to prevent 
possible breaks and robberies. Usual 
ly there are about half that many 
cruisers out, he added. 

"We have had no injuries related 
to the storm, either," he said. 
(Fireman Maintenance Wi3) "John 
Dooley kept us pretty set, as far as 


warned residents to stay off the roads 
after nightfall, because downed 
power lines are dangerously difficult 
to see at night. "That's the only thing 
that concerns us as of this point," he 
said Saturday. "If we can just keep 
that from causing any problems we'll 
be in good shape." 

He said the department had 
received a deluge of phone calls from 
residents who wanted to know when 
electricity would be restored. "That 
is one area that is out of our hands, 
though. The last we heard from the 
Boston Edison people is that they ex¬ 
pected to have everyone back in ser¬ 
vice by 6 p.m. Monday." 

The power outage had no real ef¬ 
fect on the police communication, 
however, since the Lynch School sta¬ 
tion is prepared with generators to 
pick up where Boston Edison fails. 
The police trailer on Mt. Vernon st. 
was secured with metal chains tied to 
a weighted dump truck and a tractor- 
trailer filled with about 4,000 pounds 
of steel piping 

When Gloria pussed through, 
dispatcher Kathy Kelley and officer 
John Peluso lost power, but were able 
to kick in a generator as welt. Both 
worked throughout the night sending 
cruisers to patrol trouble spots.

On The Job

More than 600 Winchester High 
School students have signed a petition 
demanding that the School Commit¬ 
tee take action on the problem of poor 
air quality at the school. 

Student Robert Driscoll, a 
member of the student advisory com¬ 
mittee, presented the petition to the 
School Committee Tuesday night. 

"This is a statement from the 
students that shows the seriousness of 
the problem.” Driscoll said. He is a 
member ot Ihe student advisory com¬ 
mittee. 

School officials have said they will 
look into the matter, which has long 
been a problem at the school, which 
relies on a ‘climate control system 1 
for all heating and cooling. 

The School Committee agreed on 
Tuesday to ask Department of Public 
Works director Dominic Serratore to 
meet with the board at its next 
meeting. 

School Supt. Charles Mitsakos said 
he would ask Serratore to iovestigate 


the problem so that the board can 
review the issue. 

During the 1983-84 school year, the 
school department doled out $6,000 to 
an energy consulting firm, Johnson 
Controls Inc., to try to correct the pro¬ 
blem. According to Supt. Mitsakos, it 
was resolved until last spring, when 
teachers and students complained 
that the air was so stuffy that some 
classes were even moved outdoors. 

In May and June, several teachers 
resorted to holding classes outside 
because of poor air quality. 

At that time, Winchester health in¬ 
spector Joseph Tabbi said, “It’s not 
exactly a health hazard, but it’s not 
the most healthful situation either." 

In June, DPW director Serratore 
also acknowledged that the problem 
was in fact a regular occurance each 
spring and fall. 

Every spring and fall, according 
to Serratore, the air quality in the 
high school deteriorates when the 
ventilation system switches over 
from cool to hot, and vice versa. 


On Tuesday, School Supt. Mit¬ 
sakos reiterated what he said last 
spring, “The bottom line is that we 
don't want the kids in any place where 
the comfort level isn’t what it should 
be.” 

In other School Committee action 
Tuesday, the school committee made 
final appointments to the school im¬ 
provement councils. The councils will 
work on Winchester's enactment of 
the state's new improvement act, 
which sets aside $10 per student in 
each school. 

The town treasurer has control of 
the funds, although each committee 
must submit its recommendations to 
the school committee for approval. 
The committee then has 30 days to 
veto any proposals. 

Mitsakos said principals of all 
schools, who act as chairmen of the 
committees are responsible for call¬ 
ing the first meeting. 

Also on Tuesday: 

• Mitsakos extended his commen¬ 


dations and congratulations to Dr. 
Suzanne McGee, principal at Vinson- 
Owen School. McGee received the 
1985 National Distinguished Principal 
Award for the state of Maine. Mit¬ 
sakos noted, "less than 20 percent of 
the principals in the United Slates are 
women, and more than one-third of 
the winners were women.” 

• Mitsakos recognized Paul 
Mutloy, social studies teacher at Win¬ 
chester High, for being instrumental 
in bringing to Winchester the Dan- 
forth International Education Center 
Grant. 

• Francis Finigan was commend¬ 
ed for co-directing a science leader¬ 
ship project in Winchester. 

• Mitsakos thanked Dominic Ser¬ 
ratore and Richard Tofuri for their 
assistance to the schools during and 
after hurricane Gloria. 

• Eileen Corsaut, secretary to the 
assistant superintendent, was thank¬ 
ed for her efforts in the coordination 
of the kindergarten evaluation. 


Resident Complains 
About Town Memo 


A Lincoln st. resident complained 
to Selectmen Monday that a town tet¬ 
ter sent to homeowners and 
businesses concerning illegal links to 
the sanitary water system was "ac¬ 
cusatory in tone and heavy-handed in 
approach." 

Selectmen took some responsibili¬ 
ty for the letter and said they would 
look into how letters from the town to 
residents are approved before they 
are mailed. 

Brian Kennedy told Selectmen 
that the manner of the letter was 
"unacceptable," The letter, sent by 
the Dept, of Public Works, requests 
residents to allow town workers into 
homes to investigate sump pump and 
other possibly illicit hook-ups to the 
water system. 

Kennedy told Selectmen, "The let¬ 
ter strongly implies that residents 
must open their homes to searches. 

“1 demand that the town provide 
services for the taxes ! pay. However, 
I consider this an unreasonable intru¬ 
sion on my house and privacy." 

Town Manager W. Chadwick 


Maurer responded that the inspec¬ 
tions were meant to solve the water 
problem, not to attack homeowners. 

Essentially, Maurer said, the let¬ 
ter requests residents to change any 
inappropriate sump pump con¬ 
nections. 

Maurer also cited a paragraph 
from the letter which reads: "We 
hope yeu will allow [our inspector! to 
enter yo.tr house or establishment so 
that he ran make a brief inspection of 
the premises.” 

“In that sentence alone, the right 
of the individual to refuse is there,” 
Mauver sa d. 

Generally, town workers have no 
right to enter homes without the 
owner's permission, according to 
Town Counsel Douglas Randall. Ran¬ 
dall agreed with Maurer that the right 
to refuse an inspection was suggested 
in the letter's wording. 

Selectman Wade Welch said the 
board had some responsibility for the 


town’s letter because it crossed 
selectmen’s desks before going out to 
residents. 

“I saw this letter. If there is fault 
in this letter, the fault is at this table 

and not with [the DPW]," Welch said. 

“We will discuss this further after 
tonight. It raises the question about 
the town being represented in a letter 
and where the Board of Selectmen 
and Town Manager fit in," Selectmen 
Alan MacDonald told Kennedy. 

The Sewer Problem 

Selectmen said dis harge from 
sump pumps and roof downspouts 
should be sent into the storm sewer 
system, not into home sinks. Sinks 
and toilet discharge are pumped 
through MDC sanitary sewer lines, 
according to DPW Director Dominic 
Serratore. The lines are separate 
from those that pick up sewer and 
storm water and which lead to the 
Aberjona River and Mystic Lakes. 

According to the letter, illegal 


hook-ups cause the sanitary system to 
overflow. 

"During periods of heavy rain, the 
amount of such extraneous flow in 
Winchester is Lwice the normal sewer 
flow, and is causing overflows in our 
sewer system and is contributing to 

overflows in the MDC system into 
which we discharge,” said the letter, 
which was signed by DPW Assistant 
Director James Courchaine. 

House-to-house inspections have 
not yet begun, according to DPW 
Director Serratore. Serratore added 
inspectors from DPW would be guid¬ 
ed by a report from the town's sewer 
consultant, Coffin and Richardson, on 
where in the system illegal discharg¬ 
ing is suspected. 

If inspectors find that a resident is 
discharging illegally into the sanitary 
sewer system, the plumbing inspec¬ 
tor will be notified. 

The plumbing inspector will sug¬ 
gest alternate methods of discharge, 
according to the letter.

He Worked To Keep The Bars On Their Toes

Operation 138-34. 

That was the name of Hull’s under¬ 
cover "sting” operation last summer 
which netted over a dozen 
establishments for serving liquor to 
minors. 

The summer police officer who 
went undercover to find bars and 
restaurants breaking Massachusetts' 
new drinking age law was Winchester 
resident Daniel Perenick, of 53 
Wildwood st. 

“The town of Hut) hires eight to ten 
summer officers a year to deal with 
the extra summer people in town," 
says Perenick, a longtime resident of 
Winchester and summer resident of 
Hull. He graduated from Winchester 
High School in 1983 and has since been 
attending Salem State College, where 
he majors in criminal justice. 

“Most people the Hull Police force 
hire are from 20 to 22 years old,” he 
said "1 applied for the job, even 
though I was only 19. I was hoping 
that some of my experience working 
as a security guard at Paragon Park 
and Salem State College, and my in¬ 
volvement with Winchester's police 
Explorer Post would help me get the 
job " 

Hull Police Chief Donald Brooker, 
who began his career as a 19 year-old 
summer officer in town, considered 
Perenick’s application. 


After sending in an application, 
taking a test on law and having some 
preliminary interviews, Perenick met 
Chief Brooker and was told of the 
undercover operation being planned. 

"In late May, I talked to Chief 
Brooker and he asked me if I was in¬ 
terested in undercover police work," 
says Perenick, “He told me about the 
alcohol program he was planning and 
offered me the position of in¬ 
vestigating officer. 

“I was the type he wanted,” 
Perenick coniines. "I was 19 at the 
time, so there would be no confusion 
with the date of my ID. I also don’t 
look older than I am, in fact quite the 
opposite. 

"I accepted the offer. 

“The chief wanted total secrecy 
about the operation, so that none of 
the bars would get tipped off,” says 
Perenick, “The only people who knew 
about it were myself, the Chief, and 
a few other police officers. “The Hull 
selectmen and all of the other 
policemen and summer officers were 
not told about it until the job was 
finished. 

“I came down to Hull after school 
ended to begin. I received the same 
training all of the other summer of¬ 
ficers get in CPR, first aid, firearms 
and law, but my training was done 
separately from all of the other 
recruits. 

"The local press termed the opera¬ 


tion a ‘sting' but the chief went lo 
great lengths to avoid any deception 
which could be construed as en¬ 
trapment. 

"As I said, I look young and we 
didn’t use any makeup or clothing 
which would make me look older than 
my 19 years. I used my own ID which 
clearly stated my blrthdate as June 
30,1965, too young for the new Mass, 
drinking age of 21. 

“The operation went on for four 
nights from eight at night until early 
in the morning. A police sergeant 
would drop me off near a seelion of 
town with restaurants, bars or 
package stores. I would then walk 
from place to place, ordering a beer 
at bars or restaurants, or trying lo 
buy a six pack at a liquor store 

"If they asked to see my ID, I 
would show it to them without a fuss, 
and if they told me they couldn't serve 
me, 1 would say 'thanks anyway' and 
move on. 

"If they did serve me, I had to lake 
careful notes of the incident and col¬ 
lect a sample of beer as evidence of 
being served as a minor 

“That was the most undercover 
part of the job. I would have lo make 
my way to the bathroom with the beer 
they served me and pour a sample of 
it into a pharmacists sample bottle, 
carefully labeling it as evidence lhal 
I had been served. I would also lake 
careful notes on time, place and Ihe 


person who served me, since all of 
this was going into police reports fil¬ 
ed at the end of every night's work 
“On the first night, we struck out 
Out of seven places, no one served 
me. On the second night, 1 was serv¬ 
ed in just one place. The third night 
was really busy, six out of seven 
establishments took my order 1 
visited a lot of bathrooms that night," 
he said with a grin. 

A! the end of four days, 14 bars, 
restaurants and liquor stores were 
documented for serving Perenick. 
Most every violation was at 
restaurants and bars — package 
stores being much more cautiouus 
with the new drinking statutes 
The operation was finished June 
36 After reports were filed, the chief 
notified establishements lhal they 
had been investigated 

"Each bar and store that we 
visited sent a letter of either commen¬ 
dation for not serving a minor, or a 
notification of violation,” says 
Perenick. "By then the whole thing 
was public.” 

Publicity followed quickly. Several 
local television stations picked up the 
story for their nightly broadcasts. 

Most coverage focused on the 
aftermath of the investigation which 
contained some controversy 

Every establishment implicated 
hud to stand before the liquor licens¬ 
ing authority in Hull, the Town Board 


of Selectmen, There was division 
among the board While most 
members approved Chief Brooker's 
action, one selection, Tony Petrucci, 
was quite vocal in his opposition to the 
secrecy and method of Uic operation. 
Conflict over questions of police and 
selectmen authority also entered the 
papers and the hearings. 

"I had to testify before the select¬ 
men several times," says Perenick. 
"Most of the owners pleaded guilty 
immediately, although many were 
critical about confusion in the new 
drinking statute, particularly with 
regard to the grandfather clause.” 

A few owners contested the 
charges and were represented by 
lawyers. In these cases, Perenick had 
to fend off challenges to his credibili¬ 
ty and competence Perenick's ar¬ 
ticulate, detailed and good natured 
testimony on the stand were enough 
to convince selectmen and reporters 
that he was not, as the defense had 
tried to characterize him, just a 
"rookie.” 

At one light point in the hearings, 
after a series of questions testing 
Perenick's attention to detail in the 
clubs he visited, he was asked to ex¬ 
plain his ordering habits during the 
investigation. 

It appeared he ordered a Heineken 
at the first bar he was served in. but 
subsequently switched to cheaper

Public officials from cities and 
towns throughout Middlesex County 
recently attended a municipal forum 
sponsored by District Attorney Scott 
Harshbarger.

Andrew Crane, executive director 
of the State Ethics Commission, was 
introduced by Harshbarger lo 
discuss the conflict of interest law 
and public corruption. 

Harshbarger praised the efforts of 
the Ethics Commission and pledged 
the continued cooperation of his office 
in combating public corruption. 

“1 am personally offended by 
public officials who engage in clear 
abuses of the public trust which strike 
at the very integrity of our system 
The actual incidents of public corrup 
lion are few, but 1 am committed to 
prosecuting those individuals who 
violate the law,” said Harshbarger. 

In his dosing remarks, the district 
allorney encouraged local officials to 
stay in close contact with his office on 
all issues of concern to them. 

“We genuinely need your input lo 
make an impact and help improve the 
quality of life for all citizens in Mid¬ 
dlesex County,” said Harshbarger.

Residents who have served 
two terms in one office could return 
to that office if they waited one full 
term before running again. 

How many representatives should 
be on the School Committee? As far 
as the School Committee is concern¬ 
ed, six is the wrong number. 

Articles II and 15 would change 
the number of committee members. 
Article 14 cuts the board to five; arti¬ 
cle 15 would bring it up to seven. 

Other School Committee articles 
were required under a stale school 
improvement bill signed into law this 
summer. Articles 11. 12 and i:i ask 
Town Meeting to accept provisions of 
the bill. 

One provision offers salary 
bonuses to teachers for the next two 
years. The stale will pay for the

According lo Rep. Sherman W. 
Saltmarsh. the town of Winchester 
stands to save approximately $253,717 
per year if the state lakes over the 
cost of operating the jails. 

“Winchester's assessment in fiscal 
year '85 for its share of Middlesex 
County operating costs was $353,386, 
and of that total. $253,717 was for costs 
incurred for county correctional 
facilities,“ said Saltmarsh.

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Computerized Library 
System Is In Operation 


The Winchester Public Library 
went on line Monday, Oct. 7, and some 
changes in circulation policies accom¬ 
panied the changes in circulation pro¬ 
cedures. These changes are designed 
to ensure that materials are available 
to as many people as possible 

All Winchester residents may 
register for Minulcman library cards, 
which may be used at IB other net¬ 
work libraries. Residents under lit 
years of age must have a parent or 
guardian sign their registration 
forms Patrons are responsible for all 
material checked out on their card, 
and parents or legal guardians 
assume responsibilily for materials 
checked out by their children. 

To register, patrons must either 
bring in their old card or provide iden¬ 
tification showing Iheir name and cur¬ 
rent legal address. Acceptable ID 
includes Massachusetts driver's 
licenses, checkbooks with printed ad¬ 
dresses. leases, utility or charge ac¬ 
count bills, or olher official sources 
which contain both name and 
address 

New residents who do not yet have 
proof of Iheir Winchester address 
may have a post card sent to them by 
the library and may confirm their ad¬ 
dress by returning the card to the 
library.

To ensure that all patrons have ac¬ 
cess to more materials, the loan 
period for must items is two weeks, 
with no restrictions on the number of 
items which may lie borrowed. This 
includes items such as new fiction, 
magazines and pamphlets which 
previously had a circulation period of 
one week. 

Limits on the number of new fic¬

Materials may be renewed twice, 
either by phone orin person, making 
I he maximum loan period six weeks. 
I’atrons renewing by phone must 
have the bar code number on their 
card and the bar code numbers of all 
materials to be renewed available 
before renewals can be processed.

New books which other patrons 
have reserved circulate for one week 
with no renewal. 

Art r eproductions circulate for two 
months with no renewal. 

The 16mm films circulate for three 
days with no renewal, hut there is no 
limit on the number which may be 
borrowed. 

Other audio-visual equipment cir¬ 
culates for three days. 

Videocassettes may also be bor¬ 
rowed for three days. 

Museum passes circulate for one 
day, with a limit of one pass per fami¬ 
ly per day. 

Fines for books, magazines, audio 
recordings and art prints remain at 
!> cents a day, up lo a maximum of 
$3.50 an item. However, higher fines 
have been estblished for items which 
are in greater demand. Fines for 
equipment such as cameras, 
engravers, and cassette players are 
$1 per day. 

Overdue vidcoeassetles, 16 mm 
films, audio-visual equipmcnl and 
museum passes will cost $5 per day. 
Fines for these items will never ex¬ 
ceed replacement costs 

The automated circulation system 
allows (he library to keep more effi¬ 
cient track of its materials. Patrons 
are considered delinqucnl when fines 
are owed or items are overdue, and 
they may not borrow materials until 
all overdue materials are returned 
and fines are paid

"Should large amounts of un- 
chlorinated water enter the distribu¬ 
tion system, a significant potential for 
widespread bacterial contamination 
of the consumers' drinking water 
would exist, thereby necessitating a 
boil order." a department letter to the 
town said.

Question: What are areas cov ered 
under the School Improvement Act 
other than (he cnuncils to be establish¬ 
ed in each school? 

The Act signed by Governor 
Dukakis (his summer is a 
multifaceted plan which seeks “toen- 
sure educational excellence and equi¬ 
ty for all students” in schools 
throughout the Commonwealth 

The main areas dealt with in this 
legislation include the following: ef¬ 
forts to equalize student expenditures 
throughout the slate while targeting 
areas with below average expon 
diture so that assistance may be pro¬ 
vided to them; the establishment of 
educational standards and methods of 
student testing to allow for the evalua¬ 
tion of and comparison between 
schools within the state; the enhanc¬ 
ing of incentives for the education 
profession by establishing minimum 
salaries, salary bonuses, specific 
grants and fellowships as well as the 
encouragement of qualified college 
students to teach in public schools in 


the Commonwealth; the strengthen¬ 
ing of standards for the education pro¬ 
fession through evaluation and new 
certification requirements; and ef¬ 
forts to further encourage the use of 
technology for instruction purposes. 

David B. Ackerman

Question; What do you think will 
be the impact on teachers and on the 
school system of the Improvement 
Act? 

A school system will be excellent 
to the degree it is able to attract, re¬ 
tain and motivate top-caliber 
teachers — ones who rank high in 
educational level, subject matter 
knowledge, personal character, and 
teaching skill The salary and profes¬ 
sional devclopmenl related aspects of 
the Act have the potential to help Win¬ 
chester in this regard. 

Participation on the School Im¬ 
provement councils strikes me as an 
excellent vehicle for parents and 
teachers to work together on behalf 
of quality education. The opportuni¬ 
ty to discuss educational goals and 


directions will be as important as con 
sideration of specific expenditures 
1 am less enthusiastic about the 
testing requirements of the legisla¬ 
tion. We will lose local autonomy in 
standard setting and test selection for 
"minimum competency." Additional 
achievement tests will be imposed on 
a student population that already is 
somewhat over tested. 

The saving grace here is that these 
achievement tests are good ones and 
we stand to learn from them

IHItTOHS (S 2i;i- House 151-0, 
adopted an amendment to a Senate 
lull requiring that doctors who agree 
to participate in the medicare pro¬ 
gram accept the medicare assigned 
fee for a particular service

POLICE POWERS! II26221- House 
11(1-37, gave near final approval to a 
bill allowing the Commissioner of 
Public Safety to grant certain police 
powers to employees of the Bureau of 
Special Investigations.

Learning Keeps A Sad Heart Fit

Some days - and today is one Df 
them - 1 rise from my bed lo find a 
small weight perched upon my heart. 

I can't explain it, generally. There 
is no real reason for me to feel sad to 
day. for example. But it is raining out. 
Last night's winddid tearall the tiny 
twinkling leaves from our new baby 
birch. And I do still miss my grand¬ 
father who died when 1 was eight. 

It's normal, 1 think, for any of us 
to feel sad at limes. In our culture, 
though, we're taught in subtle ways 
that depression, or even a little dose 
of the blues, is undesirable, 
unproductive-unattractive even. Peo¬ 
ple who are depressed are counseled 
lo get help fast, just as those who are 
overweight are counseled lo diet. We 
regard a pervading sense of sadness 
as a health problem like any other, 
and in our typical Can-Do Upbeat 
American way, we tackle it with a 
brimming cornucopia of fix-it 
schemes. 

I read an article in a magazine last 
week reviewing a new tiook about 
people in counseling who get all tied 
into their therapist’s emotional fixa¬ 
tions. They end up worse off in some 


cases than when they began, cither 
because of a subtly nurtured 
dependence on their helpers, or 
because they lake on some of these 
people’s convoluted and not entirely 
normal perspectives. 

The illustration accompanying 
ibis piece shows what you’d picture 
as a typical analyst-looking fellow 
with a Freudian beard and glasses. 
He is shown binding a patient of wild 
and woeful expression with a kind of 
filament suggestive both of spider 
webs and puppet strings. The general 
idea seems to be that the cure can 
sometimes be worse thal the af¬ 
fliction. 

I read another piece a year ago 
which said the scientific community 
had begun to conclude thal treating 
the blues with medication might not 
he such a good idea eillier. It’s bad 
enough to be feeling sad, the article 
seemed to suggest, without feeling 
that way through an echoing gauzey 
fog of drugs. 

This makes all kinds of sense to 
me, a person who can't lake a simple 
cold tablet without feeling hugely and 
almonsl psychedelicully altered for 
the next four hours. 


The fact is, sadness is not a 
pathology. Il's not an abnormal 
response to the conditions of life, but 
ail entirely normal and appropriate 
one. 

Sometimes I comfort myself in 
sadness with a passage 1 marked a 
long time ago in a book about King 
Arthur. It's called "The Once anil 
Future King," and T,II. White wrote 
it. 

The words belong lo Merlin, Ihe hun¬ 
dreds of years-old magician whose 
talc it is both to live backwards in 
time and lo prepare the young Ar¬ 
thur's mind and spirit for the burdens 
of the throne. He is here addressing 
his charge, who is feeling rather blue 
himself: 

"The best lliing for being sad," 
Merlin says, “is to learn 
something. , . That is the only 

thing that never tails. You may grow 
old and trembling in your anatomies, 
you may lie awake al night listening 
to the disorder of your veins, you may 
miss your only love, you may see the 
world about you devastated by evil 
lunatics, or know your honor Irani pl¬ 
ed in the sewers of baser minds. 

"There is only one thing for il then 
■ to learn. Learn why the world wags 
and what wags It. This is the only 
tiling which the mind can never ex¬ 
haust, never alienate, never be tor¬ 
tured by, never fear or distrust, and 
never dream of regretting. Learning 
is Ihe thing for you. You can learn 
astronomy in a lifetime, natural 
history in three, literature in 
six . . 

We all get sail sometimes, I guess. 
In (his world of tiny falling leaves and 
beloved departing grandfathers, who 
does il I feel hints of sorrow on occa¬ 
sion? At the end of an autumn after¬ 
noon. let's say, when the rich lighl 
thins and Ihe shadows rise yeastily in 
the corners of rooms? 

1 leel sad now, but less so than I 
did at the start of this essay. 

Maybe I'll tackle some natural 
history for a while, as Merlin suggests 
in this passage. Maybe 1 'll go out and 
rake up the birch leaves.

There’s no stopping Beatrice Lee 

(telling involved in community ac¬ 
tivities and giving to Olliers is nol just 
a hobby to the former Ivy circle resi¬ 
dent — it s a way of life. 

"You have to get involved and slay 
active and do your best In use your 
God-given gilts." Lee says "We are 
given gilts and talents and if we don’t 
use what we have it’s a waste." 

The locus of Lee’s community ac¬ 
tivities is her work with the American 
Chinese community in the Boston 
area. Among her activities arc work¬ 
ing with Chinese American women, 
youth and elderly: writing articles for 
Chinese publications and recruiting 
translators for the China exhibit cur¬ 
rently at the Museum of Science. 

That work earned her an invitation 
to the White House in May. 

Lee was one of two American 
Chinese women front the Boston area 
to take part in I he White House visit, 
along with 24H other American 
Chinese women from throughout the 
country. 

The visit included presentations 
and discussions of issues relating to 
American Chinese women in politics, 
and in the workforce, us well as social 
and health issues. 

Lee also allended a conference on 
issues facing Chinese which was held 
by the Asian and Pacific Women's 
Organization, 

The conference focused more 
closely on the challenges facing 
women from the Far East. [I includ¬ 
ed seminars on mail order brides, 
refugee needs, unemployment and 
underemployment. “The talk about 
the mail order brides really got me," 
she said. "Il's hard lo believe but it 
still happens." 

Lee has taken her concern with 
Chinese Americans of all kinds and 
pul it lo concrete use in I lie Boston 
area with Iter work with several 
groups, including the Greater Boston 
Chinese Cultural Association and Hie 
Organization of Chinese American 
Women. 

Her work as a contributing 
member for the cullurul association 
led her lo recruit translators lor the 
China exhibit currently at the 
Museum of Science. 

A number of artisans came over 
from China with the art exhibit, and 
the translators enable visitors lo the 
museum Lo discuss the arl works with 
the artisans. 

’’It's an excellent exhibit, and we 
would really be missing out if we 
didn't have translators,” she says. 
Lee doesn't leave the translating sole¬ 
ly to those she helped recruit: she also 
translates as a volunteer on Monday

(Offices in 
Boston -482-1454. and Lynn--59i)-6800.) 
And our Voluntary Action Center 
(482-8370) works with agencies and in¬ 
dividuals in volunteer recruitment, 
training, and placement. 

Q The United Way campaign is an 
annual event. What makes this year 
special? 

A. The need for human services has 
been rising despite a strong local 
economy, and the impace of govern¬ 
ment cutbacks continues to leave a 
gap in the support needed for agen¬ 
cies. In the 50 years since the local 
United Way's beginning, $584 million 
has been raised to fund health and 
human srevices. But more is needed. 
That is why we are counting on peo¬ 
ple to be as generous as they can.

Kicking off the 10th anniversary 
year of its existence, the Winchester 
Scholarship Foundation held its an 
nual meeting at the Winchester 
Public Library in September The 
Foundation elected new officers and 
trustees and announced the results ol 
its year just completed 

During the past year, a total ol 
$69,376 was awarded in scholarship 
aid to 58 Winchester students to 
enable them to continue their educa¬ 
tion after graduation from the Win 
Chester Public Schools The money 
donated by the Scholarship Founda¬ 
tion coupled with $17,371 of Town of 
Winchester trust monies, brought the 
total amount awarded during the prist 
year to $86,75(1 

The Winchester Scholarship Foun¬ 
dation is a nonprofit, charitable trust 
founded more than Hi years ago as the 
outgrowth of a parent-teacher 
organization at one of the local 
elementary schools 

Over the ensuing years, the Foun¬ 


dation has awarded more than 
S.tOO.WIO in scholarship aid based on 
need to worthy Winchester 
sludents to enable them to continue 
their education after high school. The 
Foundation is entirely locally manag 
ed by volunteers without compensa¬ 
tion and is supported by donations 
from Winchester residents, civic 
organizations and businesses. 

Income from invested funds and 
special endowment funds previously 
given to the Foundation represent a 
portion ol the income, hut the major 
share ol its year's scholarship awards 
is raised through public donations in 
an annual hind-raising drive 

Awards are given to graduates of 
Winchester high school and the 
region;, vouinonal technical school. 
Students ri i "icing the awards attend 
univcrsitic-' colleges, junior colleges, 
trade anil t ’chnical schools and other 
accredited institutions to continue 
their education after high school 

During the past year, for the first 
lime, the scholarships awarded in¬ 


cluded live awards to sludents in their 
senior year of college. These scholar¬ 
ships are given on the basis of need, 
after a determination has been made 
that students and their families have 
exhausted alt other means of assis¬ 
tance. including family contributions, 
loans, jobs and savings. The awards 
are made each year by a committee 
consisting of two men and two 
women, with the principal of the Win¬ 
chester High School serving on the 
committee, ex officio. 

The committee is assisted by a 
professional financial aid officer from 
a local university. All applications are 
treated with utmost confidentiality, 
and all applications and related 
materials are destroyed after four 
years 

The endowed funds of the Win¬ 
chester Scholarship Foundation are 
managed by three elected trustees. 
The current trustees are Austin 
Broadhurst of Glen rd., Harris S 
Richardson of Lcdgewood rd. and 
James R. Willing Jr. of Clearwater 
rd. 


David S Mortenson, who was re¬ 
elected to serve another year as presi 
dent of the Scholarship Foundation, 
stated to the annual meeting that 
although the targeted goal for in¬ 
creased fundraising from the com¬ 
munity of 15 percent had been met. 
the "harsh fact" was that monies 
received from fundraising and in¬ 
come during the past year were insuf¬ 
ficient to meet the demonstrated need 
of scholarship applicants. 

He has recommended to the 
Scholarship Foundation that the 
targeted goal for fund-raising during 
the fortieth anniversary year be in¬ 
creased to at least $100,000 

Mortensen stated at the annual 
meeting that "most importantly, the 
real credit for any success the 
Scholarship Foundation may ever 
have goes to the donors — individu¬ 
als. civic groups, service organiza¬ 
tions and businesses — who made the 
scholarships possible 

"It is they whose strong sense of 


civic commitment has made the no¬ 
tion of a partnership in pride with 
Winchester's young people a mean¬ 
ingful reality. We are mindful of the 
many demands upon their resources 
made by a host of worthy causes, and 
their stirring commitment to Win¬ 
chester’s youth and to the importance 
of further education cannot be prais¬ 
ed too highly." Fundraising from in¬ 


dividuals. businesses and civic 
organizations during the past year 
raised a total $37,145. The goal set by 
the Foundation's president for the for¬ 
tieth anniversary year will be approx¬ 
imately double that amount. 

At the annual meeting, the follow¬ 
ing officers were elected: David S, 
Mortensen, president; Daniel LaGat- 
ta, vice president; Constance 


Locashio, secretary; Charles Hemm- 
ingsen. treasurer. 

Members of the Scholarship Com¬ 
mittee for the coming year are: 
James A. Bowers, Chair; Mary 
Barger; George A. O'Toole Jr. and 
Mary Schmeding. The Fundraising 
Committee for the 40lh anniversary 
year will be chaired by Dr. Donald 
McLean of Hillcrest pkwy. 


$44,150 Awarded For Aid 


The Winchester Scholarship Foun¬ 
dation has awarded ‘‘further aid” 
scholarships totaling $44,150 to 30 
Winchester public school graduates 
who are continuing their college or 
posl high school education beyond the 
freshman year. 

The awards were made in August 
and announced last week by Nancy 
Clarke, outgoing chair of the Scholar¬ 
ship Committee of the Foundation. 


The awards, coupled with "initial 
aid" granted to students entering 
their freshman year, bring the total 
amount awarded by the Scholarship 
Foundation during the past year to 
$69,376. 

The Scholarship Committee also 
oversaw the award of certain endow¬ 
ed trust funds administered by the 
Winchester Selectmen and School 
Committee totaling $17,374. The total 


amount of awards given from all 
sources was $86,750. 

In announcing the awards, Clarke 
staled that this year for fhe first time 
the Scholarship Committee accepted 
applications from and granted 
awards to students continuing in the 
senior year of college.

domestic brands for I he rest of the 
operation. When asked for a reason 
behind this odd pattern, ho explained 
that being unfamiliar with Lhc bar 
scene m general, he bad ordered the 
first thing he saw when he was first 
served. 


Later, he said, he realized that 
since he was paying for this beer oul 
of his own pocket until the end of the 
investigation, he had bet let' acquire 
cheaper tastes or go broke before the 
investigation ended. 

Newspapers, selectmen and 
observers on all sides of the 
issue were in agreement over the 
quality of Perenick s performance 
both in the field and on the stand. 


In the end, there was some disap¬ 
pointment with the selectmen's 
somewhat lenient decision. 

“A few places had their closing 
hours pushed back, a few had their 
licenses suspended for a few days, but 
aside from one repeated offender who 
lost his liquor license, most were on¬ 
ly handed reprimands,” says 
Pcrenick. 

“At least most places were on 


their guard for the rest of the sum¬ 
mer." he continues. “This was due 
both to the 'sling 1 operation and 
rumors floating around that the chief 
was going to be repeating the opera¬ 
tion later in the summer.”

Teg Spengler Led 350th's Troops 


Margaret Spengler sits at a card 
table in the den of her attractive Arl¬ 
ington home. 

Family photographs, books and a 
detailed, antique needlepoint of 
China’s Great Wall surround her. 

This is no ordinary sitting room. It 
is the command center for Arlington's 
350th Anniversary, the largest and 
longest celebration in this town's 
history. 

Nor is Margaret Spengler an or¬ 
dinary woman. She is the leading 
force for this series of events, pro¬ 
grams and galas, stretching through 
most of this year. 

The idea of the 350th Celebration 
began brewing when the town plann¬ 
ed its Bicentennial, a scries of events 
and lectures culminating in a 
200-page journal, "Arlington 
Celebrates The Growing Years.” 

Arthur D. Saul, Jr. chairman of 
the Book Committee, never saw the 
final copy, said Spengler. 


"He died the day the books rolled 
up to my house." 

Before the publication was 
distributed, a dedication to Saul was 
inserted on the inside cover. 

"I can’t say enough about him," 
says Spengler. "His death was a great 
loss to the community. He was a great 
man.” 

The Bicentennial Committee 
allocated $1500 from book sale profits 
to a fund in Saul's memory. It will be 
untouched for 100 years and will then 
be worth over one million dollars. 
This nest egg is earmarked for the na¬ 
tion's Tricentennial Celebration in 
2076. 

A second umounl, $3500, became 
the financial foundation for Arl¬ 
ington's 350th Anniversary. 

In February, 1983, Harry McCabe, 
Moderator of the Town Meeting, ap¬ 
pointed a committee of 13 to plan and 
direct a 350lh celebration for the 
Town of Arlington. 


"How do you plan a Trises- 
quicentennial?," said Spengler. 

"No one's ever done it!" 

The committee has fanned out to 
embrace over 250 volunteers, active 
on 41 committees. Spengler is 
credited with the masterful job of 
managing and motivating this net¬ 
work and coordinating the 14 major 
events they produced. 

The support system includes six 
town-appointed committees, giving 
technical assistance in areas of public 
works and security. 

Numerous spin-off projects and 
events also resulted from this web of 
activity, including programs in the 
schools and churches and the publica¬ 
tion of historical papers and promo¬ 
tion materials. 

"No one person can take credit for 
this," says Spengler. "Peoplesay 
volunteerism is dead. It's not, believe 
me! Arlington has a great history of 
great celebrations. Everyone came 


alive for the 350lh! 

"The commitments and follow-up 
done by each committee has been ter- 
rific. The groups worked pretty in-

dependently. 1 was the coordinating 
person. 

"I’ve learned a lot about friend¬ 
ships from the 350th. I've been ac¬ 


quainted with many of these peuphl 
for years but I’ve gotten to know thein| 
so much better. "

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"We share so much common 
history.” said Spengler. "Originally 
the area that is now Belmont and Win¬ 
chester was part of Menotoiny." 

Pieces of Arlington's history 
started coining together. 

Chaired by Helen Devine, the 
Committee on Town History resear¬ 
ched and produced eight historical 
papers on different areas from that 
fuzzy 140-year span of Arlington’s 
history. 

Robert Harrington Nylandcr. a 
researcher with the Cambridge 
Historical Association and a descen¬ 
dant from one of Arlington’s early 
families, proved invaluable. 

"He linked us up with our past. 

"Arlington's history is Cam 
bridge’s history. We were originally 
a precinct of Cambridge. In 1807, we 
became West Cambridge. The name 
of Arlington did not appear until after 
the Civil War.” 

Spengler feels that the work of this 
group has given the town a fine 
framework of historical fact on which 
to build its ongoing history. 

Another committee goal, the 
recreation of the original schoollumse. 
was also met. ll became a smaller but 
exact replica of the 17th century 
building. 

Rick McDaniels, a student Irom 
Arlington at Minuteman Technical 
High School, built a tapletop model of 
the Menonomy School, using all 17th 
century techniques. 

The schoolhouse is now on display 
at the Arlington Library and will be 
exhibited at the upcoming Harvest 
Festival on Oct. 12. 

Each elementary school will then, 
in turn, house I he school. 

Bernice Jones chaired the Com¬ 
mittee responsible for the perfor¬ 
mance of Oct. fi at the 
Garden-Robbins home. 

"It is a re-enactment of a village 
meeting called to discuss the issue of 
building a school. In 1635, such a 
meeting would have been outside. 
Building a schoolhouse would also 
provide a meeting house for the com¬ 
munity.” 

The upcoming Harvest Festival, 
slated for Oct. 11, 12 and 13, is 
highlighted by "A Come Home To 
Arlington Weekend”. 

Using a list of the 22 original set¬ 
tlers, Elizabeth Bilafer, chairman of 
the commiiltee on Old Menonomy 
Families, recruited descendcnts. 

The search, conducted through 
advertisements in Yankee Magazine 
and newspapers up and down the 
East Coast, went oil for 15 months. 

"People would call up and say ‘I 
think I’m a Russell’. ” said Spengler. 
"If they could give us information on 
five generations back, we’d take it 
from there." 

The committee spent hours verify¬ 
ing information, through reivew of 
historical records and numerous 
visits to the cemetery in search of 
specific family headstones. 

Their work paid off. At last count, 
107 descendcnts of Arlington's 
original families arc returning for 
Harvest Festival. 

Mary Barry, a retired teacher, 
played a major role in this search. 

"She said that tracing the 
descendcnts was easy." said 
Spengler "She’s more concerned 
about finding the right costume for 
the Harvest Festival Ball!" 

Returning descendcnts include 
Eleanor Rybeek, 92. and Kara Smith, 
aged six months. 

Most descendcnts come from 
Massachusetts and New England, hut 
others will travel to Arlington from 
homes in South Carolina, Virginia. 
Pennsylvania, Illinois, Montana and 
California. 

"Think how we feel!" siad 
Spengler. "What a joy to find our first 
families! 

Descendcnts will be honored at a 
buffet dinner, coordinated by Elaine 
Shea, on Oct. ll. 

George "Brud" Faulkner is the 
chairman for the entire, inulti-faccted 
Harvest Festival. 

"People like to work with Brud," 
said Spengler. "The committee liegun 
meeting well over a year ago and is 
our largest committee.

George Faulkner is the current 
Director of the Boys’ Club and 
Patricia Fitzmaurice is the volunteer 
director for Schwa mb Mill. She is also 
responsible for the restoration of this 
17th century building. Faulkner and 
Fitzmaurice acted as co-chairman for 
the Bicentennial. 

Joanne Frederick is the commit¬ 
tee’s treasurer. She and her husband 
run the Northeast Color Research 
Lab in Cambridge. 

David Hall was appointed advisor 
to the committee for the 350th. He is 
a Professor of History at Boston 
University. 

Joseph Keeffe, an artist and 
graphic designer, produced most of 
the art work for the entire operation. 

Joan Mahoney, a former reporter 
with The Boston Globe, now in cor¬ 
porate public relations, created and 
coordinated the public relations and 
publicity. 

Spengler's positon at the helm of 
this dedicated, dynamic group was no 
surprise. 

She has served two terms as a 
Selectman (1973-1979) and recently 
completed a term for former select¬ 
man, William Grannon. 

Spengler is also active in the 
League of Women Voters and has 
been a Town Meeting member since 
1951. 

"When you’re that involved in a 
town, you naturally become in¬ 
terested in preserving and honoring 
its history," says Spengler. 

She recalls a recent visit to a 
French village during its celebration 
of 1500 years. 

"Can you imagine? We forget how 
young we are!” 

"At the first few' meetings of our 
planning committee, over two years 
ago, we did lots of ‘blue sky’ 
dreaming. 

"At first, we wanted to reconstruct 
one of the town’s original buildings, 
either Cooke’s Mill or the Menotoiny 
Schoolhouse. 

"The schoolhouse is an important 
symbol to me. It says a lot about our 
early settlers. In the 1600’s, the law 
required any village with 50 families 
to provide a schoolmaster or be fined. 

"Menotomy - the Indian name for 
Arlington - had only 23 families yet 
they wanted a school. They taxed 
themselves so that they could have 
one. 


"Another important goal was to 
fill the gap in our town history." 

The town has documents and 
records on its first settlers in 1635 a rut 
oil Arlington in the in id- 18th century 
Limited information existed for the 
140-year period prior to the 
Revolution. 

"We met a lot that first year. We 
talked about things we didn’t do, such 
as a summer concert series. We talk 
ed about the things we wanted to do. 

"Everyone thought it Would be im¬ 
possible to recreate our hiitory or one 
of the original buildings. 

Reality did set in. Yeti, in a way, 
we did do both." 

A secondary committee was nam¬ 
ed along with the 350th planning 
group. 

"They became an important 
testing ground for us. They are now 
so intergrated into everything we are 
doing, it’s hard to think of them as a 
second committee. 

Twelve months of meeting and 
planning produced an impressive 
agenda of activities, featuring over a 
dozen spectacular events from March 
through November. 1985. 

The problem then became im¬ 
plementation. 

"Sometimes I had nightmares." 
said Spengler. 

"I couldn't imagine how we'd find 
the staff and money to gel things 
done." 

Charles Lyons recieves applause 
from Spengler. As chairman of the 
Funding Committee, he generated 
significant donations by businesses 
and residents. The Town of Arlington 
allocated approximately $10,000 over 
several years to the 350th. 

The project also received in-kind 
gifts. The Arts Council funded the per¬ 
forming arts programs in the schools. 

Volunteers joined the dollars in 
support of the 350th. 

"1 did a great deal of telephoning. 
I think people liked to be invited to 
participate. People were incredible. 
No more than five said no, and for 
good reasons. One man. for example, 
moved to Singapore! ” 

Committee chairmen reached fur¬ 
ther into the community. Friends con¬ 
tacted friends and the foundation 
grew in strength. 

Spengler spent considerable lime 
in 1984 talking to members of clubs, 
churches, the Chamber of Commerce, 


%obert Hylander Trobed 
Arlington's Deep ‘History 


Robert Harrington Nylander was 
born in Boston in 1941 and lived in Arl¬ 
ington for the first seven years of his 
life He attended the Brackett School 
for kindergarten and grade one and 
went to the Park Avenue Congrega- 
t iona I Sunday School.'' 

In li*4B the family moved to Acton 
where Robert entered grade two and 
went on to graduate from the Acton- 
Box boro Regional High School as a 
member of the National Honor Socie¬ 
ty to which he was elected in his 
junior year. 

He then entered the University of 
Virginia’s School of Architecture ma¬ 
joring in Architectural History, where 
he was awarded a certificate of In¬ 
termediate Honors in 1963 and from 
which he graduated in 1964. 

Ilisearly inleresl in old houses and 
the town of Menotomy led to his con¬ 
struction of a clay and wood model of 
the Isaac Royall House of Medford 
and a scale model of Menotomy in its 
very early days, both of which were 
displayed at different times in the 
Children's Room of the library. 

The librarian at the time was look¬ 
ing for special exhibits for the 
showcase and Robert's great aunt 
Miss Edith Ervin of Gray Street, an 
acquaintance of the librarian, sug¬ 
gested the models. 

lie joined the Society for the 
Preservation of New England Anti¬ 
quities in 1955. and later on he work¬ 
ed there for 1' ■ years. 

Three of his articles were publish¬ 


ed in their magazine "Old Time New 
England”: "The David Hubbard 
House. Hancock. New Hampshire" in 
1959: "The Jepson Family of New 
Sweden, Maine" in 1961, the story of 
his paternal great grandparents: and 
"Jason Russell and His House in 
Menotomy" in 1964. 

Since 1964 he has worked for the 
Cambridge Historical Commission 
which has been making an architec¬ 
tural survey of I he city building by 
building and publishing the results in 
volumes by sections. Robert co- 
authored the Report Number 4 on Old 
Cambridge with Bainbridge Bunting, 
an architectural historian. 

He has been a member of the Ac¬ 
ton Historical Commission since its 
inception several years ago and is 
responsible tor much of the research 
in its various projects. 

He has also been curator and a 
director of the Iron Work Forum in 
Acton. Inc., a small non-profit preser¬ 
vation group in Acton which owns 
Jones Tavern 1732 and the Faulkner 
House 1707 and is a member of the 
Arlington Historical Society. 

Perhaps his interest in genealogy 
came from his study of old houses or 
possibly from his great-great aunt 
Miss Caira Higgins, a native of Arl¬ 
ington residing on Gray Street and a 
member of the Arlington Historical 
Society. She had researched her 
genealogy tor her memliership in the 
PAR and often mentioned the names 
of some of the Frost and Russell

Recently the "Advocate” publish¬ 
ed a series of five articles written by 
Mr. Nylander at the request ol the 
3501 h Committee.

represent years of research by 
Nylander on (he first settlers of 
Menotomy and the location of their 
homes. Ilis research has yielded 
valuable information long needed on 
the early history of our town._

and other local groups. 

"We wanted them to know about 
the 350th Celebration and we wanted 
their support. 

“Initially, it was difficult to gel 
people to realize why we were doing 
this. So many of us thought our 
history had been celebrated with the 
Bicentennial. 

"People would compare Arlington 
to Concord or Lexington. 

“ ‘We're not the same,’ they would 
say. There’s no continuity. Too many 
name changes. Why celebrate? What 
happened that we should celebrate?’ 

"Joan Mahoney gave us the most 
wonderful help. 

“ At this point, she planned one 
story after another. She organized a 
grid for the committees, outlining 


when she wanted information. Her 
top-drawer, professional work surely 
helped us involve the community. 

The 350th Anniversary was of¬ 
ficially launched on March 18 with a 
gala salute to Squaw Sachem and 
George Cooke, two pivotal characters 
in Arlington’s history. Governor 
Michael Dukakis was I he guest of 
honor. 

"It took over 100 hours to organize 
and it was over in 35 minutes." said 
Spengler. 

"For me. it was the most thrilling 
thing we've done so far. I’ll never 
forget it . The high school trumpeters 
and madrigal singers led the singing 
of America the Beautiful. It was 
beautiful." 

Harry McCabe organized this im¬ 
pressive kick-off. 

The Archeological Dig under the 
Jason Russell House came next. 
Supervised by Dr. Mary Beudry from 
Boston University, the excavation 
was launched to locate the original 
foundation. 

"We discovered lots of 18th cen¬ 
tury artifacts, but we did not find the 
foundation." said Spengler. 

Chaired by Phil Hager, this com 
mil tee sponsored a series of 
seminars. Even with a starting lime 
of 7:30 a.m., they were packed every 
day. 

March also brought 350th celebra¬ 
tions of music, drama, films and 
speakers to the schools. Fifth graders 
participated in an American Studies 
program at the Museum of Fine Arts. 
Fourth graders visited the Plimouth 
Plantation. 

Radochia chaired the group 
responsible for these programs 

"Do I count all the teachers as 
volunteers?” asks Spengler. "We 
couldn’t have done it without the help 
of the teachers, principals and ad¬ 
ministration," 

“And we can’t forget the Garden 
Club! They planted a beautiful I7lh 
century garden at the Jason Russell 
House." 

In May, the Board of Selectmen 
and Arlington's Historical Society 
hosted a reception for officials from 
the towns that were neighbors to 
Menotomy in the 17th century. 

The event, chaired by Doris 
Clemens, brought representatives 
together from Medford, Cambridge, 
Winchester. Belmont, Lexington, and 
Somerville.

Joe Veeffe’s Vision 


Tut 3 50tk Cdebration On Ta^cr 


Many persons had a vision of Arl¬ 
ington’s 3501 h Anniversary Celebra¬ 
tion. but it was Joe Keelle who put it 
on paper, 

"Joseph G. Keeffe, Ar¬ 
tist/Designer” is (he way he's listed 
on the program ol I he 350th Anniver¬ 
sary Planning Committee, and a 
casual reader mighl ask, "Why does 
a Town committee need an artist?” 

The answer is to look around. 

See those Arlington cars with the 
blue, green, and white Arl- 
inglon/Menotomy license plates and 
bumber stickers? Joe Keeffe design¬ 
ed the plates and slickers. 

See the people wearing T-shirts 
bearing a Squaw Sachem logo? Joe 
Keeffe designed the logo, which has 
appeared not only on T-shirts, but on 
invitations to Trisesquicentennial 
events and on the first-day covei-s that 
stamp collectors prize. 

Pick up a copy of the handsome of- 
ficial program of the Trises- 
quicenlonniul. 

Joe Keelle designed that. too, and 
the black-and-white drawings of the 
Menotomy schoolhouse, the Uncle 
Sam statue, the Dnllin Indian, and the 
Jason Russell House, which appear 
>n the red cover, are his original 
work. 

So are the depictions of the Squaw 
Sachem and Captain Cooke* the 



pivotal figures of the founding of 
Menotomy in 1635, which appear with 
their brief biographies, and the draw¬ 
ing of a Menotomy farmhouse that 
decorates the inner pages of the 
program. 

Before the Trisesquicentennial 
ends, Joe Keeffe calculates, he’ll have 
completed more than 30 design and 
art projects for the 350th and will have 
pul in well over 100 hours at his draw¬ 
ing board. 

All as a volunteer, of course, and 
lie’s enjoyed every minute of it. 

Well, maybe there were a few 
minutes that tried his nearly limitless 
patience, when word-polishing perfec¬ 
tionists marked up and changed what 
was supposed to be final copy of pro¬ 
grams and invitations. 

“But I'm used to making changes 
— il's to he expected in advertising 
and printing,” he said calmly. And he 
recognized that everyone involved in 
the Triesesquicentenniai was just as 
eager as he was to make its documen¬ 
tation perfect. 

For Keeffe, it was one more 
chance lo serve his home town. Born 
and raised on Temple Street, he left 
home only to serve a stint in the Navy 
in World War II and to attend the 
Massachusetts School of Art. 

Alter serving as Art Director of a 
Boston advertising agency, he joined 
Maran Printing Service, Inc., in Arl¬ 
ington as Art Director, and has held 
that post since 197U.

but he put his brushes down when 
3501 h Committtee Chairman 
Margaret H. Spengler asked him to be 
the designer for the Trisesquicenten- 
nial and turned to the many projects 
that helped make Arlington's foun¬ 
ding come alive. 



One of the first projects was the 
design of the stationery for the com¬ 
mittee. and Keeffe came up with a 
charming sketch of a Menotomy far¬ 
mhouse. a sturdy little building in a 
setting of plowed and planled fields, 
with a suggestion of the hills that we 
know as Arlington Heights behind it. 

Beneath the sketch appeared the 
numbers ”350”. with a small “th” 
lucked into the zero, followed by "Arl¬ 
ington Planning Committee, Settle¬ 
ment of Menotomy/Arlinglon 
1635-1985” inelegant script, 

One of the first uses of that let¬ 
terhead, which was printed in soft 
brown ink on beige paper, was lo in¬ 
vite Governor Dukakis to the 
ceremony that opened both the Tri- 
sesquicenlennial and Arlington’s 19B5 
Town Meeting. 

The variety of Trisesquicentennial 
projects that Keerfi has been involv 
ed in is surprising. 

Posters, invitations, programs, 
the certilicale oi commendation tnat 
will be presented to descendants of 
Arlington's First Families tomorrow 
night, the huge green, blue, and while 


felt banner that has been carried at 
the April 19th parade and displayed 
in Symphony Hall — all are Keefle s 
work. 

When Barbara Keeffe wrote her 
paper on "Toys and Games of the 17th 
Century,” Joe Keeffe went toseverai 
libraries, researched the period, and 
came up with pages of detailed sket¬ 
ches of toys lo illustrate il. 

The map of Spy Pond Field that 
appears elsewhere in this paper, a 
guide to the booths, is a Keeffe pro¬ 
duct, and so were the blue and gold 
signs that were placed, last year, at 
every major entrance to the Town. 

Those signs, in miniature, will be 
on sale at the Festival in the form of 
pins and key rings 

There’s just one sad note in the 
pleasure that Keeffe has felt in il¬ 
lustrating the Trisesquicentennial. 

What might have been his favorite 
and most creative work will never be 
seen. 

Early in the planning, there was 
talk of publishing a Trisesquicenten¬ 
nial calendar for the year 1985, with 
each month illustrated by a Keeffe 
pencil sketch of an Anniversary place 
or person. 

But the time was too short for such 
an ambitious invitaliou. and several 
drawings that Keeffe had already 
done had to be pul aside. 

They included a drawing of Cap- 
lain Cooke’s grist mill, as Keeffe en¬ 
visioned il: another view of the first 
little schoolhouse , a drawing of Arl¬ 
ington's oldest house: and a portrait 
of the Squaw Sachem, not as the 
young woman who appears in the An¬ 
niversary logo, but as an old, white- 
haired woman. 

But these drawings won't be 
wasted, First, they gave Keeffe 
pleasure. “Everything 1 draw. I en¬ 
joy.” is his philosophy and second 
they will be added the already ex¬ 
tensive collect ion m Keeffe -a orks in 
hi? home 

Chief among these, by the way. is 
a print oi his drawing of the Lexington 
Minute Man statue. 


In 1975. Print No. 1 was presented 
to President Gerald Ford and a black 
metal etching of I he stern young ol 
onial officer, so familiar lo tourists at 
Battle Green, hangs in the aireran 
carrier U.S.S. Lexington. 

In a way, picturing the people and 
places of Menotomy in the H»00's w.is 
a natural step, because he's been 
drawing Arlington scenes P>r 
decades. 

He has even produced and 
marketed a line of notepaper il¬ 
lustrated with sketches of the Jason 
Russell House, the Menotomy Indian, 
and the Uncle Sam statue, as well as 
other New England scenes. 

Both stationery and his New 
England prints will be on sale tins 
Saturday at the 35(lth Anniversan 
booth 

When the Trisesquicentennial 
celebration ends next month. Joe 
Keeffe says he'll miss the pleasure ol 
working with dozens of fellow Arl- 
ingtonians on a project for his home 
town. 

But he's already Blinking ol that 
unfinished canvas and (hose hr us In? 
that were put aside more than a year 
ago. 

Wiiat will he do with the hours In* * 
now devoting to the Irises- 
quicentennial’' 

The answer comes quickly 

"Paint, of course.” says Joe

On Their 350th Birthday 
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Arlington’s 350th Celebration: 

A day fitted with superlatives . 'By Joan Mahoney 


Saturday. October 12. 19H5 

What a day for the Town of Arl¬ 
ington! 

This is the day the Town will 
celebrate its 350th birthday, with a 
pleasure packed schedule that will 
start with a Kun Run around Spy 
Pond at 9 a.m., proceed with an all¬ 
day Harvest Festival at Spy Pond 
Field, and throughout Arlington 
Center, and end with a blaze of 
fireworks in the evening sky. 

This is the day that will be filled 
with superlatives: 

-The biggest Festival ever held on 
Spy Pond Field; 

-The liveliest non-stop entertain¬ 
ment ever scheduled in this town; 

-The first gathering or nearly 100 
descendents of the English men and 
women who, in 1635, founded the 
Village of Menotomy, which grew in¬ 
to the Town of Arlington; 

-The most extensive variety of 
delicious New England and ethnic 
foods; 

-The first horse-und-wagon tours 
of the Town since automobiles took 
over Arlington’s roads; 

-The smash ending to more than a 
year of work and planning by the big¬ 
gest group of volunteers ever to col¬ 
laborate on an Arlington project; 

-And the biggest and best 
1 lomecoming - the day for which ex- 
Arlingtonians are coming back from 
new homes as far away as California 
and London, England, bringing with 
then spouses and families and friends. 

Before the day ends, thousands of 
visitors are espcctcd to join in the fun. 
eat their way through tons of specially 
prepared food, and browse through 
aisles of more than At) crafts booths. 

The day will begin with a Fun Hun 
around Spy Pond, starling at the Arl¬ 
ington Boys’ and Girls’ Club, liunncrs 
of all ages can participate and there 
will be a prize and certificate for 
everyone who finishes. 

At 10 a.m., the thunder of Indian 
drums will mark the official opening 
or the Harvest Festival, where the 5.5 
acres of the Town's best-known 
playground and athletic field will be 
Hit* center of a day ol activity, in¬ 
cluding entertainment; more than 20 
food booths, adjacent to an outdoor 
cafe; a pony ride corral; an area 
dedicated lo children’s games; At 
crafts booths; a Country Store; an en¬ 
campment of Minute Men; an Art 
Show; ail Indian area; and splendid 
displays of Harvest decorations and 
produce. 

Entertainment 

For six hours, musicians, singers, 
and dancers will follow each other on 
the Festival stage. Arlington’s Town 
Days have traditionally been opened 
by the music of the Cambridge Sym-

phonic Brass Ensemble, and this year 
-the 1985 Town Day- will be no ex¬ 
ception. 

Following their opening perfor¬ 
mance, the players will move lo the 
tennis courts area, where they will 
play throughout the day, surrounded 
by paintings of the Arlington Art 
Association show. 

Two groups of dancers will dance 
not only with each other, but with 
members of the crowd who feel like 
stepping out to music that would have 
been familiar (though not for danc¬ 
ing) to Pilgrims.

The Cambridge Court Dancers, 
handsomely costumed, and the 
Greenwood Consort perform 16th and 
17th century dances, and ask au¬ 
dience members to join in. 

Ethnic dance groups will be 
numerous. Greek, Armenian, Irish, 
English, and Scottish dance groups 
will perform European historic and 
folk dances, with the English group 
specializing in traditional Morris 
dances. 

Among the Irish dancers will be 
national and state champions, and the 
Greek dancers, who practice at St. 
Athanasius (he Great Church on 
Massachusetts Avenue, won the 
honor of dancing lor the cast of “Zor- 
bu.” Members of the Royal Scotlish 
Dance Society will also perform. 

Singing groups will include the 
Greene Aggregation, who perform 
spirituals, blues, and gospel songs; 
guitarist and Channel 2 performer 
Tony Saletan, who will sing songs of 
the I71h century, which he has spent 
months researching; and the singing 
second graders of the Peirce School, 
who will present ‘’Arlington,” a song 
written by their teacher. Priscilla 
Hauser. 

The last two hours or the day will 
he devoted to a Hattie of the Bands, 
which will bo led off by the Arlington 
High School Jazz Band and the Arl¬ 
ington High Jazz Singers. 

All these events will take place on 
stage, but entertainment won't be 
limited lo that one spot. 

Strolling through the crowds all 
day will be wandering minstrels - a 
guitar player, a singer, a dulcimer 
player, and a hurdy-gurdy player. 

Other entertainers who'll perforin 
facc-lo-face with visitors will be a 
dunce group, a panlomimist, and a 
juggler. 

A special kind of entertainment 
will be offered by storytellers. 

A corner of the field has been set 
aside for them, so that whole families 
can listen lo their ta les and even take 
part in the presentation, a little aside 
from the hustle and bustle of the main 
part of the Festival. 

Children will find the Fair full of 
fun arranged just for them. 

An array of games booths, pony 
rides, with a photographer on hand to 
snap pictures of the riders, a face 


painter, and a noontime Balloon 
Blast, in which youngsters release 
balloons with their names and ad¬ 
dresses tied to them in hopes that 
someone faraway will find them and 
write back. 

History buffs will enjoy the en¬ 
campment of the Menotomy Minute 
Men and the Massachusetts 7th Regi¬ 
ment, who will arrrive tomorrow 
night, pilch tents, build campfires, 
and camp overnight. On Saturday, 
visitors will find them roasting 
chicken and cooking stew over camp¬ 
fires, and demonstrating such 18th 
century skills as casting inusket balls. 

This group will have a particular¬ 
ly interesting exhibit, by the way - 
the field kit carried by a doctor of the 
period, primitive bul as effective as 
could be, given the age and the cir¬ 
cumstances. Visitors stopping at the 
encampment should lake advantage 
of two offerings - a chance to buy and 
savor the big “muster cookies” that 
the group will be selling and a chance 
lo buy a chance: this one for a 
homemade patchwork quilt that the 
group will raffle off 


Food 

Elsewhere at the Festival, visitors 
will be able to buy almost every kind 
of snack or meal they could imagine. 

In more than 20 booths, volunteers 
will be selling everything from a piece 
of fudge and a dish of ice cream to 
whole meals. 

Two high schools will sell hearty 
fare. Arlington High School’s booth 
will offer beef slew, fish chowder, and 
cornbread, and the students of 
Minuteman Vocational are going to 
sel up a Colonial Bakery, with a selec¬ 
tion of different kinds of bread. 

The Arlington Girl Scouts will be 
selling homemade cookies, and the 
League of Women Voters will be ser¬ 
ving afternoon tea, with oatmeal 
cookies and gingerbread men to ac¬ 
company cups of steaming tea. 

Ethnic food will abound. 

The Irish American Club will 
serve their traditional corned beef 
and cabbage and Irish bread. For the 
Afro-American Society, the Festival 
offered the opportunity lo prepare 
traditional farm dishes: chili, coilard 
greens, fried chicken, cornbread, and 
sweet potato and apple pies. 

Those familiar with the lavish 
spread of the members of St. 
Athanasius Church at previous Town 
Days will find another one this year, 
with shish-kc-bobs. Greek salad.

The list is endless. One booth will 
offer a range of foods made oul of ap¬ 
ples, such as apple breads, pies, 
cakes, strudel, jelly, and of course, 
cider. 

Others will offer barbecued 
chicken, skewered beef, corn on Ihe 
cob. taffy apples, Italian pepper and 
sausage sandwiches, brownies, and 
penny candy. 

Look for one inventive booth that 
offers a choice of sweet or sour treats: 
the sweel is a delicious, cream-topped

trifle and the sour is a big green 
pickle. 

As the day ends, the Arlington 
Lodge of Elks will set up an old- 
fashioned eookout, turning out hot 
dogs and hamburgers for the crowds 
wailing to see the fireworks. 

Two big displays will carry oul the 
Harvest Festival theme. Both 
Mahoney's Rocky Ledge Farm and 
Wilson Farm, Lexington, will sel up 
farm stands, decorative as well as 
taste-templing, with farm produce for 
sale (get your Halloween pumpkin 
here). 


Crafts 

When you’ve had enough to eat for 
a while, browse. More than 40 crafts 
booths will offer a mixture of 17th 
Ihrough 20 th century crafts, and some 
of them will be quite special. The arl 
of bobbin-lace making will be 
demonstrated all day. as will the an¬ 
cient art of making chains out of 
precious metals. 

Toic and decorative painting on 
wood, slate, and tin; stenciling on a 
variety of surfaces; handwoven. han- 
dquilled. handspun, and hand em¬ 
broidered ilems; and arrangements 
of dried flowers and grasses will re¬ 
mind visitors of the craftspeople of 
past centuries. 

An artisl will cut silhouettes, and 
another will draw portraits. 

Shoppers will find wooden toys and 
weathervanes and reproductions of 
New England antiques, as well as 
handforged iron ilems and hand- 
thrown pallery and stoneware. 

Some ilems will be just a bit 
unusual. The Rainbow girls will sell 
big silver balloons bearing the 350th 
anniversary logo, and the Arlington 
Historical Society will raffle off an 
afghan crocheted in the Trises- 
quicenlennial colors of blue, green, 
and while. Christmas ornaments and 
decorations can be found at a number 
ol booths, and the Arlington Fair 
Housing Committee wilt sell packets 
ot herbs, a reminder of Arlington's 
agricultural past. 


For souvenir hunters, there will lie 
a number of items with a :)5uth thenis 
sketches, pins, keychains, T-shirts, 
mugs, and buttons, as well as Cutter's 
''History of Arlington." 

The Peirce school FI’O will be sell 
ing memo pads with drawings by Arl 
inglon schoolchildren, and Arlington 
youngsters also provided the illustra 
lions for the Arlington School 
Secretaries' Cookbook, which will he 
on sale at the festival. 

Homecoming 

Oct. 11-13 is Homecoming 
Weekend and one of the 350th An 
niversary Committees has been busy 
for months, getting in touch with ex 
Arlingtonians, telling them about the 
Festival, and urging them to come 
home for the weekend. 

Dozens will do so, and for them, u 
corner of the Field has been turned in¬ 
to a Homecomcrs' Center, where they 
can sign a Homecomers’ Log, pick up I 
a 1 lomecomers’ memento, and vie for I 
the prizes that will be awarded to the 
person who has come from the far¬ 
thest spot, who has brought I he 
largest family, or who has been away 
from Arlington for the longest length 
of time. 

One group of Homecomers will he 
introduced to the Festival crowd 

They arc the 100 or so descendants 
of the First Families, the first men 
and women who settled the Village ol 
Menotomy, and so they are very 
special Homecomers. 

This group will attend a recept ion 
at the Jason Russel House and will 
travel lo Spy Pond Field together, to 
be introduced and then to enjoy the 
Festival. 


Beyond the Field 

Festival festivities won’t be 
restricted lo Spy Pond Field. Horse 
drawn wagons will leave from the 
Field to take groups on short tours of 
the Town, and the Jason Russel and 
Whiltemore Robbins Houses will be 
open much of the day. 

To speed up access lo Ihe Field, 
free shuttle buses will run up and 
down Massachusetts Avenue 
throughout the day. 


Fireworks 

The Harvest Festival will end wi‘h 
a hall hour of fireworks flaming < .or 
Spy Pond. The fireworks show will 
start promptly at 6:30 p.m. 

But for 250 persons, there’s still 
one event remaining of the Festival 
weekend. On Sunday night, they will 
dance the biggest weekend ol the 
350th year to a close at a Costume Ball 
at Town 1 lull, preceded by dinners at 
either St. Athanasius or the Unitarian 
churches.

Arlington is going to have a fami¬ 
ly reunion of a kind this town has 
never seen. 

More than 70 guests will gather 
Oct. 11 for a party at Town Hall. 

Most of them are related. 

Many of them are total strangers 
to each other. 

The occasion? It’s the Reception 
for the Descendants of Arlington's 
First Families - the small group of 
English men and women who settled 
the village of Menotomy in 1635. 

For nearly a year, members of the 
First Families subcommittee of the 
Town’s 350th Anniversary Planning 
Committee have been searching for 
these descendants. 

And talk about work! 

Their search led chairman 
Elizabeth Bilafer to Harvard Univer¬ 
sity and to a Lexington cemetery. 
Committee member Mary Barry 
spent hours on the telephone, and 
committee members Harry Barber. 
Molly Yood. Peg Donnelly and Anne 
Klein will look back on the past year 
as one in which they spent a great 
deni of time t r ying to link present-day 
Americans with their great-great- 
grcat-great-etc. grandparents. 

The search paid off. 

About 125 descendants were 
located, the oldest in her nineties and 
the youngest only a few months old. 

Seventy-one accepted the Town's 
invitation to tomorrow’s reception, 
and 98 will attend Saturday's Harvest 
Festival. 

Once a sizeable group of descen¬ 
dants was found (and the First 
Families Committee had to end the 
search in September because they 
had just run out of time), committee 
members addressed an interesting 
problem. When you have a room full 
of cousins who have never met each 
other, how do you identify them? 

‘‘We’re putting huge posters 
around the walls of the auditorium,” 
said Elizabeth Bilafer. "Each one 
carries Ihe name of the man or men 
who headed one of the first families, 


and each one displays a number. 

‘‘They're arranged alphabetically. 
John Adams is 1, Richard and Ger- 
shom Cutter are 2, Richard and 
William Cutler are 3, and so on. As the 
descendants arrive, each one will be 
given a badge with his or her name 
and a scries of numbers. The 
numbers correspond to the family 
founder numbers, and they can use 
them to find out who their 1635 
ancestors were and who their 1985 
cousins arc. 

"It's possible, " she added,' 'that a 
modern descendant may find himself 
or herself related to many of the First 
Families. 

"Those early settlers had 10 or 12 
children, and the families all inter¬ 
married," she said. "A descendant 
arriving at the receplion may find 
lhat he's connected to as many as 15 
of the First Families." 

And to dozens of other party-goers. 
If a descendant’s badge carries a "5” 
for instance, he or she has only to look 
for other persons with a "5” on their 
badges and there they have it - ins¬ 
tant cousins! 

"Of course," Elizabeth Bilafer 
said, "some of the descendants 
already know each other, because 
they live in Arlington and neighbor¬ 
ing communities. But others will be 
coming from New Hampshire, Con¬ 
necticut, Rhode Island, Maine, New 
York, and as far away as Georgia. 

Saying "Hello" to newly found 
relatives is going to be the high point 
of tomorrow’s reception, but there 
will be plenty of other entertainment. 
The descendants will gather at Town 
Hall at 7 p.m., where they will be 
greeted by Town officials and the 
members of the First Families Com¬ 
mittee, who for the first time will be 
seeing the faces that match the 
names with which they've become 
familiar over the past year. 

During the buffet supper, some 
descendants may be pleasantly startl¬ 
ed. The cast of the 350th Anniversary 
playlet, "A Meeting in Menotomy,"

families settled in the Indian Village 
of Menotomy, then an outlying area 
of Ncwtowne (Cambridge). Here they 
started a new life. 

“Today, 1985, many of their 
descendants return to Menotomy - 
now the town of Arlington - to mark 
the 350th anniversary of their 
ancestors' achievements." 

And the citation goes on to note 
lhat the Town, "remembering the 
pioneer spirit, the courage, and the vi¬ 
sion of the men and women of 
Menotomy," honors all the descen¬ 
dants of that brave little band. 

The numbers of the descendants 
will swell Saturday when a total of 98 
arc scheduled to allend a reception at 
Ihe Jason Russell House, given by the 
Arlington Historical Society, and then 
proceed as a group, to Spy Pond Field 
for Ihe Harvest Festival. 

At the Festival, Ihe group will be 
introduced to the attending crowd and 
then ushered to the Homecomers' 
Booth, where they will sign the 
Homecomers' Log and pick up their 
homecomers’ memento. 

, The search for descendants has so 
dominated the First Families Com¬ 
mittee’s time that they can hardly 
believe it’s going to end. 

" Wc found over UK) descendants," 
said Elizabeth Bilafer. "But there are 
thousands out there. After all, we’re 
going back 10 or 12 generations." 

She recalls that the committee 
started with almost no knowledge of 
who the descendants were or where 
they could be found. The search 


started slowly. They sent out a news 
release, telling about the search and 
asking for descendants to get in touch 
with them, and some responses, they 
know, came from that effort. 

In Arlington, the Historical Socie¬ 
ty and its records were of strong 
assistance, as was the Jason Russell 
House guest register, where visitors 
had noted that they were descended 
from Jason Russell. 

Then, as word spread, family 
members wrote to other relatives, 
and the response began to grow. "We 
didn't know whether we'd find 5 per¬ 
sons or 500," said Mary Barry. 
"Sometimes wc thought we'd be 
lucky to get 10. 

But as responses started to come 
in. they knew they had found a good 
sized group. Perhaps they might have 
found more, but one task the commit¬ 
tee agreed they could not undertake 
was genealogical research. If a per¬ 
son claimed he or she was descended 
from a Menotomy First Family, the 
committee said. "Send us your 
documentation - but we can’t do your 
research for you. ” 

And many did, including an Arl- 
inglonian wlio>sc family tree covers 
page after page of meticulously 
drawn-up genealogical charts. 

Elizabeth Bilafer recalls one part 
of the search, a sample of how person 
after person led committee members 
finally to the descendants they were 
seeking. One of Arlington's earliest 
settlers was Henry Dunster, first

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CMbutft-Watering 'Delights Await 'By .'loan “Mi honey 


Just reading about the food at the 
Harvest Festival is going to make 
your mouth water. 

Eat a light breakfast Oct 12. 
because you'll find everything from 
a glass of freshly pressed apple juice 
to a fried chicken dinner, and from a 
corned-becf-and-cabbage sandwich to 
gingerbread men at more than 20 food 
booths at the Festival. 

And you may want to slip a shop¬ 
ping bag into your pocket, so you can 
carry home a selection of treats that 
you won t be able to eat at the 
Festival. 

Every food booth is being run by 
a non-profit Arlington organization, 
and the Town may never have had 
such a variety of hot and cold dishes 
in one place at one Lime before. 

“I can’t imagine anyone whose 
taste buds won’t be satisfied,” said 
Jane Foley, who with Carol Walsh has 
chaired the food booths for the 
Festival. 

Many of the booths are based on 
special themes. The Bishop School 
PTO, for instance, is offering foods 
based on apples -- apple cider, jellies, 
sauces, breads, muffins, cakes, and 
apple strudel and apple flan. 

The League of Women Voters will 
serve afternoon tea. complete with 
oatmeal cookies, gingerbread men. 
and other small, tasty cakes and 
cookies. 

Bread will be the theme of the 
students at Minuteman Kcgional 
Technical Vocational School, who will 
set up a Colonial Bakery at Spy Pond 
Field for the day, offering all kinds of 


freshly baked loaves. 

Not lobe outdone, students in Arl¬ 
ington High’s culinary arts program 
will set up an all-New England booth, 
with hot beef stew, a thick, creamy 
fish chowder, and cornbread. 

And the Arlington Girl Scouts will 
be selling - what else?- cookies. 

Not the Girl Scout cookies that 
most people buy every year, but 
cookies prepared especially for the 
harvest Festival, baked from old-time 
recipies that may not be 350 years old. 
but reach pretty far back in the 
history of cooking, according to 
Norah Below, who’s organizing this 
booth. 

Natural food with a Harvest Time 
flavor will be the theme of the Arl¬ 
ington Food Co-op. where visitors will 
be able to buy hot cider, hot corn 
chowder, bran muffins, and such 
natural snacks as carob- or yogurt- 
coated nuts. 

“We ll be offering foods with a 
fresh and different taste,” promised 
Co-op member Beth Imhoff. 

Several groups have chosen to of¬ 
fer ethnic foods, and one of the dishes 
has become a Town Day tradition. 
That’s the Irish-American Club's 
corned beef and cabbage sandwiches, 
which feature slices of tasty corned 
beef topped with cabbage/and luck¬ 
ed into a roll. This hearty combination 
will, as always, be served “piping 
hot," booth chairman Frank Callahan 
assures prospective eaters, and 
there’ll be lemonade and fruit punch 
to accompany it. as well as Irish 
bread. 


One of the most carefully thought 
out presentations will lx? that of the 
Afro American Society of Arlington. 

"We wanted foods that would 
represent our people.” explained 
chairman Costella Laymon. “and our 
forefathers ate the food they raised on 
farms.” It was a happy choice, blen¬ 
ding ethnic dishes with Harvest 
theme of the ent ire day. and out of it 
came a delicious menu: chili, cor¬ 
nbread. collard greens, fried chicken, 
sweet potato pies, and apple pies. 

“Beef, chicken, and the ham hocks 
that we cook the collard greens with 
- those all came from animals that 
were raised on our farms. We grew 
collard greens, which are very like 
spinach, but with a slightly coarser 
leaf,” Laymon said, "and the corn 
and sweet potatoes were farm 
staples. And every farm had apple 
trees." 

Sweet potatoes could be kept all 
winter by mounding earth over them 
and dug up to make a pie that is like 
pumpkin or squash pie, rich and 
smooth and tasting of Autumn. 

And if you’ve wondered whether 
you’d have another chance to sample 
the succulent Greek dishes prepared 
by the members of St. Athanasius 
Greek Orthodox Church, rest easy. 

They’ll be bringing shish-ke-bobs, 
Greek salad, Greek sausages, and 
trays of Greek pastry. 

Italian sausage and pepper sand¬ 
wiches will be prepared by Boy Scout 
Troop 306. 

But what about American food?. 
Well, there'll be more than the hear¬ 


tiest eater can handle. 

Take the Kiwanis Club menu, for 
instance: roast chicken, corn on the 
cob. fried dough, sausages on a roll, 
cranberrv juice, and taffy apples, 
that delectable combination of sweet 
sticky caramel and crisp, tart fruit. 

Or the Pop Warner Football 
Association: barbecued chicken, beef 
on a skewer, cider, and maybe even 
baked beans. 

It wouldn't be a Festival without 
snack foods, and there will be a 
lengthy list of them to choose from. 
The Rotary Club will sell pretzels, 
popcorn, tonic, and coffee and the SI. 
James School PTO. cider and popcorn 
as well as different kinds of breads. 

The Dallin School PTO will feature 
candy — taffy, licorice, fudge, and 
penny candy — as well as a variety 
of breads and muffins. And if you’re 
a penny candy connoisseur, check in 
at the Country Store on the Festival 
grounds; there’ll be quite a selection 
there. 

The Combined Veterans Club will 
offer a variety of home-baked goods, 
such as brownies, cookies, cakes, 
breads, and rolls, and you can buy a 
cup of coffee or a cold drink to go with 
them. The Sons of Italy will have a 
great favorite — slush — as well as 
hot dogs, sausage, and hot and cold 
drinks. 

And how’s this for a combination 
of sweet and sour treats? The Up With 
People booth will offer big crunchy 
pickles or a serving of trifle, that suc¬ 
culent concoction of cake, fruit, jam. 
and whipped cream. 


Ice cream fanciers will have a 
booth all their own. as the combined 
PTO’s will keep an ice cream parlor 
open all day. serving dishes of 
Brigham’s best. 

As the day approaches its end. tlu> 
Arlington Lodge of Elks will set up a 
classic cook-out, serving hot dogs and 
hamburgers from *1 to 6 p.m. 

Though they won’t be sold from a 
booth, don't forget that the 
Minulcmen will have baked their 
famous "muster cookies" for the 
Festival, and they’ll be available at 
the Minuteman encampment on the 
hill just above the Field. 

Two of the handsomest displays 
will feature food. Mahoney’s Rocky 
Ledge Farm, from Winchester, and 
Wilson Farm of Lexington will set up

You’ll be able to buy the produce, 
of course, and here’s the place to look 
for your Halloween pumpkin, not to 
mention the vegetables for your Sun¬ 
day dinner.

To commemorate the 350th an¬ 
niversary of the settlement of Arl 
ington. the Arlington Historical 
Society, in conjunction with the 350th 
Committee, will sponsor “Harvest 
Day on the Farm” on Oct 12 from 
10a.m. to 4p.m. 

All society events will take place 
rain or shine at the Jason Russell 
House and the adjacent Smith 
Museum. 7 Jason st. 

The goal of these festivities is both 


education and fun. 

By recreating a fall harvest at¬ 
mosphere at an 18lh century farm¬ 
house in Arlington, the society wants 
to give visitors an authentic "slice of 
life" and an appreciation of what 
harvest time meant to Jason Russell 
and his family. 

Yet, the lessons won't be learned 
in a heavy-handed fashion - 
youngsters will view historic farm 
animals < two sheep and a heifer I and 
ride ponies on the lawn. The rides are 


for youngsters aged 2 to 11 who are 
accompanied by a parent or another 
adult. The cost is 50 cents. 

Several Menotomy Minutemen 
also will be on hand to discuss and 
demonstrate colonial firearms. 

Activities will not be limited to the 
front lawn. Tours of the Jason Russell 
House will be offered for $1 with socie¬ 
ty volunteers interpreting the house. 

An authentic, traditional harvest 
day meal will be prepared in the 
house’s cooking fireplace. The ten¬

taught in the Arlington schools for 
more that 25 years, first at the Crosby 
School and presently at the Pierce. 
She composed the song in response to 
a letter in the Arlington Advocate, in 
which the writer suggested that the 
Town should have its own song. 

“Why don’t I tackle a song?” 
Hauser asked herself, and she did. 
She created the following lyrics and 
set them to a merry tune: 

Arlington, it has a certain ring 
about it. Arlington, come on, stand 
up. and shout about it. It's the best 
town in all of the state. Its schools 
arc just terrific and the people are 
great. So let’s be proud of our 
wonderful town whether taxes go 
up or the taxes go down. For 
anywhere you roam, you will just 
have to agree it's Arlington for you 
and me! 

Arlington, the birthplace of our 
Uncle Sam. Arlington we’d like to 
send a telegram, and tell everyone 
in the U.S. of A. We're proud of our 
home tow ii in a great big way. We 
work together to keep us oil top, in 
all our endeavors, we’ll never flop. 
So. shout it loud for all to bear the 
pride in our voice Arlington is our 
first choice! 

Once the song was written and 
copyrighted, Hauser had a built-in 
group of singers, the 1983 class of se¬ 
cond graders that she was teaching. 
To swell the chorus, she involved the 
other second grade teacher, Jacoby, 
and her class, and the combined 
classes learned the song almost 
overnight.

Since then, it’s been performed at 
the 1983 Town Day, on cable televi¬ 
sion, and at the reception, earlier this 
year, given for Arlington’s 17th Cen¬ 
tury Neighbors, who arrived at the 
Jason Russell House to find the 
children lined up on the lawn, 
welcoming them with “Arlington “ 
Though they’ll face their biggest 
audience yet at the Harvest Festival, 
this year’s performers quickly 
became work-perfeel. Just as well, 
because they then had to concentrate 
on the action that accompanies the 
song. 

During the singing, they flourish 
signs that spell “A-R-L-I-N-G-T-O-N”, 
carry maps, and depict a telegram, 
ring bells, wave arrow’s to illustrate 
the “up” and “down” of (axes; and 
join hands and nod their heads at ap¬ 
propriate moments 

While most of the singers wear 
jaunty tricorns or Ixmnels, there's one 
splendid exception - a small lad in 
full red, white, and blue costume 
steps forward when the singers men¬ 
tion “Uncle Sam” and lips his 
miniature tall hat to the crowd 
While the act will be memorable 
for the charm of very young singers 
and aclors, Hauser feels that it will 
also remind Arlingtonians that the 
Town should have its own song 
“I’m proud of Arlington, my home 
town,” she said. “This town has never 
gotten enough recognition, and I don't 
know of another town that has its own 
song. It would be a fine thing for Al l 
ington to be the first to have a I own 
song.” 
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Two well-known Arlington per¬ 
sonalities will share the stage Satur¬ 
day at the Harvest Festival to 
introduce entertainers, chat with 
visitors, and become the “Voices of 
the Festival.” 

Selectman Janemarie Hillier and 
Laurence Barton will act as co-hosts 
for the day, and Arlingtonians who 
have attended previous Town Days 
have heard them in this role before.

Reagan’s Council for Youth Ex¬ 
change. 

Casey, whose sister Norine Casey 
owns the Bartlett School, formerly of 
Arlington and now of Winchester, is 
now a resident of Dallas.

Mention Day One of the American 
Revolution and what comes to mind? 

Concord Bridge? 

Lexington and “The Shot Heard 
'Round the World?” 

To a knowledgeable Arlington 
resident, that would mean one tiling: 
the Battle at the Jason Russell House, 
where more lives were lost than at 
Lexington and Concord combined. 

Since that fateful day, the house, 
which typifies a farmhouse of the 
period, has enjoyed a more placid ex¬ 
istence. 

Occupying the corner properly at 
Jason St. and Massachusetts Ave., the 
house has belonged to The Arlington 
Historical Society since 1923. 

Tours may be taken Tuesday 
through Saturday from 2 p.m. - 5 p.m. 
or by appointment. Let's take a walk 
through. 

The two-story house has two sec¬ 
tions: the 1740 area with its kitchen 
and upstairs bedroom and the 1750 ad¬ 
dition which includes the “best room” 
or parlor and Jason Russell’s 
bedroom or the “best bedroom.” 

Our first stop is the entry, which 
was added to the house in 1814. 

A small, square area with its 
original wood, it is sparsely furnish¬ 
ed with a table and a chair. 

The table, located to the right of 
the door, holds a guest book and pen 

— an open invitation to sign in, please. 

Directly ahead is the staircase, 

with its handrail and stairs that rise 
in three runs. 

A Paul Revere-slyle lantern of 
black wrought iron hands from the 
staircase ceiling. 

A left turn out of the entry takes 
us into the old kitchen. 

Built in c. 1740, the kitchen was the 
hub of activity for the Russell family 

— Jason, his wife, Elizabeth, and 
their nine children (three of whom 
died in infancy.) 

The floor we're walking on is not 
the original. The boards came from 
an old barn. 

On the interior wall is a brick cook¬ 
ing fireplace and oven, which were 
rebuilt in 1923 when the historical 
society purchased the house and 
grounds. 

Within the open area are pieces 
representative of Jason Russell’s 
lime: a pair of andirons; a hanging 
black iron kettle; and heavy black 
iron pots, also known as "block 
spiders,” because they have legs. 

An iron loaster hangs to the right 
of the fireplace. 

Directly above the fireplace arc 
lied hunches of dried herbs from the 
garden at the house: tarragon, 
parsley, sage, and mint with its 
familar aroma. Lillie closets for 
holding kitchen knives and bowls 
flank the herb garlands. 

The furnishings in the room reflect 
the activities that would have laken 
place there. 

Beside a table set with pewter 
spoons, dishes, cutting boards, and a 
rolling pin and chairs with woven reed 
seats, a large spinning wheel occupies 
a corner post. 

A wooden blanket chest with one 
till rests beside il while across the 
room we see the utilitarian butter 
churn and a neckule for carrying 
water from the well. 

A chest of drawers from the 
Deacon Adams House highlights an 
exterior wall. 

In these times of kitchen sinks, 
microwave ovens, and food pro¬ 
cessors, one can easily forget the 
physical labor that our ancestors 
employed just to pul a breakfast on 
the table.! 

When Jason Russell was alive, a 
person could go from the kitchen to 
the cellar, which several Minutcmen 
did during the battle here, thus sav¬ 


ing their lives. 

Two of the house’s famous bullet 
holes can be seen above the cellar 
steps. The area beyond the stairs is 
closed to lours. 

Before leaving the kitchen, it is ad¬ 
visable to look at the ceiling. An ear¬ 
ly form of decoration, the black 
polka-dot "spots" reflect colonial 
taste in interior enhancement. They 
are not found anywhere else in this 
house. 

Our next shop is an elegant one, 
the "best room," a colonial term for 
living room. (In the Victorian Age, 
the "best room" would be called the 
parlor). To get there, we simply cross 
the entry. 

What a contrast in color, fur¬ 
nishings. and use! This is the only 
room in the house with wallpaper and 
blue-palterned wallpaper at that! 

(When the Arlington Historical 
Sociely restored this room this past 
spring, they brought in experts from 
The Society for the Preservation of 
New England Antiquities (SPNEA) to 
do a paint analysis. Under layers of 
paint, the color experts determined 
that around 1775, this room had light 
blue baseboards and window trim, 
and blue wallpaper. Both were signs 
of a certain amount of affluence, as 
blue and green tones had to be mixed 
in England and shipped here, since 
the proper components for those col¬ 
ors were not available in this area. 
Colonial residents, therefore, tended 
to use earth toned paint, as can be 
seen on the floor in this room. The 
wallpaper discovery has raised some 
new' questions about Jason Russell’s 
lifestyle, since his inventory of 
household goods showed litlle signs of 
wealth). 

Since this is the place where Jason 
Russel] might have entertained the 
minister, the "best" decorations are 
here. 

Set for tea, the square table with 
lace tablecloth holds silver utensils, 
blue china dishes and handle-less 
cups with deep saucers. Perhaps you 


question the absence of handles? It 
was the style of the day. 

This room also has a fireplace, but 
unlike the kitchen, no cooking was 
done here. 

A black kettle hangs in it now and 
therein is the clue for its use. When 
company came, Mrs. Russell would 
heat water for tea. 

To the right of the fireplace is a tall 
storage closet for dishes. 

One of the most prominent fur¬ 
nishings in the room is the three- 
drawer slant-lop desk with ils many 

5et for tea, the square 
table with [ace tablecloth 
holds silver utensils, blue 
chuui dishes and handle- 
less cups witfi deep 


cubbyholes for storage. According to 
society records, a desk occupied this 
space on April 19.1775. Several bibles, 
a quill pen, writing paper, and a sand 
shaker for blotting ink accessorize the 
desk which came from an Arlington 
home, as did all the other furnishings 
in this room. 

Since Jason Russell may have 
played cards, the society obtained a 
representative deck. You'll notice a 
big difference from our modern day 
cards, though. They are numberless! 

Across the room is a mirror and a 
handsome chest of drawers, which 
was a wedding gift from William 
Locke to his bride in 1786. On top of 
the chest are some silverware and 
dishes, and a rather tall, unusually- 
shaped box with velvet lining. 

This was the silver box and as the 
name suggests, it contained the 
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precious family silver, which in case 
of fire was to be saved at all costs! 

As wc exit the "best room," look 
to your right and up a bit and you’ll 
see another bullet hole, a solumn 
reminder of the event which brought 
the Jason Russell House its pro¬ 
minence. 

Navigating the original curving 
staircase can be a slow process as the 
wooden steps vary in height. 

Having reached the top, our next 
direction is a few paces to the left, to 
the "best bedroom" of Jason and 
Elizabeth Russell. 

Newly reslored last year and sub¬ 
jected to the same paint analysis by 
the SPNEA staff, this room was add¬ 
ed in c. 1750. Ils floor, center ceiling 
beam, and walls are painted various 
earth tones: deep reddish brown for 
floor and ceiling, and olive green for 
the walls. 

The Russell bedroom is modestly 
furnished. Against the back wall is a 
rope bed c. 1775 with pale bed 
coverings. 

Directly in front of the bed is a 
rough blanket chest, a necessity for 
almost every room in the house, save 
the "best room." 

To the left of the bed is a small, 
round night table with candlestick 
and holder. A small mirror accents 
the exterior wall to the right of the 
bed. 

A wooden chest of drawers has 
been placed along the same wall but 
at the opposite end. 

On top of the chest are toiletry ar¬ 
ticles (razors, including one engrav¬ 
ed with a horn of plenty); a jack 
knife; wallet; spectacles owned by 
Benjamin Locke, captain of the 
Menotomy Minutemen; two bibles; 
and a pair of tiny red shoes labelled 
1786. 

Besides the fireplace, the Russells 
used a brass warming pan, which has 
been strategically placed lo the right 
of the fireplace and just a few steps 
away from the bed. 


Two chairs with rush seats and a 
colorful, intricate sampler complete 
the room decor. Another bullet hole 
can also be seen to the right of the 
doorway as we exit. 

In the hall, three stairs and a lock¬ 
ed door leading to the garrett can he 
seen. During Jason Russell's time, 
the garrett provided sleeping 
quarters and food storage space. 


The last room on the tour is the 
children’s bedroom. In contrast to the 
plastered ceiling and w’alls of Jason 
Russell's bedroom, his children slept 
in a room with only wooden walls and 
ceiling. 

Like the "best bedroom,” it con 
tains a rush chair, one rope bed with 
simple bed dressings, and, in front, a 
wooden blanket chest. 


But considering its original use. 
the society has furnished it with 
youthful memorabilia: a wooden 
crable; boots and boot jack; a slate 
blackboard; an olive green child’s 
chair used in Menotomy; and outstan¬ 
ding examples of 19th century 
needlework (samplers), created by 
nine-year-old artists from the area. 
Also present are a spinning wheel and 
a yarn skeining device. 

Near the fireplace are a brass lied 
warmer and a small, square 
soapstone foot warmer which was 
heated in the fireplace and placed in 
a carriage for warmth when 
travelling. 

The tour completed, it’s lime tn 
return to the 20th century via a short 
walk to the modern Smith Museum, 
which is adjacent to the house. 


The current exhibit at the museum 
explores Arlington ancestors in this, 
the 350th year of the settlement of the 
town. 
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Town’s Sports ‘Began 90 years Ago

There were no lace masks, the 
helmets were of a soft material, and 
the padding was almost non-existent 
as the first Arlington High football 
team, stepped onto the field for its 
first Thanksgiving Day contest. 

It was not played 350 years ago 
when the era of West Cambridge, 
Menotomy, and Arlington was just 
beginning. 

But it was almosl 90 years ago, 
when many games were of the 
sandlol or pickup type. 

Players just sort of got together 
after school or on weekends and 
played some football. 

The first opponenl was Melrose 
High School, the Red Raiders. 

Fifty games later in 1959 the two 
teams met in their final Thanksgiv¬ 
ing Day get-together in a regular 
season contest. 

And thus ended one of the closest 
and best series in high school football. 

Appropriately enough, the Spy 
Ponders emerged victorious in the 
series, winning 25 games and losing 
24 with one contest ending in a tie. 

In the first game played in 1896, 
Arlington emerged with a 20-0 vic¬ 
tory, a high score in those days of low- 
scoring football when the forward 
pass was a play of the future. 

Melrose won the finale in 1959, also 
via the whitewash route, 32-0. 

There seem to be no records 
available as to what happened to the 


series from that first game until 1912. 
when the two teams got together for 
another contest. But,again the Spy 
Ponders blanked (he Raiders, this 
time by a score of 12-0. 

Even though there was a gap in 
Thanksgiving Day games for more 
than a decadent thal time football at 
the high school or early college level 
was not forgotten in Arlington as 
many or the young men from Spy 
Ponderland and Winchester gathered 
together for an informal football 
game before the turkey dinner was 
served. 

There has been wonder through 
the years why the Ponders and the 
Sachems football squads didn't get 
together for a traditional series of 
their own. But, somehow it never 
materialized. 

Finally in 1915 Arlington High and 
Melrose resumed their rivalry on the 
gridiron. 

But by the time the series had con¬ 
cluded in 1959 neither team had 
established that clear-cut superiority 
over the other, which unfortunately 
has been so prevalent in many other 
long-standing rivalries. 

It didn’t matter that the teams 
were in different leagues, and there 
was no league championship hinging 
on the outcome of the final game. 

It neither mattered that in some 
years Arlington was rated in a higher 
school classification than the Raiders, 


Division A against Division 13. But it 
always seemed to be vitally impor¬ 
tant that when the Red and Gray trom 
along the shores of Spy Pond went 
against the Red Raiders, there was a 
great amount of pride on the line. 

And. amazingly enough, in a sport 
such as football where some teams 
dominate for many years, there were 
few long stretches of games when 
either Arlington High or Melrose was 
able to put together long winning 
streaks. 

The only time either came close to 
dominating the other was during the 
period from 1947 through 1951, one of 
Arlington’s golden eras. 

But high school football, being 
what it is. Melrose bounced right back 
winning all but one game, which end¬ 
ed in a tie, through 1954. The final 
game in that stretch was the most lop¬ 
sided to that point in the history of the 
series, with the Red Raiders racing 
to a 34-0 victory. 

But two years later, Arlington 
made everyone in Melrose want to 
forget that score, by winning 47-0, as 
the series began to wind down. 

Melrose had been the Thanksgiv¬ 
ing Day team of the 1920’s, winning 
the big game from 1920 through 1923 
and again from 1928 through 1931. 

But, there weren't always lopsid¬ 
ed scores or long streaks during the 
series. There have also been some 
close games throughout. 


The Iwo teams battled to one 0-0 
tic. and Melrose won the 1940 contest 
by a score of 8-7. Arlington won the 
1938 game via the field goal route, and 
Melrose won by three points in 1918. 
1921. and 1951. 

But. like all good things, this series 
had to come to an end. 

Melrose, in Division II or B by lhal 
time, had elected to join the Mid¬ 
dlesex League, and play a league 
schedule throughout the season, in¬ 
cluding the traditional Thanksgiving 
Day contest. 

So Arlington also had to find a new 
opponent for the game that so many 
fans looked forward to viewing on 
those frosty historial mornings of late 
Novemeber. 

There was a "Turkey Day" lilt in 
I960, and for the next three years 
against Gloucester and although that 
team proved to be a formidable oppo¬ 
nent, it wasn’t the same as facing the 
Red Raiders. Arlington won all four 
contests by scores of 42*0, 12-0, 14-6, 
and 22-8. 

But, the long trek up Route 128 and 
the North Shore, the lack of tradition, 
and the fact that neither team had 
any league championships resting on 
the outcome of the Thanksgiving Day 
game seemed to cut into the interest. 

Archbishop Williams, another 
school, which has produced some 
outstanding football teams through 
the years, became the late November 


opponenl for Ihe next ID years. 

Bui Ihe situation was Ihe same, 
lack of l radii ion and a long distance 
to travel. 

Plus the fact that Ihe Braintree- 
based school could win but one game 
during that slrelch, and that by a 
close 20-14 score. 

Arlinglon started the scries with a 
23-6 win and followed up with a 12-0 
shutout victory. 

The championship team of i960, 
which later was sent on a trip to the 
Orange Bowl by residents of the town, 
rolled to a 43-2'i victory on Thanksgiv¬ 
ing Day 

However, as so often happens 
after a championship season the 
Ponders lost for the first time in the 
series the next year. 

Arlington won 26-0,17-14, and 20-14 
the next three years. The 1971 
game was close for a half, but then 
the Ponders exploded for three 
touchdowns in the second half. 

AHS won the final two games by 
scores of 23-0 and 21-20. 

Finally, in 1974 the change that 
brought two-long-time rivals together 
for a Thanksgiving morning football 
game came about as the Spy Ponders 
started their Thanksgiving Day series 
with cross-town rival Somerville. 

The series proved to be a natural. 

First of ail the two teams had been 
competing against each other in the

If I had to make up a town 
to be born in it would not be 
possible to improve on Arl¬ 
ington. I have always thought 
of the town as one huge farm, 
from the small Kitchen 
Garden to those of many 
acres. The soil and drainage 
was excellent for the many 
crops and Arlington was 
noted for the superior 
vegetables grown, which 
found ready buyers in the 
Boston Market. 

Some people raise their 
eyebrows when you mention 
that kids in these days would 
be working on the farms at 
the ages of six years old and 
up for real wages of ten cents 
an hour. They could weed, 
squash bugs off plants and 
work in the wash room help¬ 
ing to put up a load for the 
Boston Market. 


Another source of income 
was picking in the big dump 
where the High School is now. 

The bottles, metals, and 
rags would be sold either to 
Maxie Rosenfell or Sam Wax, 
the junk men, for hard cash. 

The kids of this era had 
many sources of enter¬ 
tainment. 

In the summer, you could 
pick up a scrub baseball game 
and play yourself or watch the 
High School team at Horm- 
blower Field. 

Many different activities 
were held on the field. The 
farmers’ fair was a favorite 
as was the firemen’s muster. 

Spy Pond was a busy spot 
with canoeing and boating. 
There was no real beach so 
swimming was not encourag¬ 
ed, but the kids would jump 
off the ice house roof at the 
foot of Linwood Street until 
they were chased away. 

In the winter time you 
would be kept busy with 
coasting, skating on Spy Pond 


or Hills Pond, also on the mill 
ponds along Mill Brook. Hop¬ 
ping on Pungs was fun. 

This was also a golden 
time of life with no cares, wor¬ 
ries or stresses.

M The Old 'Days , “folks “Had “Moxie’ 'By Aaron Zitncr 


Some guests will travel hundreds 
of miles to attend this weekend’s 350lh 
anniversary festivities. But one guest 
has traveled through time: the Mox- 
ie Boy, 

The Moxie Boy, who for years ap¬ 
peared in newspaper ads and posters, 
urged thirsty people in the early part 
or the century to drink Moxie tonic for 
pep and vigor. 


The Moxie Boy was only one of 
dozens of advertising gimicks used to 
sell Moxie. This weekend, he will 
reappear on advertising posters 
around Spy Pond Field. 

And paying him homage will be 
students from the high school Na¬ 
tional Honor Society, who will offer 
free samples of Moxie at their booth. 

“Students will also walk around 


handing out cups of it," says Honor 
Society coadvisor Barbara Gorman, 
The tonic and posters with ads from 
the 1920s were donated by the 
manufacturer. 

It’s all to honor Francis Thomp¬ 
son, leader of the Moxie Nerve Food 
Company, son of the Moxie inventor 
and former Arlington resident. 
Thompson and his wife, Mabel, left 
$437,000 to the town to start the 
Thompson scholarships, which over 
the years have helped about 4,000 Arl¬ 
ington students pay for college. 

“This is also a bit of nostalgia,” 
says 330th Committee Chairman Peg 
Spengler. “When 1 talked to people 


about how I wanted to have Moxie at 
the celebration, they would say things 
like ‘Oh my goodness. That was my 
mother's favorite drink.’ ” 

The nostalgia, however, may af¬ 
fect only older residents, who may 
remember Moxie as the most popular 
drink in New England. 

Moxie was invented in 1885 in 
Lowell, one of many products produc¬ 
ed by doctors who claimed their po¬ 
tions were cures for various ailments. 

Moxie was billed as “the only 
positive nerve food known that can 
recover brain and nervous exhaus¬ 
tion, and loss of manhood." The tonic 


was also said to cure paralysis and 
mental imbecility. 

As the era of dubious cures faded, 
Moxie still sold strong for its taste 

“Moxie was one of the things I 
wanted from the very beginning.” 
Spengler says. But Spengler was un¬ 
sure of how to reach its manufac¬ 
turer. Though Moxie (and now Diet 
Moxie) is still sold locally, the com¬ 
pany had long dropped from sight. 

From a can of Moxie, Spongier 
found that it had moved to the Atlan¬ 
ta area. 

“I called them and ooh, they were 
delighted to donate some to ns," 
Spengler says. "I think they had the 
Moxie here in 1(1 d iys." 

Tomorrow, abou. J5 cases of Mox¬ 
ie will be moved In.. . a hiding place 
near the high schooi *‘aletem to Spy 
Pond Field, Gorman says. 

Festival-goers, however, may get 
more enjoyment from the old adver 
tisemenls than from the drink itsell 
Younger consumers growing up on 
sweet soft drinks may well not like 
Moxie’s bitter taste. 

Students who tasted the drink 
recently said “ooh, its unusual," Gor¬ 
man reports. 

“We may have a hard time giving 
it away," says Spengler. "But it 
doesnt matter." 

The point is to remember the Mox¬ 
ie Boy from ad posters, the coy Mox 
ie girls from newspaper ads as well 
as Francis and Mabel Thompson 

Francis Thompson, who died in 
1939, left $387,000 to the town for 
grants to college-bound students, 

Mabel died five years later, leav¬ 
ing another $50,000 for students and 
an equal amount to Symmes Hospital 

Through Lhe years, about $1 4 
million interest on the endowment has 
gone to Arlington students, the 
Treasurer’s Office estimates. 

Over 90 students received Thomp¬ 
son Scholarchip grants last year rang 
ing from $200 to $850. They attended 
51 schools ranging from Allegheny 
College to Yale University.

Town Jround Lois To Cdtbrate

If you lived in Arlington in 1907, 
you probably would have been 
awakened at 4 on the morning of June 
1 by a 100 gun salute. 

One of the biggest celebrations in 
the history of the town look place that 
day. 

It was the 100th anniversary of the 
town’s incorporation. 

Most of the major celebrations in 
Arlington have focused on important 
dales in the town’s history: the incor¬ 
poration of the town as independent 
from Cambridge in 1807, the change 
of the town's name from West Cam¬ 
bridge to Arlington in 1867, the dedica¬ 
tion of the Town Hall in 1913, and 
Patriots' Day and other holidays in 
commemoration of the American 
Revolution. 


1907 

The 1907 celebration was one of the 
town's biggest. 

From its settlement in 1635 until 
1807, this area was considered part of 
Cambridge 

Originally called Menotomy and 
then the Second Parish of Camhridge, 
the newly-formed town of West Cam¬ 
bridge convened its first town 
meeting on June 11 , 1807. 

Posters advertising the 100th an¬ 
niversary celebration promised 
“There will be a hot time in the old 
town, June 1st,” and invited everyone 
to take part in a parade “in some 
Torm, either by marching in some 
association, or prepare some feature 
Lo represent them in their calling or 
business.” 

The parade followed a much 
longer route than it does now. 

Marchers started at 
Massachusetts Avenue in Arlington 
Heights and walked to Winter Street 
in East Arlington, then back to Arl¬ 
ington Center via Broadway. 

After the parade, everyone was in¬ 
vited lo a centennial banquet. Boiled 
salmon, sirloin, turkey, lobster salad, 
and various desserts were offered. 
This catered affair was the only event 
of the day which charged an entrance 
fee. It cost $l. 

An afternoon program for 
schoolchildren was given at St. Agnes 
School. Speakers included Ex- 
Governor Brackett, Governor Curtis 
Guild, and Professor AW. Peirce. 
Nixon Waterman, a local poet, read 
one of his works written in honor of 
the occasion. 

The Baptist Church served as the 
site of a late afternoon ecumenical 
service, and a band performed an 
early evening concert. Fireworks 
wrapped up the day’s festivities. 

1913 

If the 1907 celebration was the big¬ 
gest, the dedication of the town hall 
in 1913 was certainly the most am¬ 
bitious celebration. 

The highlight of the festivities was 
an elaborate two-day pageant which 
was scheduled to run June 6-7. 

Many of the town’s 12,000 in¬ 
habitants took part in the production 
called “Spirit of Pageantry.” 

The pageant was staged on the 
shores of Upper Mystic Lake, and 
featured a Greek temple as the 
backdrop for the stage. 

A full orchestra and a cast of 600 
people, including civic clubs and 
fraternal organizations took part. 

The people involved are people 
whose names are familiar to Arlington 
nians today — Robbins, Hardy, 
Dallin, Crosby, and Tufts among 
them. 

No expense or effort was spared in 
the mammoth production. Natural 
and artificial flowers, authentic 
period costumes, horses and oxen, 
and boats were all part of the tableaus 
which told the story of Arlington’s 
history, tracing this farming com¬ 
munity’s roots all the way back to the 


Greek myth of Ceres and Persephone. 

Mrs. Cyrus Dallin, who planned 
the affair, said that she wanted “a 
festival of thanksgiving to God for the 
prosperity of the town and for the 
great gifts it has received at the hand 
of public-spirited citizens.” 

For the first performance, over 
6000 people were in attendance. All 
seats were full, and many people had 
to remain standing. The weather was 
warm and clear. 

Wind blowing off the center of the 
lake made it easier for the performers 
in the second section of the show, 
“Discovers”. 

Vikings discovering Vineland, and 
later Columbus, chanting “Te Deum” 
with his entourage, rowed from the 
center of the lake in to the shore and 
the amphitheatre. 

Another tableau depicted the set¬ 
tling of Menotomy (an Indian name, 
meaning “swift-running water”). 
While one group pantomimed 
teaching the planting of corn, another 
purchased the town from Squaw 
Sachem, who, according to the Boston 
Herald (June 7, 1913) “was the 
original owner of most of what is now 


Hn 1914 the circus came 
to town. ‘Tficre was a 
concert, a parade and 
tfie circus, complete vvitfi 
clowns, gypsies, attd 
wild animals. !)t was all 
to benefit Symrnes 
LHospital. 


Middlesex County.” 

Before the grand finale, actors 
dramatized the battles of Lexington 
and Concord, and the visit Lafayette 
paid to the town in 1824. Each tableau 
was complete with chorus and 
dancers. 

For the finale, the entire cast 
returned to the stage to witness the 
symbolic presentation of the town 
hall, which was built with funds 
donated by Winfield Robbins, a pro¬ 
minent citizen. 

All sang “To Thee, O Country”. 
When that was done, the orchestra 
started playing “America” and the 
audience rose to join the singing. 

The weather didn’t look good for 
the second performance the next day, 
but it was decided lo go ahead 
anyway. The cast was ready and 
several hundred people were already 
seated when a severe thunderstorm 
began. The Advocate gave this 
account: 

“The boat house and dressing 
tents offered protection to the ladies 
already in costume and made up, but 
the gallantry of the men made many 
of them sights to behold. Only their in¬ 
telligent and persistent efforts 
prevented the main lent from being 
blown away and in the saving of the 
ladies they were drenched to the 
skin.” 

A nearby garage had been lent by 
its owner, Mr. Freedman Young, to 
be used as a First Aid station, equip¬ 
ped with cots, supplies, and medicine. 
Two doctors were in attendance (on¬ 
ly two people needed attention). 

The garage was pressed into ser¬ 
vice as a rain shelter. According to 
the Advocate, “the place was crowd¬ 
ed and Mr. Young dispensed box after 
box of Moxic and showed every possi¬ 
ble attention.” 

The rain didn’t let up, and the pro¬ 
duction was rescheduled for the 
following week. It went off without a 


hitch. Boston and Arlington papers 
both had high praise for the ex¬ 
travaganza. 

The Boston Herald had this lo say: 
“For three long hours, the audience 
sat enraptured as scene after scene 
of ravishing beauty was presented...” 
(June 7, 1913). 

As if this show weren't enough, the 
actual dedication ceremony was still 
to come. 

The new Robbins Memorial Town 
Hall, and gardens of Robbins Park 
(located between the Town Hall and 
the Robbins Library) and the 
Menotomy Hunter statue by local 
sculptor Cyrus Dallin were to be 
dedicated. 

Among the speakers was Dallin, 
who asked his listeners to consider 
changing the town’s name back to its 
original Indian name of Menotomy. 

In the 1970s, another group of 
citizens launched an unsuccessful 
drive to re-establish the older name. 

1879 

There were other celebrations: in 
IB79, the first extensive celebration of 
DecoratrePn Day honored Civil War 
soldiers. In 1887 the Civil War monu¬ 
ment was dedicated at Massachusetts 
Avenue and Broadway in honor of the 
memory of Arlington’s veterans who 
died in the war. 

1880 

In 1880, the Boat Club had a 
shooting match and sailing race with 
other games and fireworks at night. 

1897 

A group of citizens organized a 
banquet lo celebrate the 25th anniver¬ 
sary of the town's newspaper in 1897. 
Governor Brackett, who lived here, 
addressed a full house at the dinner 
party. 

1914 

In 1914 the circus came to town. 
There was a concert, a parade and the 
circus, complete with clowns, gyp¬ 
sies, and wild animals. It was all to 
benefit Symrnes Hospital. 

1930 

Old Home Week in June 1930 was 
part of the Massachusetts 
tricentennial. 

Festivities were spread out over a 
full week. Some of the events schedul¬ 
ed were a banquet, an historical play, 
speeches, dances, a track meet, flag 
raising, and a pageant. 

This pageant’s theme was “Music 
in America”. Mrs. Dallin assisted in 
its planning and wrote a "Peace 
Hymn” for it. 

Not all the celebrations were for¬ 
mal, committee-planned-and- 
execuled, of course. People in Arl¬ 
ington, then as now, liked to celebrate 
for many reasons, some a little more 
unusual than others. 

1902 

In 1902, Susannah Adams Winn 
(related to the Adamses of revolu¬ 
tionary days) threw a party in 
celebration of her 50th birthday at her 
home on Summer Street. The guests 
were the old maids of the town, about 
50 in number. 

The tale of the Battle of the Syr¬ 
inges was almost lost to history. The 
Arlington Historical Society came 
across a brief reference to it some 
time ago. Having never heard of such 
a battle, they did a little sleuthing. 

In 1878, it seems that one group of 
youths challenged another to do bat¬ 
tle at Spy Pond. 

Today it isn’t known why or how 
it started. What is known is that two 
groups of “wild, but not malicious 
young men” were involved. 

The weapon: syringes. Whether 


they simply tried to fence with them 
or actually poke one another is a 
mystery. 

But it is known that their 
sweethearts and friends all went to 
watch the “battle" and cheer on their 
men. 

The event was later immortalized 
in a poem called "The Battle of the 
Syringes.” 

^Patterns 

People like to find patterns in year 
date numbers, especially when it 
comes to superstition. Perhaps the 
most famous is the one that says no 
president elected at the beginning of 
a decade (Lincoln, Roosevelt, Ken¬ 
nedy el al) finishes his presidential 
lerm(s) of office. 

Organizers of celebrations com¬ 
memorating the Revolution may be 
wary of the half-century celebralions. 
Certainly the centennial (1875) and 
the sesquintennial (1925) would give 
a superstitious person reason lo be 
wary.

1875 

In 1875, Arlington decided not lo 
plan a celebration. Rather the town 
would contribute to the festivities at 
Lexington and Concord. 

The town appropriated $2000, and 
when the day came, a general holiday 
was declared. 

Schools and businesses were clos¬ 
ed, and all the church bells were rung 
for 30 minutes at sunrise, noon, and 
sunset. 

The military fired a 50-gun salute 
near the Park Ave. water towers. No 
special events were scheduled. 

Instead, the town sent delegations 
to Lexington to take part in their ac¬ 
tivities. 

There were thousands more 
tourists than expected. Train service 
broke down. The bandstand holding 
President Ulysses S. Grant collapsed. 
There was a drastic change in the 
weather; the temperature dropped so 
suddenly and so fast that the food 
froze. 

1925 

The next half-century celebration 
of independence in 1925 was better in 
one respect. The train service didn’t 
break down. 

This time Arlington planned some 
festivities of its own. General John J. 
Pershing, Gov. Alvin Fuller, and 
“Himself” Mayor James Michael 
Curley of Boston were among the 
100,000 people there. 

President Calvin Coolidge did not 
attend; instead he sent Vice President 
Charles Gates Dawes. 

That day was remembered as the 
coldest April 19 in years. 

New Hampshire received 14 in¬ 
ches of snow while Arlington was 
treated to more variety in its 
precipitation — snow, sleet, and rain 
as well as freezing temperatures. 

As if it weren’t enough, Dawes, 
along with everyone else, sat outside 
for over two hours because the parade 
units got their orders confused and 
were trying lo reorganize. 

Meanwhile, even car radiators 
were freezing. 

Dawes finally gave up and went to 
a friend’s house lo warm up before 
returning to Washington. 

Perhaps it is unfair to include the 
Bicentennial celebrations here. 

Organizers didn't have to contend 


with problems of weather, organiza¬ 
tion of events, or too many people. 
Just the opposite. 

The throngs of visitors expected 
just never materialized. 

According to David Baldwin of the 
Arlington Historical Society, there 
were more people at the parades, but 
not nearly as many as expected or 
hoped for. 

The Jason Russell house’s guest 
register signed about as many 
visitors as it had in other years. 

1975-76 

The Bicentennial celebrations, 
unlike the other major occasions, 
were spread out over two years, 
1975-76. 

They included a musical perform¬ 
ed at the high school’s Lowe 
Auditorium, a concert series and a 
lecture series. 

As usual, the Patriots’ Day 
parades were highlights of these two 
years. Many national level bands 
marched. So did the famous 
Budweiser Clydesdales, a big hit 
especially with the kids. Residents 
also re-enacted Paul Revere’s ride, as 
well as local battles and skirmishes. 

On Memorial Day on 1976. a more 
solumn ceremony was observed to 
dedicate a monument to veteran* 
from Arlington who served thru- 
country. 

This opened with a prayer and pro¬ 
cession to the monument. A wreath 
was laid there and St. Agnes band 
played a hymn. 

Other Cckbratioirs 

There are quite a few big anniver¬ 
saries for one of the oldest towns in 
the nation and one so rich in history 

But Arlingtonians don’t always 
wait for an extraordinary occasion lo 
celebrate. 

A special one — and sometimes no 
particular occasion at all — will do 

Naturally Patriot’s Day is always 
a big day. 

Many Arlingtonians will watch the 
Boys’ Club Roadrace and then the 
parade (Trivia buffs: in 1972, it was 
the largest in Massachusetts with 
over 125,000 viewing along the route) 
Later, some residents will join the 
thousands who line the 26 mile. 285 
yard route of the Boston Marathon 

Arlingtonians look to the past for 
their heritage, but look to the future 
as their responsibility and gift. Not 
content lo look simply to the past, 
they are seeking new ways to grow 
and to create new traditions. 

One such tradition is the Arlington 
Youth Visit Exchange Program, now 
in its 13th year. 

Each summer when the Japanese 
delegates arrive, they stay in Arl¬ 
ington only about a week, but the town 
welcomes them with celebration after 
celebration. 

Another more recent tradition is 
Town Day, held every fall along 
Massachusetts Avenue. 

In 1980 it featured a pancake 
breakfast, a 5K and 10K roadrace, 
performances and demonstrations, 
crafts and food booths, a parade, a 
concert, a benefit bike-a-thon, a 
cookout, and of course, fireworks to 
end the day. 

This year on the 350th anniversary 
of the town’s founding, town day takes 
on the special theme of Harvest Day. 

In its history, the town has 
celebrated many things: its incor¬ 
poration in 1807, its naming in 1867. its 
role in the formation of our country, 
but never yet its founding in 1635. 

If past celebrations are any indica¬ 
tion of what to expect for this year’s 
trisesquintennial celebration of the 
town’s founding, expect that “There 
will be a hot time in the old town, Oc¬ 
tober 12th."

Garden Is 
Unforgettable 

Martha Clarke's The Garden of 
Earthly Delights, which took center 
stage at the Loeb Drama Center in 
Cambridge last week under the 
auspices of the American Repertory 
Theatre and with the cooperation of 
The Dance Umbrella, is a stunning 
and beautiful performance piece. 

Conceived and directed by the 
celebrated dancer/choreographer 
Martha Clarke, with original music 
by Richard Peaslee, this 75-minute 
music/theatre/dance presentation, 
depicting the journey through crea¬ 
tion and Hell more than lived up to 
its advance notices. 

'Garden," produced by the 
Music-Theatre Group/Lenox Arts 
Center in association with Joseph 
Papps Mew York Shakespeare 
Festival and Robert de Rothschild, 
uses movement, aerial acrobatics, 
extraordinary visual effects, and 
music to dramatize Hieronymus 
Bosch's Renaissance masterpiece of 
the same title, a 500-year-old vision 
of the sweetness of spiritual 
pleasure and the torture of sensual 
horrors. 

Miss Clarke has created a 
gorgeous theatrical canvas with an 
ensemble of seven actors who hurl 
through space, crawl among the 
lighting grids and somersault over 
the heads of the audience (on wire 
and trapezes) and whose body 
fluidity and movement is simply 
amazing. 

In the misty haze of nothing 
ness, a tree grows, a flock of sheep 
graze, and one of the flock is attack¬ 
ed, ravaged and raped. In the 
Garden of Eden, Adam sees Eve, 
they discover one another, and ex¬ 
perience their first sexual encounter 
as six angels flying above signal 
their joyous approval. 

The serpent appears, Eve 
seduces Adam into biting into the 
apple, resulting in their flight from 
Eden and into a land of flying 
demons, into Hell (Earth). 

With awesome dexterity, the 
performers transform themselves 
Into rafts as the people cross 


streams using poles plunged into 
the water to navigate. The poles 
become fishing rods and then oars 
as the populace becomes more 
aware. 

The ensemble becomes bridges 
and trees and water buffalo, and the 
era concludes with the rising of 
Christ, 

During this period, the cast is 
garbed in natural-colored body 
stockings. At midpoint in the pro¬ 
gram, the cast makes an on stage 
costume change. Much time has 
elapsed and they now represent a 
bunch of bawdy Flemish peasants 
who play havoc with the Ten Com 
mandments in this Hell on Earth. 
Wild beasts have been tamed and 
are beasts of burden. 

In a frightening concluding 
episode, as most play musical in¬ 
struments, and almost as a state¬ 
ment of the existing state of affairs, 
the bass player and a playful wench 
enact a seduction murder scene, to 
Peaslee's haunting musical score. 

This compelling work was 
created collaboratively with the 
balance of the cast. Robert Barnett. 
Felix Blaska. Robert Faust. Marie 
Fourcaul, Margie Gillis, and Polly 
Styron. 

Along with Miss Clarke, they ex¬ 
hibit astounding grace and flexibili¬ 
ty. Their bodies move and float in 
weightlessness not unlike astro¬ 
nauts in space. 

Kudos to musicians Eugene 
Friesen, Bill Ruyle and Steven 
Silverman and the entire creative 
team who contributed to this mov¬ 
ing and stimulating experience.

Ankle Ouch! 


By Dr. ROBERT NORMAN 

Whal happens when an ankle is 
sprained, and what's the best way 
to treat it? 

Ankle sprains are one of the 
most common sports injuries. 

Many times ankles are sprained 
when a football or basketball player 
makes a quick change in direction 
to fake out" his or her opponent. 

Sometimes when an athlete 
tries to decelerate, as in tennis, the 
ankle will turn, causing a fall 

Sprains result when the tendons 
in the ankle are pulled or torn. 

These tendons are made of con¬ 
nective tissue, which holds the 
bones together and allows smooth 
movement of the ankle joint. When 
they are lorn, then tendons will 
swell, sometimes causing much 
pain and immobilization of the 
victim. 

Connective tissue heals very 
slowly, so unfortunately, ankle 
sprains heal slowly, too. 

Sometimes an ankle sprain is 
complicated by a small bone frac¬ 
ture. Keep alert and try to 
remember if you heard a pop or a 
crack. Your doctor will want to 
know this. 

Place an ice pack on the ankle 
immediately. Then go see your 
family physician. 

He or she will feel the ankle to 
determine the severity of the injury. 
Your doctor may also want to take 
X-rays just to be sure there is no 


bone fracture. 

Most physicians prescribe rest, 
ice packs compression wrapping 
and elevation of the foot for 48 
hours after the accident. 

The ice keeps swelling to a 
minimum and wrapping restricts 
movement. 

After a few days, ice packing 
should be replaced with wet heat on 
the ankle each night. 

Moist heat wifi aid in healing by 
increasing circulation to the 
tendons. 

Many doctors give their patients 
exercises to help strengthen the sur¬ 
rounding muscles. 

These can be started after much 
of the pain and swelling has been 
reduced. 

If continued after the sprain has 
healed, these exercises can actual 
ly help prevent future sprains by in¬ 
creasing muscle strength in the 
ankle.

Mi*ss Johnson taught 
me to read, to write, to exert 
good self-discipline and

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State Probes Dumping 


By JILL M. HIGGINS 

The state Attorney General’s of¬ 
fice is looking for the person who 
dumped contaminated soil off 
Socrates rd. 

According to Department of En¬ 
vironmental Quality Engineering of¬ 
ficials, the culprit faces a five-year 


jail term and a fine of up $25,000, or 
both. 

Richard Chalpin, acting regional 
engineer for the DEQE, said on Tues¬ 
day that his agency and the attorney 
general's office are studying "the im¬ 
plications of the case” in efforts to 
pinpoint who is at fault. 


Meanwhile, the illegally dumped 
soil, which is contaminated with oil, 
has been contained at the site 
According to William Sirull of the 
Attorney General's office, about 15 
cubic yards of the soil was dumped in 
six piles about four feet tall at a 
secluded area off Socrates rd. 


Sirull said he could not provide 
much detail about the extent to which 
the soil is tuinted. 

"The question of whether or not it 
is actually hazardous waste is still be¬ 
ing determined at this lime."

Doctors Win Nobel Prize 


These are busy and exciting days 
for Dr. John Pastore. While his pa¬ 
tients sit patiently by, Pastore has 
been fielding interview requests and 
congratulations since Friday, when 
International Physicans for the 
Prevention of Nuclear War, a group 
to which Pastore has devoted himself 
for five years, won the 1985 Nobel 
Peace Prize. 

“I'll be on Brazilian TV tomorrow 
on their equivalent of the show '60 
minutes,' " Pastore said Tuesday 
from his office in St. Elizabeth's 
Hospital, where he is a cardiologist. 
“It should be seen by 60 million 
people. 

"I've already spoken to one 
Korean TV station and another one is 
calling me tomorrow night. I just did 
a 15-minute live radio talk show from 
Seattle." 

Pastore, of Winchester, says he 
expects the heavy media interest in 
the international anti-nuclear group 
to fade before long As secretary of 
IPPNW, he is taking every opportuni¬ 
ty now to publicize its message. 

"The medical profession really 
has nothing to offer in a nuclear war. 
Nuclear war is not a surviveable 
event,” Pastore says. 

It is a belief shared by 135,000 
physicians in 43 countries, including 
60,000 in the Soviet Union. 

The group was founded jointly in 
1980 by American and Soviet doctors. 
Pastore joined in 1981 and the follow-

ing year appeared on Soviet television 
in a roundtable discussion on the 
medical consequences of nuclear war. 
Last year, the United Nations invited 
him to Leningrad for an international 
conference on disarmament. 

He now turns his attention to gain¬ 
ing President Reagan’s ear to lobby 
for a moratorium on nuclear testing. 
He is planning a trip to Oslow to see 
the group receive its Nobel Prize. 

Both IPPNW and its American af¬ 


filiate, Physicians for Social Respon¬ 
sibility, were started by Boston 
doctors. As Pastore packs for Oslow, 
he leaves a group of local physicians- 
turned-activist who feel invigorated 
by winning the Nobel 

"Everyone who has taken an ac¬ 
tive role in Physicians for Social 
Responsibility felt a part of that 
award. I was elated," said Dr. Ker- 
nan Manion of Arlington, a 
psychiatrist with the Carney Hospital 
in Dorchester. 

Manion, who has spoken at Carney 
on the psychological effects of nuclear 
war and is planning a series of 
seminars there on nuclear issues, said 
publicity from the Nobel will only help 
his efforts. 

“The nuclear activist movement, 
not just by physicians but all activist 
groups, has been in a state of lull, a 
state of ennui since President 
Reagan's reelection,” Manion said. 

"Everyone was feeling a bit 
fatigued and demoralized. When the 
award was announced, it gave a 
special sense of validation to our ef¬ 
forts.” 

Dr. Howard Rubenstein of Win¬ 
chester said, in the past “some peo¬ 
ple have been suspicious of the group. 
Some people think we're dupes, tools 
of the Soviet Union. But that's totally 
unfounded.” 

He notes that the Soviets condemn¬ 
ed the Nobel Committee when Andrei 
Sakharov won the peace prize in 1975. 


“So there’s as much credibility in 
Sakharov's winning it to please the 
U.S. as there is in this group winning 
it to please the Soviet Union.” 

Dr. Henry Babcock of Belmont, a 
psychiatrist, explained that Physi¬ 
cians for Social Responsibility was 
founded in the early 60s to fight at¬ 
mospheric testing of nuclear 
weapons. When the U.S. and the 
Soviets signed the limited nuclear test 
ban, the group became dormant. 

But it was revived over 10 years 
later, Babcock said, when 
underground testings began to in¬ 
crease. In 1980, Dr. Bernard Lown of 
Harvard Medical School and Dr. 
Yevgeni Cha/.ov of a cardiology 
center in Moscow met with other doc¬ 
tors in Geneva to found International 
Physicians for the Prevention of 
Nuclear War, an umbrella group of 
which Physicians for Social Respon¬ 
sibility is a member. 

"Our concerns now are mainly 
that we have so many weapons that 
are becoming more technical. The 
more refined they become, the more 
precise their performance and the 
faster they can gel to targets," Bab¬ 
cock said. 

"It gives almost no time for 
human decisions, to decide whether 
a given warning signal is a mistake 
or a failure of computers or what. 

"We are also concerned with just 
the amassing of weapons, which we

Woman Charged In Beating

the Greek Orthodox Church. 

Foti was found unconscious in the 
front seat of his truck with a sneaker 
stuffed in his mouth. 

Foti was listed in "critical" con¬ 
dition Wednesday in the intensive

Law Won’t 


Out School 


Smoking

Winchester High School officials 
say despite a new law banning the 
sale of cigarettes to those under 18, 
the school will continue to allow smok¬ 
ing on campus 

The law, signed Oet. 4 by Gover¬ 
nor Michael S. Dukakis, was spon¬ 
sored by a class of seventh graders 
from Sandwich. The law increases 
from $50 to $100 the minimum fines 
for selling tobacco products to 
minors, and hikes the legal purchas¬ 
ing age from 1G to 18. 

Local school officials said they feel 
virtually powerless to enforce the 
law, which does not specify that 
smoking itself is illegal for minors. 


Winchester School Supt. Charles 
Mitsakos said, "We are dealing with 
it attitudinally, not legally. We do not 
sell cigarettes on campus nor do we 
encourage it. 

Although smoking is allowed at the 
high school, Mitsakos said the school 
department is not condoning smoking 
by minors. 

School Committee member 
William Jervey said he thinks there 
are "two major differences” between 
the act of smoking versus the pur¬ 
chasing of cigarettes. 

Jervey emphasized, “Schools are 
educational institutions, not law en¬ 
forcement institutions. The primary 
obligation of schools is to teach the

hazards of smoking." 

Jervey went on to say that 
parents, rather than schools, should 
be held responsible for enforcing 
smoking laws. The full responsibility 
should not be placed on the schools, 
he said, adding, "parents have a 
responsibility.” 

Committee Chairman Edward F. 
O’Connell, disagrees. He said he also 
supports a student smoking ban at the 
school. 

“We are stubbornly going against 
the trend — the evidence is over¬ 
whelming. I think it (permitting 
smoking at the high school) is 
wrong." 

At a school committee meeting 


last June, it was suggested to prohibit 
smoking on all school grounds. Cur¬ 
rently students are allowed to smoke 
in the courtyard. 

"Smoking is not a great, -oblem,” 
said student Bob Driscoll, who attend¬ 
ed a recent meeting on (he subject. I le 
said that since only 11 percent of the 
students are smokers, smoking cer¬ 
tainly does not warrant a ban. 
Driscoll is a member of the student 
advisory committee. 

“A smoking ban would foster stu¬ 
dent resentment," he said Driscoll 
surveyed 500 students and concluded 
that only 11 percent of the student 
body are smokers but a whopping 73 
percent are against a smoking ban. 


School Board member Michael 
Ronayne said, “the law of purchasing 
has not been the deciding factor in 
who smokes cigarettes and who 
doesn't." Ronayne said lie knew 
nothing about the recently passed bill. 

“1 don't think we can legislate a 
way to keep kids from smoking, the 
system is powerless. 1 don'l think the 
high school condones smoking they 
tolci ate it," he said. 

Ronayne said a smoking baa 
"would be counterproductive. The 
best the school can do is educate the 
kids about (lie evils and control the 
community so that the non-smokers 


are nol affected.” 

High School Principal Vincenl 

Laracco said he is also against a 
smoking ban."! am personally for 
educating the sludenls about smok¬ 
ing," he said 

Students want to make some of 
llicir own decisions, he added. "In a 
democracy, wo educate people so 
they can make rational decisions," 
stiid Laracco. 

Stl’dciit Nicole Downey said if of 
ficials enforce a ban, “kids will still 
smoke. " The group of smokers sur¬ 
rounding Downey agreed the ban 
would prove little. 


Presently, the high school is in the 
process of planning its first health 
program. Laracco said one issue that 
will be addressed will be smoking. 

lie said a pilot health program will 
begin in January for ninth and 
eleventh graders. Laracco hopes to 
make the course a requirement by 
next fall. 

Uiracco said if a student is caught 
smoking in Ihe building, he or she is 
suspended for one day. According to 
Laracco, only about three students 
have been suspended in the last two 
years.

Officials Probe 
Report Of 

Sexual Assault 


Winchester police and public 
library officials have been unable lo 
confirm a report last week of a sex¬ 
ual assault on a young boy al the 
library. 

On Oct. 1. police received a call at 
about 8 p.m. from a library patron 
who said he had seen a man about 18 
years old sexually molesling a young 
boy al the library. 

According to Police Sgl. Joseph N. 
Perrilano, police have no clues and 
few details about the case. 

"We have no victim and no 
culprit," said Perritano. "At this 
point, we don't have much to go on." 

Library Director Matthew 
Sperber said Tuesday that there is 
very little known about the reported 
incident, adding. ‘Tm not really sure 
that any assault or whatever took 
place." 

Sperber said, “I’m not saying that 
someone made it up, but I just don't 
know if an incident occurred." 

According to police, library per¬ 
sonnel did not notice any suspicious 
people at the library that evening. 
"They would hove noticed that,” said 
Sperber. 

Sperber said library patrons 
needn’t be concerned about the 
report, but he said he is open lo sug¬ 
gestions and comments from 


residents. 

Sperber said to his knowcldge 
there has been no such similar inci¬ 
dent at the library before. 

"We're a small library in a small 
town. Those kinds of things don't 
generally happen in small suburban 
libraries. They might happen in 
cities, like Boston, but it's not the type 
of thing that happens here." 

According to police, a library 
patron reported seeing a young man 
"rubbing up againsl" a boy of about 
6 or 8 years of age, "eventually pull¬ 
ing his pants down.” 

Although details are extremely 
sketchy, the patron told police he yell¬ 
ed at the man to slop, at which point 
the alleged assailant ran from the 
library. 

About a halt hour later, police 
said, the patron reported he saw the 
man at the library again. 

The patron said he hailed down a 
policeman on duly, but the alleged 
assailant was not found. 

Sperber said on Tuesday that he 
does not have any plans to beef up 
security at the library because it is 
still uncertain what, if anything, look 
place. 

He added that his staff will, 
however, be on the lookout for any 
unusual or suspicious oceurances.

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Selectman Saraco 
Drops Chairmanship

Selectman Michael Saraco step¬ 
ped down from the chairman’s seat on 
Tuesday, citing health reasons as the 
primary factor behind his 
resignation 

Saraco, who look over the chair¬ 
manship last spring after the town 
elections, suffered a heart attack in 
late spring and has been warned by 
doctors to avoid stressful situations, 

“It's just that I want to take care 
of myself now." said Saraco. "My 
doctor never liked the idea of my tak¬ 
ing the chairmanship in the First 
place." 

Taking his place as chairman is 
former vice chairman Alan G. Mac¬ 
donald, who presided over Tuesday 
night’s sessions after Saraco formal¬ 
ly stepped down. 

In other Tuesday night action, the 
board appointed John K. Corf of ill) 


Thornberry rd. to a two year term on 
the Cable Advisory Committee. 

Corf has been a Winchester resi¬ 
dent for 27 years and is a systems 
engineer with the Mitre Corp 

He has worked on design, layout 
and cost evaluation of cable systems 
in Washington. D.C. 

Also on Tuesday, the board gave 
the Dover Grille restaurant approval 
for a new sign. 

The board accepted a policy for¬ 
mulated by Town Manager W. Chad¬ 
wick Maurer with regards to 
approaval of sign permits. 

According to the policy, mer¬ 
chants must file a $5,000 insurance 
policy which names the town as the 
coinsured. The sign must overhang a 
right of way by more than 12 inches, 
as required by state law. 

Before the sign is hung, permis¬ 
sion must be granted by the Select¬ 


men, Only after the board approves 
it can the town building commissioner 
issue a permit. 

In other action, the board delayed 
appointing a member to the Board of 
Appeals because Selectman Judith 
Muggia was not present to vote on the 
appointment. 

The board is expected to appoint 
two associate members to the Ap¬ 
peals Board at its Monday session 
next week. 

Three residents were interviewed 
for the positions at the Oct. 7 select¬ 
men's meeting. The three are 
Virginia Hoefling, Ann M. Matarese 
and Amy G. Wanger. 

Also in the running are Ronald 
Nacamuli and George Luongo. 

Also on Tuesday, the board heard 
about cable programming changes 


from Continental Cablevision of¬ 
ficials. 

According to Glenn Oakley, cable 
systems manager, the system is in 
the process of installing new equip¬ 
ment to accomodate three new cable 
station offerings. 

Oakley said the company expects 
to be finished its installation work by 
about Dec 1 The three new channels 
— two sports channels and a Disney 
channel — will be offered to residents 
throughout town. 

Several selectmen complained 
about the company's methods for in¬ 
stalling the stations and for inform¬ 
ing residents about the changes. 

Oakley said his firm is sending out 
flyers about their services and will 
contact each homeowner at least 
twice before the installers begin work 
in their neighborhoods.

Sirull said officials haven't con¬ 
cluded that the soil is “gasoline soak 
ed," although the dirt was reportedly 
dumped at the site after being taken 
from a Cambridge gasoline station. 

Local officials were reportedly 
alerted by a resident, then police 
eventually traced it to a service sta¬ 
tion in Cambridge. 

Sirull said officials are still trying 
to determine whether the matter will 
mean prosecuting the oil companyy 
owner, the station operators, or the 
alleged dumpers. 

"I wouldn't want to speculate on 
that at this point, because we still 
have a lot of unanswered questions,'' 
said Sirull. 

“We are still testing the soil, so 1 
can't even give you any specific 
details yet," he said. 

He said DEtJE officials had con¬ 
tained the soil in a "dumpster-type" 
holder, but he said he could not deter¬ 
mine what effect the soil might have 
on the surrounding area. 

“Normally, we require cleanup of 
the soil beneath the site. But as far as 
any long range impact, we're still 
working on that right now,” said 
Sirull. 

Clean Harbor Inc. of Kingston, 
Ma., a licensed hazardous waste 
disposal company, has been hired by 
Shell Oil Co. to remove the soil. There 
are no legal toxic waste dumps within 
the slate, however. 

Clean Harbor spokesman Gordon 
Fielding was unavailable for com¬ 
ment as of late Tuesday. 

Club To Attend 


Winchester’s Governmental 
System Is Eyed By Belmont 


By EMC BLOM 

Almost ten years ago. Winchester 
adopted the town manager form of 
government, and Thomas Groux was 
there. Today, with Ihe help of Groux. 
Belmont is studying major revisions 
in its governmental structure — in¬ 
cluding a town manager form of 
government. 

Groux is assisting K.S. Associates 
in its study of Belmont's management 
structure, and his presence on the 
consulting team was one of the 
group’s main selling points, accor¬ 
ding to Belmont Selectmen who 
awarded the bid last week. 

Groux saw Winchester through 
dramatic changes in its governmen¬ 
tal structure, and Belmont Selectmen 
say he will be well versed in the 
realities of combining town depart¬ 
ments or shifting the reins of power. 

By all accounts, the Winchester 
experiment has been a success. Win¬ 
chester department heads and Select¬ 
men laud the town manager form of 
government. Groux says all com¬ 
munities face different political 
realities, but agrees that Winchester’s 
1975 charter reform helped the com¬ 
munity. 

“1 think it worked well in Win¬ 
chester because people wanted it,” he 
says. “But that is not to say Win¬ 
chester wasn't run effectively before 
then.” 

"There are a lot of well run com¬ 
munities that don't have a town 
manager,” he adds. 

“Any town today that has a 
population of 15 or so thousand should 
have a full time administrator,” says

Winchester Selectman Michael 
Saraco, who until Tuesday was chair¬ 
man of the Winchester Board of 
Selectmen. He also is former Direc¬ 
tor of the town’s Public Health 
Department. 

“You need someone there on the 
spot to make decisions.lt is a big 
business and you need a full time 
manager,” he says, adding that the 
administrator handles millions of 
dollars and must keep abrest of laws 
and new technologies that can help 
the community. 

He says contract negotiations, 
communication between departments 
and centralized functions have made 
the town manager system superior to 
the previous executive secretary 
system for Winchester, 

"It centralizes authority,” agrees 
Winchester Police Chief John P. 
McHugh. "U gives you someone you 
can have contact with directly. The 
town manager can act with authori¬ 
ty, instead of saying, i’ll wait for the 
Board I Selectmen I on that.’ ” 


"There is a great deal of ab¬ 
soluteness lied to his appointments 
and actions," McHugh adds. 

"A town manager is more effi¬ 
cient. in the respect that he can relate 
lo problems and deal with them on a 
day to day basis,” says Winchester 
Town Engineer John Ciarcia. Ciarcia 
has been the town’s engineer for 15 
years and also served as acting town 
manager. 

“I have found it I the town 
manager system], a very good vehi¬ 
cle for me to do a good job, personal¬ 
ly.” Ciarcia adds. " I think it is a more 
efficient type of government.” 

Several Winchester officials say 
town managers have strong authori¬ 
ty in the day to day operations of a 
town, but that the Selectmen retain 
the key policy-making role. 

"The charter strengthened the 
role of the Selectmen as a policy¬ 
making body, and it gave them the 
power to hire a full-time ad¬ 
ministrator,'’ Groux says. 

Saraco agreed with this assess-

Citizens Urge Cleanup 
Of Hazardous Waste 


Over 1000 citizens from Win 
Chester and Lexington have sen! a 
message to Senator Dick Kraus urg¬ 
ing his support for hazardous waste 
cleanup legislation now being con¬ 
sidered at the State House 

Postcards expressing the support 
of area citizens for the "1-5-10” 
Emergency Cleanup Bill were 
presented to the lawmaker Oct. 3 in 
a special district meeting. The 
cleanup measure commits the state 
to identify, contain and cleanup 
hazardous waste sites within the next 
ten years. 

At the meeting. Senator Kraus ac¬ 
cepted the postcards and voiced his 
support for the cleanup legislation. 
The bill, S.1214, is currently being 
considered by the Legislature’s 
Natural Resources Committee. Kraus 
is a co-sponsor of the measure. 

It is estimated that there arc over 
1000 hazardous waste dunipsites in 
Massachusetts. To date, however, on¬ 
ly a few hundred of these sites have 
been identified. The 1-5-10 bill 
establishes a timetable that required 
the identification of all dumpsilcs 
within one year, the containment of 
all sites posing a threat to public 
health or the environment within five 
years, and the permanent cleanup of 
all sites within ten years. The bill was 
developed by the Massachusetts 
Public Interest Research Group 
(MASSPIRG). 


MASSPIKG cites forty com- 
munilies in the stale which have lost 
drinking water supplies to toxic con¬ 
tamination and estimates that 
another 350 municipal wells are 
threatened. 

MASSPIKG environmental 
engineer, Bill Ryan, stresses that 
quick action is vital. 

"We have never successfully 
cleaned up a groundwater aquifer 
once il was contaminated- The key is 
to find and clean up these toxic waste 
sites before they cause damage.” he 
said. 

The effort in Lexington and Win¬ 
chester is part of a statewide cam¬ 
paign involving over H5.000 citizens in 
the past ten weeks who have sent 
messages to their state Legislators 
urging adoption of the cleanup 
measure 

According to MASSPIKG member 
Bancroft, poor "public concern has 
skyrocketed with the realization that 
any community may be the next to 
discover a toxic waste site. We must 
act now if we are to save our future 
water supplies.” 

MASSPIKG is a non-profit, non¬ 
partisan organization dedicated to en¬ 
vironmental preservation and con¬ 
sumer protection The organization 
has over 80.000 members throughout 
the stale

I am writing in regards to your 
proposed search and correct pro¬ 
blems caused by surface runoff 
water. 1 live in an area which ihc 
statement in that infamous letter put 
out by our esteemed Public Works 
Department which stated quote - Re¬ 
cent studies have shown us that the 
area in which you live or work is 
suspected of contributing a large 
amount of storm water flow to the 
sewer system - unquote. I am afraid 
- hit a sore spot. You arc absolutely 
correct in that statement - it is so! Bui 
why? 

As 1 remember this is a history 
created by whom? -The Town of Win¬ 
chester! -Who suffered? The area 
residents! Who is going lo have to pay 
to correct the collossal blunders 
created by the Town? Possibly the 
area residents who else of course! if 
you should ask me f believe the Town 
should be sued for the discomfiture 
and damages these patient residents 
have had to suffer for the past years. 
Why? read on. 

As I recall a small brook took the 
overflow from a sump created by the 
rock quarry in the Blueberry hill area 
and took the overflow behind 26, 20, 
14 Adams rd. and 13, 9, and 5 
Highlandview ave.; across 3 
Highlandview ave. and across 
Highlandview ave. east to 
west/across 4 Highlandview and 
thence under Cross st. from 235 Cross 
st. down toConant rd. to the Aberjona 
River. 

The 
Town raised the grade of Cross st. and 
buried the only exit for this water - a 
culvert under Cross st. making our 
area essentially another sump. 
Blunder -1 - Then along came Whit¬ 
ten's Industrial Park creating acres 
and acres of non water absorbing sur¬ 
faces as building roofs and rain shed¬ 
ding parking lots to created 
tremendous runoff problems Then to 
cap it all off Whitten filled in the 
original sump and put a cover over it 
with a parking lot. 

Blunder -2 - Whitten’s surface 
runoff was then tunneled into a single 
catch basin with an inadequate tie in¬ 
to the town's catch basin system 
which provided the town with a com¬ 
parable wonder of a geyser nearly 
equal to “Old Faithful” Blunder -3 - 
And all with Winchester's permission. 
The runoff periodically flows down 
Adams rd lo create minor lakes and 
ponds in the backyards of Adams and 
Highlandview ave. area. 

For the past 15 years. These 
residents have had to suffer town 
created lakes in their backyards. The 
residents have begged and pleaded 
with Ihe town to do something to 
reverse this situation but it seems 
that whenever what seems to be a 
good plan the town dismisses it with 
a shrug or ignores the problem. 

Now Ihe State is demanding 
sewerage be reduced. The town is try¬ 
ing to make the little guy "The Pat¬ 
sy" and again ducking the issue of 
diverling the surface water to the 
Aberjona River where it belongs and 
used to go unli) the town got involv¬ 
ed. Do we have a law suit? 1 think we 
do and for damned good reasons. 

Therefore I strongly suggest that

Boston Edison 
Says Workers Are 
Outstanding 

Editor's note : 

The following is n response hy 
Boston Edison's Carl Gustin to I..C. 
Cases's letter. 

Dear Mr. Case: 

t would like to address a few of the 
concerns in your letter to Stephen 
Sweeney aboul the restoration of 
power to Winchester following Hur¬ 
ricane Gloria. 

Edison personnel explained our 
priorities for restoration during your 
visits to the Woburn Service Center 
after the storm. Our first job is to 
make the area as safe as possible by 
clearing downed lines. Then primary 
circuits, which have ihe largest 
numbers of customers, and also those 
on our critical list such as hospitals, 
nursing homes and police head¬ 
quarters are brought back first. Next 
secondaries, and finally individual 
services are restored 

In Winchester, nearly half of the 
customers got their power back in the 
first 15 hours after the storm, and 
most, but not all, were brought back 
in the next 24 hours. Although your 
power was not restored until Sunday, 
individual service problems who did 
not get their power back until mid¬ 
week despite the efforts of Edison and 
outside crews. In most cases, 
customers were understanding and 
cooperative 

As for the Davey Tree crews, five 
arrived from Ohio at 8a.m. and five 
more from Pennslyvania at 11 a m. oil 
Saturday. Sept. 28. Once the crews ar¬ 
rived, they each spent about an hour 
at the service certtfei* filling 1 their 
trucks with gas and being oriented lo 
the areas where they were being sent 
Afler driving from Ohio and Penn¬ 
slyvania, (hese crews went to work in 
Winchester, Lexington and Carlisle. 

Finally, I can't lei your comment 
that repairs were deliberately 
delayed go by without response. The 
more than 2,800 Boston Edison 
employees, and hundreds from other 
utilities and iree companies who left 
families lo come here and assist with 
restoration, would strongly dispute 
your suggestion. 

The Boston Edison employees who 
worked from Friday morning on 
through, in many cases, until Sunday 
morning without relief worked effi¬ 
ciently and diligently. One relief ar¬ 
rived from other utilities, all 
personnel in the field were on 16 to 18 
hour shifts. 

All personnel including those on 
telephones were on 12 hour shifts. Our 
customer information personnel were 
handling up to 3,090 calls an hour al 
140 positions. 

The damage done by Hurricane 
Gloria was more extensive than had 
been done by any storm since the mid 
1950s. The work of our personnel and 
those from other utilities and tree 
companies was outstanding and, 
while I can appreciate the frustration 
of customers who went without 
power, I don't believe il warrants an 
allegation of deliberate delay on the 
pari of any of our employees.

Mass. Has New 
Medicare Payment 
System 

The Executive Office of Elder Af¬ 
fairs has alerted Massachusetts 
elders of the Oct. 1 change in the 
Medicare reimbursement system and 
urged them to learn their rights and 
responsibilities under the new 
system. 

In brief, under Ihe Medicare 
Diagnostic Related Groups (DRG) 
system there arc -tti classifications of 
illnesses and medical procedures. For 
each classification, a specified reim¬ 
bursement rale for hospitalization is 
determined. For example, if a senior 
enters the hospital for treatment of a 
complicated peptic ulcer, the hospital 
will receive a pre-determined amount 
pf money for the jure, regardless of 
boyii.lon&ilbe elder is hospitalized 

Medicare beneficiaries: 

• Have a right to ask the primary 
care physician about an illness, any 
procedure performed, any drugs ad¬ 
ministered, any tests prescribed and 
the expected length of hospitalization. 
■ Have a responsibility to 
cooperate with doctors and hospital 
staff if there are unanswered ques¬ 
tions about care. 

• Have a right to appeal a 
discharge decision if they feci they 
still need hospital care. 

• May appeal the decision. Follow 
the instructions on the letter notifying 
of discharge date. They will be 
notified two days (48 hours! prior to 
discharge. You may designate so¬ 
meone else, a relative or friend, to 
pursue your appeal. 

The DRG system presents both a 
danger and an opportunity. Elders 
should know that under this new 
system, patients are entitled to stay 
in the hospital as long as hospital- 
level care is needed. It becomes im¬ 
perative, then, that hospitals, home 
care corporations, home health agen¬ 
cies, and elders work together to 
create cooperative programs. This is 
our opportunity to innovate programs 
such as a rapid response plan to bring 
community-based services to elders 
upon their discharge from hospilals.

feel is just a threat in itself." 

‘‘Medicine would be totally useless 
in nuclear war," Pastore said. 
‘‘Nuclear war as not a time to look for 
your doctor." 

Manion said anxiety over nuclear 
war is creating social problems now, 
even though no bombs have gone off 
in the past 40 years. 

"1 can give you the effects in one 
word: cynicism," Manion said. "The 
general sense that kids grow up with 
is hopelessness. They develop a ‘live 
for the day' attitude ... This in 
combination of a host of other factors, 
problems with the family, the church, 
a change in social mores, it is conjec¬ 
tured, lead to much of the problems 
of adolescents — suicide, violent 
crime, drug abuse." 

Pastore added that such problems 
and anxieties have spread word-wide, 
with the advent of the concept of 
nuclear winter. 

"The concept is that atmospheric 
effects after a bomb would result in 
lowering the temperature all over the 
world with catastrophic effects on 
human life and plant life.” Pastore 
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said. 

It has been mostly in the past two 
years, after the nuclear winter con¬ 
cept became popular, that media in 
countries all over the world devoted 
attention to nuclear issues, Pastore 
said. 

The local doctors said they hoped 
the pri 2 e would help change the 
political climate in America surroun¬ 
ding nuclear issues. 

Manion said that Physicians for 
Social Responsibility "for the most 
part is critical of President Reagan's 
stance because PSR feel he has not 
been pro-arms control in deed." 

He added, "We and 1PPNW feel 
that the ‘star wars' program is 
definitely provocative and most like¬ 
ly to perpetuate in a very serious way 
the arms race, rather than halt it." 

Pastore called it a "challenge" to 
work under Reagan. 

"The primary way people can 
overcome a sense of dispair over 
nuclear issues is to become actively 
involved in understanding the 
issues,” Manion said 

“We should educate ourselves as 
fully as possible about all the aspects 
of nuclear issues."

"Wc congratulate the 
police and other municipal leaders 
who helped achieve such a fine show¬ 
ing in competition with cities and 
towns across the United States.” 

Since its inception in 1937, AAA's 
Pedestrian Protection Program has 
helped reduce national pedestrian 
deaths by 48 percent. 

Communities participating in the 


AAA program are judged with others 
of comparable size and 
characteristics. Program areas 
evaluated included maintenance or 
accident records, safety legislation, 
enforcement, traffic engineering 
quality of school traffic programsand 
active public information and educa¬ 
tion programs. 

The purpose is to focus on the 
special requirements of pedestrian 
safety and to stimulate local interest 
in the development oi pedestrian- 
related programs to meet those 
needs. Winchester has not had a 
pedestrian death in two years. 

The first recorded traffic fatality- 
in the United Stales occurred in 1899 
in New York City - the victim was 
a pedestrian.

CHINA: 7000 Years ol 
Discovery is an assault to the 
senses. 

In this day of fast food, conve 
nience pack. ready made 
everything and instant gratification 
at the flick of a switch, the artifacts 
and artisans at the current Museum 
of Science exhibit overwhelm 
visitors with wonder, delight, 
reverence and joy. 

Traditional definitions are startl¬ 
ed. Words such as art, craft, preci¬ 
sion and patience develop new 
depth and emotion. 

Parameters of time have no 
meaning here in this 20.000 square- 
foot exhibit of innovation and im¬ 
agination. Each display and 
discovery lorces the viewer further 
into unknown corners ol awe and 
amzement. 

In its only East Coast ap 
pearance, the exhibit presents over 
300 artifacts, in themselves 
remarkable. The show features 10 
teams of artisans as well. 

This combination of product 
and process is Ihe undoing of any 


complacency Boston-based viewers 
might have had. 

Using techniques nov. 
thousands ol years old. these aitisK 
demonstrate many innovation: or 
ancient China, including silk weav¬ 
ing. papermaking, wood carving 
wood block printing, kite making 
dough doll making, pottery making 
and double-sided embroidery 

The exhibit is participatory 

Visitors can touch, smell, listen 
read, question, watch and ex 
periment. 

Mostly they marvel. 

Volunteer translators roam Mu 
exhibit, offering a link between the 
audience and the artisan. Com 
munication may be limited but the 
universal language of applause and 
admiration works. 

Throughout most of its history, 
China has been isolated from the 
rest of the civilized world. In that 
context, its stream of inventions, 
often coming centuiries ahead of 
other countries, becomes even 
more staggering.

Rao Bi-You is one of lour peo 
pie in the world skilled in a new 
technique of double-sided em 
broidery. 

Wong Zheng-Hengs woodblock 
prints are so accurate they are con¬ 
fused with the original. 

Wang Zhi-Wau designs and 
paints kites. 

One piece of Rao Bk-You's 
finished work can take up to a full 
year to complete and sells for 
thousands of dollars. She does not 
own one of her embroideries, 


although she does embroider her 
own clothes. 

She has been doing double- 
sided embroidery for more than 20 
years and is at least the third 
generation in her family skilled in 
this crafl. She has two daughters, 
ages 13 and 9, and will teach them 
the ancient art if they wish to learn 
it. 

Wong Zheng-Heng was born in 
1935 in Beijing Province, and has 
studied woodblock art for years

Assaulting The Senses 


Another ceramic acheivement, 
certainty of a different nature, is the 
replica of two almost life-size war¬ 
riors and horse. They represent a 
tiny parcel of the 7500 day horses 
and soldiers, colorfully painted and 
equipped with real weapons and 
chariots, buried 2200 years ago 
near the tomb of Qin Shi Huang Di. 
He was the emperor who unified 
China and ordered the completion 
of the Great Wall. 

Bronze casting was an 
outgrowth of ceramic ac¬ 
complishment. 

The Chinese developed techni¬ 
ques for lining, smelting and 
casting metal ore about 4000 years 
ago. 

One vessel on display, a replica 
of one reputed to be the largest 
Chinese bronze vessel ever found, 
is 3020 years old and weighs 2000 
pounds. 

A bronze wash basin, decorated 
with intricate dragon designs, is 
more than a wash basin. When 
rubbed along its rim, a ringing is

Consider the exact replica on 
display of the simplified armillary 
buill in 1270 A.D. at the Purple 
Mountain Observatory in Nanjing. 
This large astronomical instrument, 
made up of interlocking rings, 
tracked stars and planets and 
measured their relative positions at 
different times of the year. 

The Emperor of China was view¬ 
ed as the link between heaven and 
earth. Every Imperial government 
had its own Bureau of Astronomy 
charged with indentifying heaven¬ 
ly happenings in advance. 

Chinese astronomers ac¬ 
cumulated what is probably the 
world's most meticulous and con¬ 
tinuous record of the heavens* 
movements. This instrument pro¬ 
duced the earliest written record of 
what is known today as Halley’s 
Cornel. 

Aside from its purpose, the ar- 
milliary is a magnificent piece. 
Carved entirely from wood, its large 
support pieces are entwined with 
exquisite and ornate dragons. 

Art or technology? 


And then there’s the silk 
brocade. 

China originated silk produc¬ 
tion in the year 2600 B.C, Legend 
says that the Goddess of Silkworm 
presented silk to the Yellow 
Emperor as a reward for victory in 
battle. For thousands of years. 
China monopolized the world's silk 
industry. History says that the 
Roman Empire was threatened with 
bankruptcy from its tremendous 
import of Chinese silk, 

The two-story draw loom, one of 
the most prominent displays in the 
exhibit, was invented almost 2000 
years ago. Only a few of these are 
used today in China, primarily for 
demonstration purposes. 

Two artisans operate the loom. 
They are among the handful of 
craftsmen still familar with this 
lyrical form of weaving. 

The design for Ihe brocade is 
programmed like a computer and 
involves tying thousands of threads 
to harnesses. It takes three months. 

The weaver controls the shuttles 
containing the colored silk threads 


yet he does not see the design take 
shape. It is Ihe draw boy. in the 
tower atop the second story of the 
loom, who pulls the vertical threads 
to determine the position of each 
color and confirm the pattern. 

They work together using occa¬ 
sional visual or sound cues. 

The pattern design now on the 
loom is about 1000 years old. The 
team would usually complete eight 
inches a day. Here at the exhibit, 
they average four inches. 

Why is china called china? 

More than 1000 years before 
Germany began making porcelain 
in 1709, the Chinese discovered the 
art of firing clay to its highest refine¬ 
ment - fine white porcelain or 
"china". 

One outstanding example is a 
four-foot high porcelain flower vase, 
containing over 100 paper thin 
porcelain flowers, each individual¬ 
ly hand-made. 

Using basic techniques from 
over 2000 years ago. four master 
craftsmen invested over 20.000 
man-hours to create this piece. 


highlight Chinese acheivements in 
astronomy. papermaking, 

mechanics, magnetism and ex- 
ploiation, silk weaving and em¬ 
broidery. gunpowder, medicine, 
architecture, bronze casting, pot 
tery and porcelain as well as many 
traditional handicrafts. 

The exhibits bills itself as 70 
centuries of Chinese science, art 
and technology. But which is 
which? 

The attention to detail, the 
dedication to excellence, the ex¬ 
quisite design of scientific tools, 
mechanical instruments and 
funereal fiqures further confounds 
the senses. 

Time, that short-changed ingre¬ 
dient of today, was invested in 
tremendous doses in each product 
and every process here. Thousands 
of man hours devoted to one piece 
fits this civilization whose history 
stretches centuries into the past. 

The works, scientific and ar¬ 
tistic. show a harmony of purpose, 
drawing function, beauty, nature, 
religion, and culture together.

Anna Russell 
Says Farewell 

Anna Russell, classical music 
satirist extraordinaire, brings her 
unique brand of hilarily lo Sym¬ 
phony Hall on Friday. Ocl. 25 at 
8:00 p.m. This final Boston ap¬ 
pearance. presented in the Wang 
Celebrity Series, is part of a na¬ 
tional farewell tour. 

Russell, now an ageless 72. has 
been poking fun at musical pom¬ 
posity for more than three decades. 
The prima donna of parody spoofs 
Verdi and Wagner operas, Gilbert 
and Sullivan, musical history and 
l the cultural elite with a cheerfulness 
! that makes even the most devoted 
music buff howl with laughter. 

She romps about on the sacred 
ground of classical music as no one 
else can ... making even a glance 
come out funny with her consum¬ 
mate liming, hilarious facial expres¬ 
sions. very prawhper" accent and 
grand/comic costumes. 

"l‘m not making this up. you 
know." is the famous defense of¬ 
fered by this merry musicologist of 
the absurd. 

Thoroughly schooled at Lon 
don's prestigious Royal College of 
Music, she studied voice, piano and 
composition with renowned British 
conductor and composer Sir Ralph 
Vaughan Williams. 

"I used to have quite a good 
voice., you know." said Russell. My 
plan was to be a brilliant opera star. 
But then I got smashed in the face 
with a hockey stick ... I lost my 
acoustics!" 

Following several disastrous 
forays into serious performance, 
she finally decided to turn to com 
edy, and she knows the secret of 
great comedy — that humor lies in 
reality. 

Anna Russell is bidding farewell 
lo touring this year in the grand 
style of the diva that she is.

Sullivan, Gilbert 
Sheer Delight 

It is December. 1890, and at 
London's Savoy Theatre the 
members of D'Oyly Carte 
Savoyards rehearse feverishly to 
prepare for a Command Perfor¬ 
mance before Queen Victoria that 
evening. 

Indeed, they triumph 
magnificently, and so does the 
enriching and rewarding production 
of Sullivan & Gilbert." a new play 
with music by Kenneth Ludwig, the 


season's opener for the Huntington 
Theatre Company at Boston Univer¬ 
sity (through Oct. 20). 

Mr. Ludwig has woven 18 of 
Gilbert and Sullivan s most belov¬ 
ed compositions into his factual 
script, staged with handsome sets 
by John Falabella and gorgeous 
costumes by David Murin. 

The audience gains a 
backstage, intimate glimpse of the 
professional and personal relation¬ 
ships of the famous pair as well as 
the incredible personalities of the 
original D'Oyly Carte Company and 
the operettas that have become part 
of our international heritage. 

When we meet the two diverse 
personalities, they have been team 
ed together for 19 years and have 
collaborated on 12 operettas. Com¬ 
poser Sir Arthur Sullivan (Michael 
Allinson). mild-mannered and refin¬ 
ed. is an elegant bachelor, moves 
in society circles, and is overly 
solicitious to the Queen's whims. 
He has been knighted and has join 
ed up with a new lyricist on 
Ivanhoe." much to Gilbert's dis¬ 
dain. He considers his efforts with 
Gilbert merely a frivolity and their 
fame as fleeting. 

Rotund lyricist William S. 
Gilbert (Thomas Toner), caustic and 
cantankerous, holds dedication to 
his work absolute. He is married to 
soft-spoken, sweet Kitty (Etain 
O’Malley), refuses to court the 
crown, and remains a commoner. 
He has worked solely with Sullivan 
and deems their work a significant 
contribution to the English theatre. 

Sullivan has proposed marriage 
to Violet Russell (Regina O'Malley), 
a young soprano in the company, 
but when Gilbert recalls seeing her 
perform as a dance hall singer, he 
realizes she is not suitable for 
Sullivan. When the well-meaning 
Gilbert informs Sullivan of Violet's 
past, tempers flare and both friend¬ 
ship and the Gala are in jeopardy. 

To add to Gilbert's consterna¬ 
tion. Sullivan has invited the 
Queen's son Alfred (Munson Hicks) 
to join the Company for the Gala 
and his presence proves disruptive. 

The show abounds with great 
voices, delightful dances, fine ac¬ 
ting. and, of couise. endearing 
tunes. 

Tanner(and his booming voice) 
and Allinson work magically 
together, their comedy duet is sheer 
joy. and their final confrontation, 
beautilul and touching. Pretty 
Regina O'Malley has a lovely voice 
and Hicks, a delightful flair for com¬ 
edy. Etain O'Malley is winning as 
peace making Kitty and Thomas 
Carson scores as the producer of 
the Savoy operas. 

Kudos to the principal 
Savoyards Michael Connolly (who 
also recreated the great staging of 


musical numbers), and Terry Run¬ 
nels, Anthony Emeric. Kevin Dear- 
inger. Diane Armstead. Joanna 
Glushak, and Catherine Gaines. 

Add the top-notch direction of 
Larry Carpenter and the musical 
adaptation and direction of the fine 
orchestra by John Clifton (both on 
stage and in the pit) and the results 
are truly bellissino! Even G & S 
would have been proud.

Heartbeats thump threatening¬ 
ly in the night Electric lights 
flicker, then die. 

Bolted windows are suddenly 
thrust ajar by gale winds of a 
thunderstorm and a maniacal killer 
stalks the old farmhouse near the 
Vermont-New Hampshire border. 

Imagined or real? 

To find out. see the spooky 
murder mystery 'I'll Be Back Before 
Midnight" by Peter Colley, the 
season's curtain-raiser at Theatre by 
the Sea in Portsmouth, NH (through 
Nov. 2). 

Greg Sanderson (John Hickok) 
has rented the isolated place for his 
wife Jan (Kate Phelan) to recuperate 
in after four months of incarcera¬ 
tion for hospital therapy. Greg is a 
university professor who jogs for 
relaxation and downs vitamins by 
the fistfull. He has taken a sab¬ 
batical to care for his wife of six 
years, during which time he has 
been sustained by the many grants 
obtained for him by Jan's father, 
head of the department, while he 
concentrates on his thesis. 

The landlord is George 
Willowby (Frank T. Wells), a crusty 
native who swills down whiskey by 
the tumbler. He casually notes that 
some folks think the house is 
haunted and that previous tenants 
claimed to have seen ghosts, all 
stemming from the killing of a 
farmer s daughter by a hermit fifty 
years ago. Indeed, he claims. 

Whenever there's a murder in 
these parts you find a pool of blood 
in the exact spot on the floor where 
the young girl was murdered!" 

Jan is frightened and tense ... 
hypertense ... and the news that 
Greg's sister Laura (Maxine Taylor- 
Morris). a cosmopolitan account ex¬ 
executive, arriving within the hour 
to spend a few days adds to her con¬ 
sternation. 

Animosity has always existed 
between the two. each vying to 
possess Greg. It was immediately 
after the death of Greg and Laura's 
mother that Jan’s troubles com¬ 
menced. that the siblings started 
referring to her "vivid imagination.” 
and that she became convinced that 


she was hallucinating. Or was she? 

I here's many a strange twist 
and unexpected turn in Colley's 
script and by the final curtain, stab 
bings. shotgun killings, dead and 
buried corpses reappearing, litter 
the stage!

Alter you have chosen new draper¬ 
ies for your home, attention to their 
care will give your draperies the 
longest possible life.

It has been determined 
through testing that lined drapes 
should wear for five years; unlined, 
four. 

With special care, these years can 
be beautiful years for your windows.

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Ten tips for low maintenance living 


A key to low maintenance living is*, 
lecting basic decor elements for your 
home that are easy to care for. 

Carpeting, a major household invest¬ 
ment and one of your most important 
decorating considerations, should be se¬ 
lected with color, texture and style in* 
mind. These arc important factors in 
carpet maintenance. 

Here are 10 tips for easy carpel care 
that you should remember. 

• Select a level loop pile carpet, made 
with tufted yam loops ofthc same height, 
for high-traffic areas like hallways and 
children's rooms. Soil tends to stay on 
topot its tight, pebbly surface, so it is easy 
to clean. It also wears well and hides 
footprints and furniture marks. 

• Remember, the carpet fiber you se¬ 
lect is critical to carpet performance. A 
man-made fiber like Du Pont Anlron 1 
nylon is more durable than natural fi¬ 
bers and provides the best in perfor¬ 
mance. color and style at a reasonable 
price. 

• If you have pets, consider a dense, 
low-cut pile carpet that will not show 
claw marks easily. 

• Carpet reduces foot fatigue and 
breakage in the kitchen, but in this room 
and the dining room, where food and 
drink abound, avoid light, solid-color car¬ 
pels in favor of subtle prints and multi¬ 
color saxonies that help hide stains. 

• The most important thing you can 
do to protect your carpet is regular vac¬ 
uuming. Thorough vacuuming once a 
week will help your carpet look belter 
and last longer. 

• Clean up spills and stains immedi¬ 
ately. Never rub or brush a spill or spot: 
use a blotting or dabbing motion. 

• Use a spoon or the back of a knife 


Understanding 
carpet texture 

The texture of carpet determines its 
appearance and performance. Un¬ 
derstanding texture will help you se¬ 
lect the carpeting that best suits your 
needs. 

There are three basic carpet 
textures: 

l,oop pile is how niosl carpet starts 
out. Varying nr cutting the loop cre¬ 
ates different styles and patterns. 

I.m’l loop pile carpet is made with 
tufted loops of the same height, left 
uncut. It has a tight, pcbblv surface 
that can take hard wear, hiding fonl- 
printsand furniture marks. Soil lends 
to stay on the surface, making it easy 
to clean. 

Multi-level loop pile carpet is con¬ 
structed of different height loops, cre¬ 
ating a sculptured or patterned 
surface. The design of the carpet hides 
dust and dirt better than a level loop 
texture, but it is not quite as wear 
resistant. 

Cut pile carpets have the top of the 
loop sheared off. creating some very 
luxurious textures: 

Velvet or plush textures have an 
evenly cut pile, very similar to a vel¬ 
vet fabric. The yarns have very little 
twisl and stand upright, with the ends 
blending together for a smooth sur¬ 
face. Plush carpets lend to show foot¬ 
prints easily and may also have a 
shaded effect, depending on how light 
hits the pile. 

A saxony texture is similar to a 
plush carpet: however, the yarns have 
more twist, giving them a pinpoint 
definition. Each yarn isdistinct and is 
hcat-scl to lock the twist into the yarn. 
Saxony texlurcs are very popular due 
to their rich surface fnish. 

Frieze (pronounced free-zay) car¬ 
pets are made of tightly twisted heat- 
set yarns that have an overall nubby 
appearance. They wear very well, hid¬ 
ing footprints. dirt and dust. 

Cut and loop textures arc a combi¬ 
nation of cut-pile and loop-pile yarns. 
The shorter loops are left uncut, and 
the top level is sheared, creating a 
sculptured effect. Cut and loop is 
slight; less durable than mulli-lcve! 
loop carpets. 

I t/t-sheared texture has yarns of 
ihe same height bui some loops arc 
eui flic effect is more luxurious than 
j level loop carpet, although it docs 
not hide footprints ijuite as well. 

Random neuriny combines multi¬ 
level loop yarns, shearing off the tops 
t)I the highest loops. Ibis combina¬ 
tion texture is also considered very 
luxurious. 

I shag texture has long pile yarns, 
cither looped or cut. ^ 


to remove semi-solid or greasy sub¬ 
stances from carpeting. 

• To get up chewi ng gu m or wax from 
a carpet, freeze the spot with an ice cube, 
shatter the frozen mass with a hammer, 
vacuum up the chips, apply solvent, wait 
a fewminutesand then blot upthc stain. 

• If you get a small cigarette burn or 


other burn on your carpet, just snip off 
the darkened fibers and wipe with a 
sponge, soaplcss cleaner and water. 


• If you vacuum regularly and re¬ 
move stains promptly, your carpel 
should only need to be shampooed every 


one to three years. When it starts to look 
dull, it's time for a shampoo.

created. The vibrations cause dan¬ 
cing bubbles to rise up from the 
water. 

Another major contribution was 
the invention of paper, placed in 
history at about 105 A.D, Before 
paper, the Chinese used wood, 
stone, bronze, bone, bamboo, even 
silk, as writing surfaces. 

By the fifth century, uses includ¬ 
ed wrapping paper, writing paper, 
paper napkins and even toilet 
paper. 

Today paper production is 
automated, except for artists' paper 
used for wood block printing, water- 


color and ink and brush drawing. 

Artisans demonstrate its pro¬ 
duction done today as it was near¬ 
ly two thousand years ago, Made 
one sheet at a time, a large screen 
is dipped into a vat of water contain¬ 
ing a mixture of bamboo, mulberry 
bark and sizing. 

The evolution of printing in 
China is noted in its simplest form 
in the Shang Dynas- 
ty(c. 1600-11 OOB.C.). Moveable 
type, made of clay characters 
heated In resin, appeared here 1100 
centuries ago, 300 years before the 
first printing press in the West. 

The creative and systematic 


precision of the Chinese is outstan¬ 
ding in the exhibit's display of 
medicine. 

Based on the premise of a com¬ 
plementary alignment of the "ying" 
and "yang". Illness is viewed as an 
improper balance of these two 
drives. 

Therapy consists of herbal 
prescriptions, massage, acupunc¬ 
ture and gymnastics, Mental wellbe¬ 
ing has been for centuries a key 
ingredient to good health. 

Five thousand years of in 
vestigation made the Chinese ex¬ 
pert in the uses of herbal therapy. 
On display is a chest of drawers 


containing dozens of herbs to be 
sniffed and sampled by visitors. 

Mulberry leaves alleviate diz¬ 
ziness and sore eyes; mint leaves 
treat cold and headaches; chalcan- 
thile remediates serious sore 
throats and mental illness; stems 
from purple perillae cures the ab¬ 
dominal pain of late pregnancy. 

Acupuncture, practiced as ear¬ 
ly as the fifth century B.C., applies 
pressure through the use of steel or 
gold needles to specific points of 
the body related to certain organs. 
The Chinese identified 14 major 
acupuncture tracks and 354 acu¬ 
points. 


Recent Canadian research now 
shows a connection between 
acupuncture treatment and the 
release of endorphin, the brain s 
natural pain killer. 

Much of the medical discoveries 
were closely related to Daolsm, a 
system of religious mysticism 
focusing on nature and its work¬ 
ings. Seeking an elixir for immor¬ 
tality, the Chinese inadvertantly 
discovered gunpowder. Its weapon 
potential was noted but it was also 
used for fireworks and weather 
control. 

Respect for nature is apparent in

foundation grants helped to under¬ 
write total costs. 

"There was no demand for 
demonstrations of this kind. Before 
the show, the Chinese people didn't 
realize how much interest there was 
in these ancient crafts. The reaction 
to the show has been incredible. 

"My job is two fold. I act as an 
advocate for the artisans and I make 
sure that everytning related to the 
show goes smoothly. 

"I tread a thin line. I'm Chinese- 
American and the Chinese think 


that once Chinese, always Chinese." 

Chang is largely responsible for 
arrangements here. She knew the 
visiting artists would want their own 
kitchens as they have difficulty with 
Western foods ahd find the cooking 
in Chinese restaurants here to have 
significanty altered tastes. 

"They often find that the food is 
not hot enough!" said Chang. 

Apartment mates were selected 
by province and cooking 
preferences, said Y, C. Hu, who lives 
in Belmont. Yu is a retired professor 


from Harvard and is here as a 
volunteer at least once a week. 

"They come from so many pans 
of China," said Yu. "The tastes and 
customs are very different." 

The housing site near the Com¬ 
bat Zone places the visitors near 
common food sources, yet did pro¬ 
duce some surprises. 

"It gets kind of funky there,” 
said Chang. "At first, they thought 
there were strange neighborhoods 


in America. 

“Now they know to walk around 
a block or so. 

"It’s an unfortunate trade off of 
the familar and the unfamilar. 

Chang organizes a variety of 
trips for the visitors who have, to 
date, visited the Topsfield Fair, The 
Massachusetts College of Art. The 
Wang Computer Institute and par¬ 
ticipated in a whale watch. 

"They were fascinated by the 
whale watch. It is a different con¬ 


cept for them. This development of 
an appreciation ol nature is much 
more a luxury of a wealthy society." 

Chang applauds the role of the 
600 volunteers who contribute to 
the smooth operation of the exhibit. 

Volunteers spend at least one 
three and one-half hour session per 
week at the exhibit. Over the past 
few months, friendships with the ar 
tisans have blossomed through 
non verbal communication and a 
common interest. 

Chang tells of volunteers from 
Seattle and Atlanta who have 
visited "their"artisans on recent 
trips to China. 

"They do develop amazing 
friendships with each other. 

Many went this summer to the 
homes of volunteers for dinner. 
Barbeques were big.' 1 

The Chinese were initially awed 
by American living arrangements. 
In China, they live rent-free in apart¬ 
ments in the same neighborhood as 
their place of work. 

Chang reports that the Chinese 
find public transportation system of 
Boston to be quite "challenging". 

In China, Xie Sheng Wang, one 
of the two potters here, earns $50 
per month. He works six days a 
week and considers himself to be 
well-off. 

He is the chief designer in a fac 
tory of 1700 people and crreates 
the designs for pottery produced 
there. His wife and son also work 
there. 

The work day runs from 7 
a.m.to 5:30 p.m. and includes a 
three-hour midday break. 

Wang enjoys the opportunity 
here to see a piece of pottery 
through its entire process, said his 
volunteer guide. In China, such 
works are produced by assembly 
line. As many as 70 people may 
work on one item. 

The artisans receive double pay 
here in Boston. At first, by Chinese 
standards, this seemed to be a 
fortune. 

"They quickly learned," said 
Chang. "They are now aghast at 
what things cost here. Salaries go 
differently here and in China. 

"Here they want to buy lots of 
electronic goodies to take home to 
their families. In China, people's 
wealth is measured by how many 
things plug into the walls." 

The visitors are enjoying their 
stay here, reports Chang. 

“They do find it very different, 
but they like it!" 

Artisans return home to China 
at the end of each exhibit. Most 
have families there and look for¬ 
ward to tfv se reunions.

O’Connell said, “I hope this is 
taken with seriousness.” He has 
previously expressed his opposition to 
a smoking ban.

The ventilation system was tested 
last June and again in September by 
tile Division of Occupational Hygiene.

Massachusetts towns and cities 
will Icel new pinches to their budgets 
if state and lederal tax cuts go 
through, Sen. Richard Kraus (D- 
Arlinglon, Winchester) said Iasi 
week. 

Speaking al a press conference in 
Winchester Town Hall, Kraus 
estimated that state spending — if no 
federal or stale cuts go inlo effect — 
would rise by $852 million next fiscal 
year. That would translate to a 6 per¬ 
cent spending hike for municipalities, 
the senator said. 

Rut circumstances and many 
measures under consideration would 
whittle that 6 percent into a drop in 
spending, Kraus said. 

Kraus voted for one such measure. 


a hill that would repeal the slate’s 7’a 
percent income tax surcharge. 

The bill assumed that the state 
wuuld impose a new corporate tax 
and would pick up a federal cigarette 
tax. However, Kraus said, signs now 
indicate the federal government will 
keep its cigarette tax. 

Other threats to local government 
include (he loss of $130 million in 
federal revenue sharing funds; a 
potential $60 million increase 
municipalities may have to pay into 
Medicare; and a ruling that govern¬ 
ment employees be paid overtime 
wages for overtime work rather than 
be given compensatory time off. 

“Just that change alone it is 
estimated could cost $30 million to 
local goverments in Massachusetts," 
Kraus said. 

In addition, towns may lose the 
tax-exempt status for setting bonds. 
"If that is laken away, the cost of bor¬ 
rowing goes up," the senator said. 
"We don't know what the costs would 
be."

“The cuts are not going to fall 
even-handediy. Most of the impact 
will be on local government,” Kraus 
said. 

Kraus said that some senators feel 
uncomfortable with the income sur¬ 
tax repeal but various considerations 
made them vote for it. 

“A lot of government officials talk¬ 
ed about cuts that would happen 
under Proposition 2' z which never 
came,” Kraus said. “Now, people are 
leery that when they talk about cuts, 
people will not believe them.” 

In addition, senators must con¬ 
sider the political effects a successful 
lax-cutting ballot question would 
have. 

“The rational thing lo do would be 
to wait until the feds make up their 
mind” about cuts, Kraus said. But 
state legislators cannot wait, the 
senator said, because they must sel 
their own lax codes in time for next 
year.

Tiny Pleasures Often Go Unnoticed 


tou can understand, when you 
think about it a little, why Eve found 
that apple so tempting before the cur¬ 
tain of history rose on us ail here: 
there's nothing nicer than taking the 
first bite of a thing. 

Apples, especially, give pleasure 
at first bile. There they are so perfect¬ 
ly formed, so hurslingly round, shin¬ 
ing with their red cheeks like 
schoolchildren on October mornings. 

You take that first bile, the skin 
bursts apart with a satisfying crack; 
white foamy juices shoot forth to drib¬ 
ble down vour chin. Poor Eve: what 
did she know about the Tree of 
Knowledge of Good and Evil? She just 
wanted first crack at a Macintosh. 

We all relish the initial sampling 
of a thing. 

Think about the circular sea of 
peanut but ter stretched placidly in its 
just-opened jar. No knife has touch¬ 
ed it yet. A liny wave even remains 
where the filling machine left off with 
its task. 

I look upon this and sense a kinship 
with Balboa when he first beheld the 
Pacific Ocean, with .Joseph Smith 


when he first looked down at the 
Great Salt Lake and said "This is the 
place.” 

A new jar of peanut butter is 
definitely the place. 

So is the first whiff of coffee, 
scooped fresh from its brown paper 
package. It smells like sunrise in the 
Andes, like a state dinner in Xanadu, 
like being wide awake and up past 
your bedtime when the grownups trot 
out all the aromatic and pungent and 
forbidden tilings you're not old 
enough to think about yet. 

Consider the first bite of an ice 
cream cone, those earliest nibbles 
around the foothills of the great 
creamy mountain. People approach 
these reverently, with tiny worship¬ 
ful pecks, their eyes on distant 
horizons of bliss Watch them having 
the first go at a cone and you’ll think 
you’re in church. 

And what about the first night of 
sleep in sheets just in from the 
clothesline? Sheets pummelled into 
cleanliness by (he strong arms of 
powerful detergent, then billowed and 
whipped into pure cotton fragrance by 


a no-nonsense wind from out of the 
west. 

There are so many tiny pleasures 
like this in life that go too easily 
unremarked and uncelebrated. 

Consider the first hours you spend 
with hair still fresh from shampooing. 
It webs about your head, leavened by 
health and air and the protein that 
constitutes it. "Clean!", it sings in 
your ear; "Perfumed!” it breathes, 
as you move your head quickly and 
catch scents too good to have come 
from a bottle. 

We all hold memories of first 
things dear to our hearts. There was 
the first piece of chalk sometimes, 
removed with permission from the 
teacher’s store in the closet over by 
the cloakroom; the first wobbly word 
written that day on the vast powdered 
expanse of his blackboard. 

There was the first day of school 
always, with clothes starched and 
shoes shining; the new pencil case, 
with its snappy arsenal of protractors 
and writing instruments; the new 
teacher who smiled as if she 
understood you alone above all 
others, and would never cause you to 


hang humiliated by the side of your 
desk, sweating and bereft of answers. 

There was the first dance, the first 
declaration of love, the first time you 
ever held hands with a member of the 
opposite sex. There were all those 
early moments, sanctified now by the 
many turnings of the years. 

And there were later firsts too, the 
first days of a marriage perhaps; the 
first nights spent in the home that was 
yours alone; later, if you were bless¬ 
ed in this way, the first time you held 
the baby that your love constructed, 
all warm and small and frail against 
your breast. 

There's no end, it seems, to the 
number of first moments a person can 
come up with. The world is made new 
for us every morning, after all; 
children know this better than 
anyone. 

And as for that first bite Eve 
couldn't resist taking of the ap¬ 
ple. God knew she was destined to 
lake it. He even wanted her to take it, 
maybe, lie wants us to taste His 
world, I think; he wants us to find it 
good.

The House and Senate. 'Beacon 
Hill Roll (’all” records local represen¬ 
tatives' votes on 13 roll calls and local 
senators' votes on 5 roll calls Irom the 
week of October 14-18. 

SEAT BKLTSfll 6191)- House 
B5-66. Senate 24-13. accepted the 
House-Senate conference committee 
version of the bill requiring the use of 
i seatbelts by automobile drivers and 
,p 4 iskengq£s beginning in January 
1 198$. The measure allows police to im- 
ggs£ a $15 fine only alter the vehicle 
rs - stopped for another traffic violation 
and includes provisions for a non¬ 
binding referendum on the law to ap¬ 
pear on the November 198(1 ballot. 

Supporters said the bill will save 
lives, prevent injuries and lower in¬ 
surance rales. Opponents said seal 
belts often cause injuries and death 
and claimed the hill is another exam¬ 
ple of government intrusion into peo¬ 
ple’s lives. 

A “Yea” vole is for the bill. A 
“Nay” vole is against it. 

The House and Senate later gave 
final approval to the bill and sent it 
to Governor Dukakis. 

Sen. Richard Kraus voted yes. 

Rep. Sherman Saltmarssh voted 
no. 

GENERIC 1>RUGS(S 25171- 
Senate 28-9. approved an amendment 
to a bill mandating that a pharmacist 
substitute a generic drug for a brand 
name one unless the doctor writes his 
or her initials or the words “no 
substitution” on the prescription 
form. The amendment prohibits the 
use of initials and requires the doctor 
to write “no substitution.” 

Amendment supporters said the 
amendment further encourages the 
use of generic drugs which help save 
money for consumers. Some op¬ 
ponents said the doctor’s initials 
should be allowed to dictate that the 
brand name be prescribed. Others 
said both the amendment and the hill 
go too far by mandating substitution 
of generic drugs. 

A “Yea” vole is for the amend¬ 
ment. A “Nay” vote is against it. 

Kraus voted yes. 

ACIIHXK LADIU). Senate 37-0, 
approved resolutions applauding the 
courage and action taken by Presi¬ 


dent Reagan to insure that the Achille 
Lauro hijackers are apprehended, 
prosecuted and punished and express¬ 
ing the Massachusetts Senate’s sup¬ 
port of the effort to combat terrorism. 

Supporters said the Senate should 
go on record as supporting Reagan’s 
actions. 

A “Yea” vote is for the resolution. 

Bachrach voted yes. 

ZONING(li 6jJ05)- Senate 27-9, 
gave near final approval to a com¬ 
plicated zoning bill allowing a person 
whose subdivision plan was approv¬ 
ed and who placed the lots into 
separate ownership between 1909 and 
1975 under the stale’s old zoning laws, 
to be grandfathered in and to retain 
protection under the slate's pre-1975 
laws. These pre-1975 laws essential¬ 
ly allowed these lots to be exempt 
from any changes in a community’s 
zoning laws. 

Supporters said the bill simply 
clarifies the situation and returns pro¬ 
tection to a small group of people who 
had this protection taken away from 
them in 1975. Opponents said the bill 
was unfair and takes power away 
from local cities and towns. 

A “Yea” vote is for the bill. A 
“Nay” vote is against it. 

Kraus voted yes. 

ESCAPE- Senate 34-1. approved 
resolutions requesting the Secretary 
of Human Services to make an in¬ 
vestigation into the circumstances 
surrounding the escape of Arthur 
Chouinard from the custody of North¬ 
ampton State Hospital and to include 
in his report to the Senate recommen¬ 
dations for legislation to prevent the 
occurrence of similar escapes in the 
future. 

Supporters explained that 
Chouinard. who faced 36 grand jury 
indictments, including kidnapping 
and rape, escaped when he was taken 
to a movie theater and left unattend¬ 
ed. Opponents offered no arguments. 

A “Yea” vole is for the resolutions, 
A “Nay” vote is against them. 

Kraus voted yes. 

SURTAX (II 6510)- House 150-1, 
refused to concur with the Senate ver¬ 
sion of a tax package including repeal 
of the 7.5 percent surtax. 

The Senate version repeals the 
surtax in January, replaces the $2200 


personal exemption with a graduated 
vanishing one. increases the tax on 
cigarettes, and reinstates the 
“unitary tax” under which companies 
in the state that do business out of 
state pay taxes on those out-of-stale 
operations. 

The House version simply phases 
out the surtax over three years. 

Supporters of the House version 
said the Senate package raises some 
taxes and hurls the high lech in¬ 
dustry. Suporlers ot the Senate ver¬ 
sion said it offers more flexibility and 
room for adjustment. 

A “Yea" vote is for the Senate ver¬ 
sion. A “Nay” vote is against it. A 
conference commit tee will now draft 
a compromise version of the bills. 

Saltmarsh voted no. 

MORE SURTAX(11 (5510)- House 
1 12-36, rejected a motion to substitute 
the House tax package for the Senate 
one. 

Supporters said this will send a 
clear message to the Senate that the 
House is opposed to tax hikes and a 
“unitary tax” and is committed to a 
simple phaseout of the surtax. Op¬ 
ponents agreed the House version is 
better but claimed it is wiser to ap¬ 
point a conference committee to pre¬ 
vent a stalemate resulting from each 
branch insisting on its version. 

A “Yea” vote is for substituting 
the House version. A “Nay” vole is 
against it. 

Saltmarsh voted yes. 

GUNSdi 0(599)- House 93-42, gave 
near final approval and sent to the 
Senate the bill changing the current 
system of firearms licensing. The 
measure provides that local police 
chiefs may deny a license only if they 
can produce substantial evidence that 
the applicant should not be licensed 
and specifically excludes only per¬ 
sons under 18 and those convicted of 
a felony or drug charge. 

Supporters, noting currently local 
police chiefs have wide discretion 
which is often used unfairly, said the 
bill simply establishes uniform 
statewide standard. 

Opponents, claiming the bill will 
make it difficult to deny anyone a 
license, said the measure lakes power 
away from local police chiefs who are 
good judges of their local com¬ 
munities. 

A "Yea” vole is for the bill. A 
“Nay” vote is against it. 

Saltmarsh voted yes. 

TESTdl 0099J- House 99-51, re¬ 
jected a lengthy amendment in¬ 
cluding provisions requiring gun 
license applicants to successfully pass 
a written and practical exam in the 
safe handling and use of firearms ad¬ 
ministered by police departments or 
National Rifle Association clubs. 

The amendment also requires ap¬ 
plicants who fail the test to take a gun 
course before taking I lie test again. 

Amendment supporters said the 
amendment would insure gun owners 
are educated and knowledgeable 
about guns. Opponents said the 
amendment is too restrictive and 
noted the problem of liability for gun 
clubs administering the tests. 

A “Yea” vote is for the amend 
ment. A “Nay” vote is against it. 

Saltmarsh voted no. 

REASON(II 661)91- House 88-58, ap¬ 
proved a gun bill amendment to in¬ 
clude the question “For what purpose 
do you seek a license?*' on the license 
application form. 

Amendment supporters said this is 
reasonable and will offer important 
information about the applicant Op¬ 
ponents said the question is 
unreasonable and claimed the bill in¬ 
cludes sufficient safeguards. 

A “Yea” vote is for the amend 
ment. A “Nay” vote is against it.

MORE REASON!II 6699)- House 
91-50, rejected an amendment requir¬ 
ing that a gun license be issued pro¬ 
vided that (he applicant has good 
reason to fear injury to himself or 
herself or property or lor any other 
proper purpose including target 
practice. 

Amendment supporters said this 
would restrict a person’s gun use to 
slated purposes. Opponents said the 
amendment guts the bill and leaves 
the door open to discrimination, 

A “Yea” vote is for the amend¬ 
ment. A “Nay” vole is against it. 

PENALTY(II 6699)- House 101-35, 
approved a gun bill amendment pro¬ 
viding a minimum $500 fine or five 
days imprisonment for any applicant 
who knowingly lies on his or her 
license application. 

Amendment supporters said this 
will insure a harsh penalty for people 
who lie. Opponents, noting the bill 
already provides for revocation of a 
license if the applicant lies, said Ihe 
amendment goes too far. 

A “Yea” vote is for the amend¬ 
ment A “Nav” vole is against it. 

Saltmarsh voted yes. 

JAILSdl 6697)- House 132-7, gave 
near final approval and sent to the 
Senate a $231 million plan for the 
takeover of county jails and houses of 
correction by I lie state.

Kindergarten 

Winchester's pilot full-day 
kindergarten program had a signifi¬ 
cant impact on its students, according 
to an extensive research report 
presented to the School Committee by 
evaluators Dr. Barbara Dillon Good- 
son and Dr. Joan S. Oltingcr. 

According to the report, students 
in the all-day program scored 
significantly higher on reading and 
number skills and computer educa¬ 
tion skills than their half-day 
counterparts. 

In addition, they were found to be 
generally more mature and respon¬ 
sive, to have belter focus and atten¬ 
tion, and to be belter able to read 
independently. The evaluators prais¬ 
ed all-day kindergarten teacher Jane 
Martel and the kindergarten teachers 
in all of Winchester schools. They 
are: Chris Wolfe at Vinson-Owen, 
Louise Barker at Lincoln, Linda 
Preston at Ambrose, Betty Johnson at 
Lynch, Anna Oliver at Muraco and 
WIN's Cheryl Norris and Cynthia 
Papoulias.

Ask The Educators 


Joint Program 
Is Underway 


Stephen (’. Farrell 
Director, l.AWW Program 

Question: The Winchester Public 
School system is working with three 
other towns lo create a program for 
working with local businesses. Ilow 
did this program start, and what docs 
it hope to accomplish? 

Answer: Three years ago, Sen. 
Richard A. Kraus invited the 
superintendents of schools from Lex¬ 
ington, Arlington, Winchester and 
Woburn iL A W W.) lo discuss how 
they might work together lo counter 
(he effects of reduced financial sup- 
porl for education resulting from Pro¬ 
postion 2and simultaneous federal 
cut backs. 

The discussion produced a consen¬ 
sus that both inter-school system and 
school system/business community 
collaborations held significant pro¬ 
spects for maintaining their quality 
education services. 

The superintendents, through a 
matching grant from the 
Massachusetts Department of Educa- 
I ion, hired a consultant to determine 
the feasibility of a partnership among 
the four school systems and their 
business communities 

From December, 1984, through 
June 1985, the superintendents 
established Ihe program's goals, 
made presentations to business 
associations (including the Chamliers 
of Commerce and the Woburn 
, Business Assn. I and 28 individual cor¬ 
porations; and. carried out a survey 
of school administrators and faculty 
requesting their suggestions for pro¬ 
jects lo develop with business 
support. 

As a result, this summer the 
superintendents agreed to formally 
implement the prbgram during the 
current school year 

The L A W W. Program is a uni¬ 
que model of partnerships for several 
reasons. First, must partnerships 
"pair" one business wilh an in¬ 
dividual school. In the L. A.W.W. pro¬ 
gram, small and moderate-sized 
businesses are requested to locus 
(heir resources on their own school 
systems. 

Large corporations (there are 
none in Arlington or Winchester) arc 
asked to share their resources wilh all 
four school systems. 

Second, partnerships generally 
work with high schools because their 
focus is primarily lo prepare students 
not going on to post-secondary educa¬ 
tion lo enter the work force, While 
career awarness and career prepara- 
lion will he integral aspects, Ihe 
L.A.W.W. program has a much 
broader focus, including opportunities 
lor administrators, faculty, students 
continuing their education, and 
parents. 

Because of this broader focus, 
business resources will he made 
available to all of the schools in each 
system as soon as possible. The 
L,A.W.W, program will begin at the 
high school level. 

The L. A.W.W. program is design¬ 
ed as a four-town collaboration. Not 
only will each school syslem develoo 


relationships with ils own business 
community, hul they also will strive 
to coordinate their needs and in¬ 
terests with each oilier (o ensure the 
most effective use of the business 
resources made available 

The superintendents outlined lour 
goals for the I. A.W.W. program. 
While some financial support will be 
needed, the emphasis of the program 
is on an exchange of human and 
material resources. 

1. To assist central office ami 
school-based administrators in im¬ 
proving their management skills 
through business-sponsored nr sup¬ 
ported training programs, and to pro 
vide technical assistance to 
administrators on specific manage¬ 
ment projects; 

2. To provide professional develop¬ 
ment opportunities to school staff, 
and to assist in Ihe develnpnienl of 
new curriculum or Hie enhancement 
of existing curriculum; 

:i To tin l ease direct services lo 
students, including career awarness. 
career prep; ration, employment, and 
other projeels; anil, 

4 To increase Ihe availability of 
school resources to participating 
businesses. 

As evidenced by the goals, the 
L A.W.W. program is open In every 
conceivable idea Mini will henefil to¬ 
day's students and tomorrow's work 
force. The possibilities for coopera¬ 
tion are limitless, and may exciting 
projects were suggested by school 
statf in the May/June survey. 

Obviously, the reality of develop¬ 
ing such a comprehensive partner¬ 
ship is that it requires a rather 
long-term process. Even though there 
is substantial willingness to join 
forces, it will take lime for the schools 
and businesses to understand each 
others' needs and interests, not lo 
mention what resources realistically 
are available. Many projects will re¬ 
quire considerable discussion before 
lliey can he implemented. 

The L.A.W.W. program is beginn¬ 
ing. The superinlendents invited the 
business associations and 28 
businesses to formally join as part¬ 
ners. and each week they receive let¬ 
ters of support. School staff and 
business representatives are meeting 
to iron out the details of several pro¬ 
jects that will begin in the nexl lew- 
weeks. 

Among those projectss are re¬ 
quests for guest lecturers from 
businesses to speak to students, 
school stall, parents, or a combina¬ 
tion of these groups When ap¬ 
propriate. we will publicize these 
lectures so that anyone interested 
may attend 

A second project focuses on visits 
by students and/or school stall to 
specific businesses for in-deplh 
presentations on what Ihe business 
does and how it is organized. A third 
project will be lo enhance existing 
career awareness and career 
preparation programs.

in-patient claims. 

Patients will be responsible for 
paying a $492 deductible for benefit 
periods starling in 19BG, according to 
Richard Cannon, district manager of 
the Cambridge Social Security Office. 
The 1985 deductible was $400, 

For care in a skilled nursing facili¬ 
ty, hospital insurance pays for all 
covered services for the first 20 days 
and all but $61.50 a day for up to 80 
more days in 1986. The 1985 figure was 
$50. 

According to Cannon, the 
Medicare medical insurance 
premium will remain the same for 
1986. The 1985-86 basic premium is 
$15.50 a month. Some people pay a 
higher rate because there were 
periods of time they could have had 
medical insurance but did not. 

The basic hospital insurance mon¬ 
thly premium will be $214 in 1986 com¬ 
pared to the 1985 rate of $174 a month. 
This premium applies only to persons 
who are not otherwise entitled to 
hospital insurance. 

The $75 medical insurance annual 
deductible will not change, Cannon 
said, because it is set in law.

Network Gives Youths A FightingChance

As it turned out. he says, the foster 
youth his daughters initially dubbed 
“a loser" turned out to be a faithful 
family friend. 

"Let's face it, within this house, 
within this family, within many 
families, there is Lhis very sheltered 
existence. 

"Having kids slay with us has 
shown all of us how lucky we are to 
have a close family. We have had to 
deal with the kinds of problems that 
are hard to believe even exist." 

Such problems, said Janet, often 
end up as part of the Jones' dinner 
table conversation. 

"We've had such topics as sex and 
boyfriends and other non-dinner table 
subjects pop up at the dinner table. 
It’s taught us how to deal with talk¬ 
ing about those things with Ihc kids, 
and how to handle the situations 
delicately.” 

Other situations, she said, served 
to leach their own children what not 
to do. 


"We had one girl who came from 
a very wealthy family and who was 
just totally rebellious. She used to get 
her kicks by hanging out in the Com¬ 
bat Zone in Boston. She was one youth 
our children never did really warm up 
to But. Ihcy learned how to tolerate 
people different from them.” 


Friendships Grow 

In the JO to 45 days that a youth 
slays with a host family, friendships 
can develop which truly affect 
everyone involved, from the youths to 
the families and the social workers. 

In the tiny, crowded Neighbor Net¬ 
work headquarters on Campbell st. in 
Woburn, workers Claudia Dunn and 
Debra Drumm talk about the success 
stories, as well as those that didn’t 
have happy endings. 

"Sonielimes you feel so great 
when you hear about a kid who end¬ 
ed up turning out alright,” said the 


youthful looking Drumm. 

"You feel like you really have 
made a difference in someone's life 
You feel like something you said or 
did — either to the kid or to the host 
family — helped make things better. 

"But what really hurts is when you 
make a fotlow-up call on a kid and 
find that they’ve gotten messed up 
once they’ve been out of the program. 

"Sometimes you find out the kid 
tried to commit suicide afterwards, or 
that they ran away. It doesn't happen 
ail the time, but it really affects you 
when you hear those kinds of stories 

Winchester’s Ann and Joel Bachr 
can fully understand how Drumm and 
Dunn feel. Susan, one of their Net¬ 
work foster youths, was eventually 
hospitalized for a drug ovedose some 
lime after she moved nut of the 
Baehrs. 

From the lime she was a little girl, 
Susan had been sexually abused by 
her father, a blue collar worker in a 


neighboring town. The father had 
similiarly molested Susan’s older 
sister, but she had never told anyone 
about it. 

When Susan finally told someone 
about what was happening, the 
psychological scars were deep. 

She was placed in traditional 
foster homes, which didn’t work out. 

Then Neighbor Network placed 
her in the Baehrs’ home. It was 
dramatically different from her own 
home, but ironically it almost seem¬ 
ed more like home than her own did. 

Seated in her expansive living 
room, Ann talked about Susan. 

"She was used to a very different 
lifestyle than ours. I mean, she used 
to watch Joel and I play music and 
cook together and she would be amaz¬ 
ed that people really do that. 

"She was shocked that we would 
show our affection to each other, like 
a kiss or hug, because she had ap¬

parently never seen thal kind of rela¬ 
tionship between her own parents. 

"In return, she would tell us about 
things that we were unfamiliar with, 
like what it was like to go to a voca¬ 
tional school. 

"Sometimes she'd talk about her 
problems at home and 1 remember 
thinking that I couldn’t believe this 
girl was here, talking to me, about 
something so devastating as sexual 
abuse. 

"She was so strong, I admired her 
for beign able to talk about an ob¬ 
viously extremely painful subject.” 

Turning away a bit, Ann talked 
about coming to grips with the way 
Susan ended up. 

”1 can’t feci self-doubt or guilt, 
because we did what we could in the 
short time wc had her with us. That’s 
one of the frustrations, 1 guess, of hav¬ 
ing short-term foster care. 

“It is sometimes so hard to let go, 
and it's doubley hard when you find 
out later that things didn’t turn out 
well." 

She said "'hen she learned that 


Susan was hospitalized for drugs, she 
and her husband, Joel, talked at 
length about their roles as Network 
foster parents. 

“1 wouldn’t drop out of the pro¬ 
gram, because I know it’s just a really 
meaningful way to help others. But it 
did make me want to take a rest from 
the program for a while.” 

Still, she says, Susan, a fighter in 
spite of a difficult, troubled life, is the 
inspiration for them to seek out more 
Network youths, It is chance, she 
says, to give back to life for a 
change. . 

Youths like Sarah are glad there 
are people like the Joneses and 
Baehrs. Because through the help of 
people like them, Sarah was finally 
able to come home without fear.

The Fantasticks

One evening last week, actor Wat- 
tie Taylor stood on the stage of the 
Winchester Unitarian Church's Met¬ 
calf Hall, dressed only in long white 
underwear and an embroidered 18th 
century coat with lace cuffs. 

Arlene Fins regarded him critical¬ 
ly. “That’s the most ridiculous thing 
I've ever seen in my life,” she said, 
nodding in approval. 

It was a rehearsal for the Win¬ 
chester Unitarian Players’ fall pro¬ 
duction of "The Fantasticks," a 
musical by Harvey Schmidt and Tom 
Jones which Fins is directing and is 
scheduled to open Nov. 1.

"Don't do two steps in place," 
Thompson was saying. "Try down, 
up, up, down, up. up."

Baehr and 
Row discussed what lo do about it 
while the dancers continued, ignoring 
them. 

Lynn Jaffe entered the hall from 
the dressing room wearing moc¬ 
casins, an Indian dress and headband 
and carrying a tom-tom. Jaffe played 
Snoopy in "You're a Good Man. 
Charlie Brown" last fall. Now she is 
playing Mortimer. “I’m waiting Tor 
the day I get to play a woman," she 
sighed. 


David Heinold now entered carry¬ 
ing a watering can accompanied by 
Michael Jacobs who carried a pair of 
pruning shears. Heinold and Jacobs 
play Bellamy and Hucklebee. the 
fathers of the two lovers. Both have 
appeared in previous productions 
with the Players. Heinold in "Man of 
La Mancha ' and Jacobs in "A Doll's 
House " 

Fins went over to the piano and 
vamped some traveling music. 
"Hello, everybody," she called out to 


the actors. "How arc you guys?" 

"Don't ask," somebody said 

"Good," Fins said cheerfully and 
began to lead them in vocal warmups. 
The actors sang scales and sol-fa. 
Row. the Mute, soundlessly mimed 
singing along with them. His face con¬ 
torted with pain as if his voice had 
cracked on a high note, he grabbed 
his throat, then winked, Row ap¬ 
peared in "What the Butler Saw" last 
spring. 

After the warmup, Fins gave the 


actors some last minute notes. 
"Tonight's the night to bring up prop 
problems, like 'Where do I gel my 
rose from?' ", 

Leslie Eggeling, the pianist, 
played a few chords.

Patriots ’ Trail Scouts Hurricane Gloria left A Stinging Reminder 
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By MAUREEN QUINLAN 

Hurricane Gloria left a calling 
card that could well bring tears to 
Winchester residents’ eyes 

Mounds of tree stumps and broken 
limbs which cluttered streets through 
town in Gloria’s aftermath are now 
being burned at the town’s transfer 
station. 

And that means smok — thick 
smoke — which can make eyes sting 
nnd throats rough, doctors say. 

Still. Department of Public Works 
Director Dominic Serratore says it is 
the most economical way to get rid of 
the remnants of Hurricane Gloria. It 
would be far too costly, he said, to 
have the debris trucked to a landfill 
out of town. 

Also, burning debris from the hur¬ 
ricane has been allowed throughout 
the Commonwealth through a special 
order of the slate Department of En¬ 
vironmental Quality Engineering. 
Communities have until Oct. 31 to 
complete the job 

Serratore, meanwhile, says he has 
not received many complaints about 
the burning. Workers at the transfer 
station on Thursday, when the smoke 
could be seen from Washington st. in 
Woburn, said (here had been several 
curiousity seekers there. 

"I have only received a few com¬ 
plaints about the debris burning at the 
transfer station.’’ said Serratore. who 
also noted that the DEQE’s blanket 
approval ends on Oct. 31. 

Meanwhile, at nearby Muraco 
School, principal Richard Young said 
the smoke has caused some inconve¬ 
nience, although there have been no 
alarming reports of trouble. 

"We had to keep the children in¬ 
side during recess for a couple of days 
because of the smoke," said Young. 

Winchester pediatrician Dr. 
Donald McLean said "the smoke 
could be irritating to children's eyes, 
but there arc no lasting affects." He 
did say, however, that if the wind was 
blowing in the direction of the school 
it could interfere with school 
operations. 

Dr Harold Wheeler, another Win¬ 
chester pediatrician, said if the bur¬ 
ning persisted for several days in a 
row, “an asthmatic child could be in 
trouble and have difficulty 
breathing.” 

Wheeler added that the effects 
would only be temporary. 

Both McCiean and Wheeler in¬ 
dicated serious danger if toxic 
substances were burned. Only trees 
and leaves are being burned at the 
dump, Serratore has said, 

Serratore also said the fire depart¬ 
ment apparatus has been at the bur¬ 
ning site each day, to ensure that the 
fires are kept under control.

It's deliciously spooky. 

Images of dank dungeons, evil 
and haunted happenings, wailings 
and clankings. black magic rituals 
under a slice of silver moon fill the 
brain. 

Creepy goblins lurk under beds. 
Ghosts swoosh through the air. 

It's almost Halloween, that 
magic time when fingers of fear 
tickle the spine. 

The minds of even the most 
sane and sedate souls can, If en¬ 
couraged, return to those tingly 
feelings and fantasies of childhood. 

Salem, with its witchy, wonder¬ 
ful history is the perfect place to 
visit during the next week. In fact, 
it offers fine adventure at any time. 

Events occuring In the year 
1692 established Salem as a witch 
city. In a period of six months, 20 
people were executed as witches. 
Nineteen were hanged and one was 
crushed to death. Of the 20 put to 
death, 14 were women. 

More than 400 people were ac¬ 
cused of withcraft at this time. More 
than 150 were imprisoned 
throughout the colony of 
Massachusetts before the Wit¬ 
chcraft Hysteria or, as it is also 
termed, the Witchcraft Delusion, 
ended. 

In the three centuries since 
then, this parcel of time has in¬ 
spired numerous books, articles, 
plays and films, including Arthur 
Miller's The Crucible and the recent 
PBS series. Three Sovereigns for 
Sarah. 

Witches appear often in Salem.

cousins, joined by friends Ann Put¬ 
nam and Elizabeth Hubbard, spent 
hundreds of hours at Tituba's side, 
hearing of fortunes and fates, 
mystery and magic. 


“You have to be aware of what 
it was like to live in Salem 300 years 
ago." says Patricia MacLeod, Direc¬ 
tor of the Salem Witch Museum. 

“People brought with them the 
pressures of Puritanism, They were 
in a new country alone, often far 
from neighbors, facing cold, starva¬ 
tion, smallpox deaths, the threat of 
Indian massacres." 

The Witch Museum offers multi- 
sensory, sight and sound, theater¬ 
like presentations. 

"It puts you back in the time and 
lets you be the judge or jury,” says 
MacLeod. 

The witchcraft legend began 
during the winter of 1691 and 1692 
in the home of Samuel Parris, the 
new minster to the Salem Village 
(now Danvers) Church. 

He brought to Salem his wife, 
his daughter Elizabeth and his niece 
Abigail Williams. Two slaves. John 
Indian and his wife Tituba were part 
of the household. 

They were from the West Indies 
where Tituba's father had been the 
tribal witch doctor. She came to 
Massachusetts with a wealth of tales 
about magic, voodoo, foreign ritual, 
and spells. 

During those long, dark and 
lonely days of winter, the two 


Soon, these young girls and 
some friends, ranging in age from 
nine to IS. began displaying 
unusual and outrageous behavior. 
They had fits and convulsions, 
bouts of crying and wailing, and 
episodes of crawling along the floor 
making dog- and cat-like sounds. 

The girls would complain of be¬ 
ing pinched and beaten by forces 
unseen. Or they’d spend long 
periods vacantly staring. 

The local doctor could find no 
physical cause for these symptoms. 

He used the only available 
diagnosis: the girls were bewitched. 

The early Salem settlers 
brought dogmatic beliefs from 
Europe to New England. Witches 
were agents of Satan. Their job was 
to contaminate civilized Christian 
communities with black magic and 
devil worship. The witches had to 
be removed from society. 

In Europe at this time, 
thousands of alleged witches were 
tried and executed without the 
benefit of a court and jury. 

The accused did stand trial in 
Salem, but much of the evidence 
used against them was "spectral" or 
spiritual. 

Anyone could accuse another 
by attributing witch like deeds to 
the accused's ghost or spirit. No 
physical proof or eye witnesses 
were needed. 


Beyond Witches: 
Salem Offerings 


Salem offers many treats and 
activities beyond those sites from 
its witchcraft period. 

First, there's the shopping. 

The East India Mall, the Essex 
Street Mall and Pickering Wharf 
are three delightful groupings of 
stores and specialty shops offering 
antiques, quilts. Asian imports, 
homemade fudge, hand-blown 
glass, kites, neon sweatshirts, and 
more. 

The Salem Marketplace was 
originally an open-air fruit and 
vegetable market and now houses 
new individual brick stalls selling 
diverse wares 

Restaurants tickle every taste 
bud and feature traditional fare 
such as steak and lobster as well as 
more unusual dining fare. 

The House of Seven Gables, 
located at 54 Turner Street, in¬ 
cludes the birthplace of writer 
Nathaniel Hawthorne and is the site 


of his famous novel. 

The Salem Maritime National 
Historic Site contains waterfront 
wharves and buildings from 
Salem's past as a foremost 
American seaport. It is located on 
178 Derby Street. 

YeOlde Pepper Companie, 122 
-Derby Street, bills itself as the 
"Oldest Candy Company in 
America.” Visitors can watch can¬ 
dy being made. 

Peabody Museum, at East India 
Square, is a fascinating place con¬ 
taining centuries of ship models, 
paintings, whaling artifacts and 
materials, Chinese export 
porcelain, early North American In¬ 
dian artifacts and scores of other 
items.

One woman was executed as a 
witch because her neighbors' cows 
died. 

Another died as a witch because 
she was seen crossing a mud pud¬ 
dle without getting her feet wet. 

Two dogs, believed by villagers 
to be possessed by the devil, were 
hung at Gallows Hill. 

Witches were also identified by 
any external mark or belmish. This 
was the "devil's mark," left by the 
devil's messenger after drawing 
blood from the witch's body. 

Sarah Good, one of Salem’s first 
citizens to be accused and executed 
as a witch, lost a child to smallpox. 
A wart on her arm supposedly in¬ 
creased in size after the child’s 
death. Accusers cited this as proof 
that she signed the devil’s book 
when her son died. 

A striking live recreation from 
Good's trial is offered at the Witch's 
Dungeon. Here. Ann Putnam 
charges Good with witchcraft 
because her barn burned down, she 
owned a yellow bird — believed to 
be her messenger for evil acts —• 
and she smoked a pipe. 

"And if you can look upon her 
now and not be afflicted, then you 
too must be a witch,'' said Ann Put¬ 
nam to presiding judge John 
Hathorne. 

Tituba's trial came next. 

Evidence was based on confes¬ 
sions she supposedly made to 
Samuel Parris. She admitted to 
once being a witch but insisted that 
she no longer followed Satan. She 
was ordered imprisoned for life. 


Within months nearly everyone 
in Salem was accused of being a 
witch or had themselves accused 
others. 

The hysteria continued to 
spread. 

The group of girls were brought 
to neighboring towns to seek out 
witches. Crying out in the presence 
of a stranger was enough evidence 
to cause imprisonment and trial. 

When Lady Phipps, wife of 
Governor William Phipps of 
Massachusetts, was accused of 
withcraft, nearly everyone realized 
that the trials had gone too far. The 
governor declared a general amnes¬ 
ty in the spring of 1693, freeing all 
those imprisoned as witches. 

Different theories have been 
proposed for Salem's Witchcraft 
Hysteria of 300 years ago. 

Could these events, mushroom¬ 
ed by the fears and rigid prohibitons 
of the time, simply resulted from 
the bordeom of adolescent girls? 

Could Tituba's tales and hyp¬ 
notic spells sufficed to create tem¬ 
porary hallucinations? 

Could toxins in the water or 
food affected the girls? 

Some blame Samuel Parris for 
igniting and exagerrating the 
claims made by the girls. They 
belive too that he beat Tituba to 
gain her confessions and accusa¬ 
tions of local residents. 

Salem has well documented this 
period of time through recreations 
and presentations based on exten¬ 
sive historical research. Fears and 
fantasies come alive and invite one 


to join Tituba and the girls during 
those long, dreary afternoons at the 
Parris farmhouse. 

The Witch Museum, located on 
the historic Salem Common, 
presents dramatic and factual 
multi-media shows on the Wit¬ 
chcraft Hysteria. 

The Witches Dungeon on 
Lynde Street, presents a re¬ 
enactment from Sarah Goode's 
trial, with accusations from Ann 
Putnam and includes a tour of the 
recreated dungeon where 150 wit¬ 
ches and warlocks awaited trial. 

The Essex Institute Museum 
complex at 132 Essex Street in¬ 
cludes three centuries of furnished 
Salem houses. The museum shows 
a multi-media accounting based on 
historical records of the witchcraft 
trials. 

The Witches House on Essex 
Street is the restored home of 
Jonathan Corwin, one of the 
famous Salem witch judges. Pre¬ 
trial examinations of accused wit¬ 
ches were held here. 

The Burying Point of 1 637 in¬ 
cludes numerous ancient 
headstones of interest. Buried here 
is John Hathorne. witch trail judge 
and ancestor to Nathaniel 
Hawthorne. 

Yet there is a tough reality here 
that reaches as a reminder into the 
future. 

The real demons and devils are 
not witches, but ignorance and 
fear," says Jody Cabot. Her mother, 
Laurie Cabot, was titled the Official 
Witch of Salem by Governor 
Michael Dukakis in 1976. 


Jody Cabot Practices Her 
Ancient Art Of Witchcraft 


Jody Cabot is a practicing 
witch. 

Her mother is a witch. 

In fact, at least six million wit¬ 
ches practice throughout the world 
today, says Cabot. 

Think about witches. 

Cartoon cut-outs of black 
silhouettes zooming on 
broomsticks come to mind. They 
practice evil, hex the innocent, and 
spend forever in satanic worship. 
They have long, crinkley noses and 
green skin. They cackle a lot and 
hang out with bats, cats and toads. 

Not so, says Cabot. 

Today's witches cut across 
boundaries of age, sex, race, in¬ 
terest and profession. They are not 
born into witchcraft — they learn 
witchcraft. 

"Witchcraft has nothing to do 
with black magic or devil worship," 
says Cabot. 

"It is the first religion known to 


humans." 

Yet witchcraft is more than a 
religion, Cabot says it is science and 
religion working hand in hand. It 
encompasses psyshology and 
philosophy and, for practicing wit¬ 
ches. is a way of thinking and living. 

Records of witchcraft stretch 
back to the times of the Druids. 

"Jesus was a witch,” says Cabot. 

"The word witch comes from 
the Latin ’wica’ meaning one who 
seeks to know,' a wise man.’ 

Many of the ancient com¬ 
ponents of witchcraft have in¬ 
dividually sprung forth as trendy 
tonics for modern-day ills. 

Different elements, while not 
exclusive to witchcraft, continue to 
influence today’s psychology, 
philosophy, even the practice of 
medicine. 

Consider the impact of such 
concepts as positive thinking or 
"imaging," healing — the laying on 


of hands, transcendental medita¬ 
tion, adherence to natural or 
macrobiotic diet, a holistic ap¬ 
proach to life. 

"The first witch rule or law is 
harm to none," says Cabot. 

"We believe In the power of ‘pro¬ 
jecting’ — thinking thoughts that 
let you do or be anything you want 
to be without harm to anyone else." 

Cabot blames the media for 
many negative images surrounding 
witches today. Sensationalism and 
violence sell. Thoughtful 
philosophy and practice do not. 

"Why on earth would you put a 
hex on someone else? How can that 
help?" 

Witchcraft is a self-centered 
concept, in a postitve sense, she 
says. Psychic power is considered 
a natural pari of the body and mind. 
In witchcraft, psychic energy is 
developed and channeled for use in

Revlew*You can travel the 
world over, but it's doubtful you'll 
find a spot that breeds more 
hilarous characters than those of 
“Greater Tuna," the mythical third 
smallest town in Texas. 


During this two-hour comedy 
romp, lik#a fly on the wall, you 
peek in and eavesdrop on twenty of 
the most eccentric and self- 
righteous residents of this book¬ 
burning, Klansupporting com¬ 
munity, whose winning high school 
essay is entitled "Human Rights - 
Why Bother?" and whose major 
pursuit is picking the "Pet-of- 
theweek"! 

At the Charles Playhouse for a 
six-week run through Nov. 17 after 
a year long run Off-Broadway and

two years of nationat and interna¬ 
tional tours, “Greater Tuna" is the 
culmination of better than ten years 
of travel and work by playwrights 
Jaston Williams, Joe Sears and Ed 
Howard, collecting anecdotes and 
character sketches that poke fun 
and take good-natured jabs at 
small-town mentality in the 
southwest. 

In this two-man tour-de force, a 
series of non-stop vignettes and 
monologues that will leave your 
jaws aching, actors Joe Sears and 
Jaston Williams, who originated the 
roles, are simply marvelous, por¬ 
traying a kaleidoscope of outlan¬ 
dish characters and making 30 
lightning-fast costume changes, 
enhanced no little by the razor- 
sharp direction of Ed Howard and 
the infectious foot-stompin' 
background music. 

Thurston Wheelis and Arles 
Struvie are hosts on “Tuna Speaks,” 
a call-in talk show on the ultimate 
radio station, OKKK. As callers 
phone in, they come to life in 
ingeniously-draw, bonafide 
caricatures. 

We meet Bertha BuMiller, of the 
"Censorship of Library Books" 
committee, for whom God leaves 
little messages with Rev. Spikes 
("Second-hand messages are good 
enough for me!"); her philandering 
husband Hank: their psychotic 
twins Charlene and Stanley, and 
their youngest, Jody. Charlene 
pouts because she was not selected 
as cheerleader, composes awful 
poetry, and keeps ripping Stanley s 
jeans trying to squeeze into them, 
Stanley ("meaner than Mussolini") 
is a reform school grad (for spray 
painting "STOP" signs), and cunn¬ 
ingly plots the death of his senten¬ 
cing judge (dressed in a Dale Evans 
swimsuit). And Jody, who always 
has a dozen dogs trailing after him. 

There's Petey Fisk of the 
Greater Tuna Humane Society, who 
champions the town's duck popula¬ 
tion, the mistreatment of fish ("Fish 
fell pain...It's just that they’re sub 
tie about expressing it!"), and seeks 
"any deaf person” willing to give a 
home to Yippie, the incessantly 
howing basset hound; and Dldi 
Snavely, a firearms shop owner, 
whose mother gets stuck In syrup 
some jokester has poured on the 
front porch. The problem is that 
mother has had prunes for 
breakfast and can’t reach the front 


door! 

There's OKKK's manager 
Leonard Childers hyping a "rock n' 
roll" burning; and hell, fire and 
brimstone preacher Rev. Spikes 
and his wonderfully absurd euology 
to Judge Buckner. 

We view holier-than-thou Vera 
Carp of the Snatch Squad" who 
seeks to remove snatch’ from the 
dictionary; and brilliantly etched 
Pearls Burras, who poisons dogs 
with strychnine to protect her 
chickens, accidently killing her hus¬ 
band's $2,000 bird dog Ripper, and 
who castigates the judge while pay¬ 
ing last respects ("Waxy looking 
SOB with beady eyes!"). Don't miss 
it!

Avner The 
Eccentric 
Captivates 
Audience 

Review - Avner the Eccentric sits 
alone on the uncluttered stage of 
the Hub's Next Movie Theatre, look¬ 
ing out at his audience with the 
soulful eyes of a basset hound. 

He is garbed in a stripped shirt, 
oversized bow tie, and red 
suspenders that hold up his baggy 
pants. 

A soft derby rests upon his pate 
and a black, scuffy beard and a 
plastic cherry tomatoe nose adorn 
his face. 

He munches on a box of pop¬ 
corn. Then using various parts of 
his anatomy as launching pads, he 
projects the popcorn into the air 
and catches it in his mouth. He of¬ 
fers his audience a try at it and they 
react like trained seals. Before long, 
Avner has them eating out of the 
palm of his hand! 

One of the secrets of Avner's 
success is his uncanny ability to in¬ 
volve the audience in his highjlnks. 
To latecomers, he points to his 
clock, silently admonishes them, 
then at break-neck speed, hilarious¬ 
ly recaps everything that has 
transpired so far! 

His eyes move Individually, like 
a frog. When he hurts his finger, he 
has a female member of the au¬ 
dience kiss It to make it better. 
Then he hurts his backside... 


Avner calls himself the Eccen¬ 
tric because, he explains, “It defines 
me as unusual, unpredictable, and 
harmless." 

And he certainly is! His is a 
novel and unique form of entertain¬ 
ment. In his one-man, 105-minute 
show, which had a most successful 
run Off-Broadway last season, 
Avner (Eisenberg) is a collage of 
Buster Keaton, Charlie Chaplin, 
Jacques Tati, Red Skelton and Em 
mett Kelly. 

He is a clown, a mime, a juggler, 
an acrobat, a magician, and a not- 
so-tight rope walker who conbulses 
his audience with “Hallzapoppin 
shenanigans, reducing them to a 
classroom of obedient youngsters! 

What else does he do? 

He plays football with a patron 
(using a cloth napkin), catches a 
touchdown pass and spikes it. He 
uses his nose and chin to balance 
a 10-foot metal ladder, huge stacks 
of paper cups, and a single sheet of 
newspaper. 

By some amazing feat, the gawky 
comic appears to stretch one arm 
completely out of proportion to 
retrieve a wayward object. When 
the audience appauds. he does a 
backflip like a performing seal in 
appreciation, then dares the au 
dience to try! 

At one point, Avner rolls up a 
napkin and suddely it becomes 
animated in his hands. He pets it. 
it snuggles against him, he brings 
it into the audience, and it flies out 
of control. 

Later, it appears to wilt and die. 
When those assembled gasp in 
despair. Avner quickly resurrects 
the napkin. In one of his most 
engaging turns, he seats himself at 
a restaurant table, lifts the silver 
dome, only to find his plate stack¬ 
ed with paper napkins. 

One by one he devours them, 
then washes them down with red 
wine. Finished, he pulls out of his 
mouth a long rop of shredded 
napkins, now turned crimson, 
which in turn become a beautiful 
bouquet of multicolored flowers! 

Avner is an endearing klutz' 
with amazing skills who utters 
strange, croaking sounds, "speaks" 
through a kazoo and spices his 
show with innocent raunchiness. He 
is a thinking man's clown, a master 
extraordinaire of non verbal com 
munication! (Through Nov. 3, and 
possibly to Nov. 17.) (423-5572)

Season 

"Don Quixote," as originally 
staged by Rudolf Nureyev, will open 
the 1985-86 season of the Boston 
Ballet at The Wang Center for the 
Performing Arts in Boston at 7 
p.m., Oct. 24. Curtain for all other 
performances through Nov. 3 is 8 
p.m. 

Featuring the extravagant sets 
and costumes of acclaimed 
designer Nicholas Georgiadis.

Ask senior citizens what’s on 
their minds these days and they are 
likely to say crime, housing and the 
crunch of combined federal cut¬ 
backs and utility rate increases. 

And more than likely, they’ll 
mention skyrocketing health care 
costs and confusion over health 
care terms like HMO, DRG and 
Medex. 

This Saturday, seniors can have 
a voice in which of these issues a 
successful senior citizen lobbying 
group — Mass. Senior Action Coun¬ 
cil — will tackle in the coming year. 

The third annual Senior Action 
Council convention takes place 
from 9 a.m. to 4 p.m. Oct. 26 at 
Hayden Hall, Boston University, 685 
Commonwealth ave. 

Seniors will participate in 
workshops and hear speakers on a 
variety of issues, 

Then, ballots will be passed out 
for seniors to vote on the group's 
agenda. Two issues will be chosen 
as primary focus for the group, A 
third issue will be chosen as a 
secondary focus. 

Basically, we re dedicated to 
fighting for a better quality of life 
for seniors,” said Watertown 
member Stella Frlmmel. And in the 
four and-one-half years of its ex¬ 
istence, Mass. Senior Action Coun¬ 
cil has won some important 
victories for seniors, members say. 

Boston Police, for example, 
formed special senior response 
units for public housing projects 
after meeting with the Boston 
Chapter of Senior Action Council. 

The police also agreed to patrol 
supermarkets and banks on the 
days social security checks come 
out, and started a senior phone line 
to police, according to council 
member Louise Kragelund. 

The Watertown Chapter was 
able to pursuade the MBTA to 
change the terminus of the fast 
bus" from Watertown Square to 
downtown Boston, according to 
Watertown member Frimmel. The 
MBTA had moved the terminus 
from Summer st. in Downtown 
Crossing to South Station, After 
meeting with Watertown seniors, 
they moved buses back to Summer 
st. 

Watertown seniors also 
negotiated a fare discount with one 
taxi service and are lobbying for the 
town to keep its emergency am- 
bulence in the town Fire Dept., for 
traffic lights and more MBTA route 
changes, according to Frimmel 

The Boston and Watertown ac 
tions were initiated by tocal 


chapters. Saturday's convention 
will decide an agenda For the whole 
4,500-member statewide 

organization. 

Health care issues are in the 
forefront of seniors' concerns, and 
they are concerns likely to be ad¬ 
dressed by keynote speakers state 
Sen. Gerald D Amico of Worcester 
and Judith Weinman of the Interna¬ 
tional Ladies Garment Workers 


Union. A representative from the 
state AFL-CIO may also speak at 
the convention. 

Health care is an area already 
familiar to most Senior Action 
Council members. 

Last year, the group initiated a 
bill to prevent doctors from 
"balance billing” Medex patients. 
The bill became law effective 
March, 1984. 

"The law makes it mandatory 
for doctors practicing in 
Massachusetts to accept Medicare 
payments as the reasonable fee in 
full," said Frimmel. Doctors cannot 
charge fees above those set by 
Medicare. 

Medex is an insurance plan that 
supplements Medicare coverage 
and is held by about 500,000 
Massachusetts seniors. 

Currently, the group is pushing 
a bill to extend protection from 
‘balance billing” to the 200,000 
seniors who have Medicare but not 
Medex, according to council staff 
director Jim Wessler. 

The convention will also con¬ 
sider the new DRG billing system, 
Under the DRG — or diagnosis 
related group — system, illnesses 
are classified into about 470 
categories. Hospitals receive a pre¬ 
arranged fee for handling a patient 
with a particular illness — no mat¬ 
ter if it takes three days or three 
weeks to cure the illness. 

The new system is designed so 
hospitals have more incentives to 
contain costs. 

Under the old system, Medicare 
reimbursed hospitals on a more 
general "per-hospital per-year" 
basis. 

Because the DRG system en¬ 
courages hospitals to move patients 
back to their homes sooner, some 
patients feel problems may crop up. 

Because the DRG system ap¬ 
plies only to Medicare patients — 
those patients who are on social 
security — those most affected by 
the new system are senior citizens. 


"It seems they dumped the 
burden of hospital cost contain 
ment on the elderly and disabled," 
Frimmel said. 

“Our primary concerns under 
DRGs are that seniors be protected 
from discrimination on admission, 
from premature discharges, and 
also their financial liability when 
DRG payment expires,” said 
Wessler. 


"If patients have to stay in the 
hospital a day or two extra because 
they are waiting for placement in a 
nursing home, who will pay the 
costs?" Wessle said. 

Frimmel said she was concern¬ 
ed that seniors would be discharg¬ 
ed from hospitals before they are 
ready, and added she feels there is 
not adequate home health care ser¬ 
vices to care for seniors al home. 

Health care issues, aside from 
being addressed by speakers 
D'Amico and Weinman, will be the 
subject of a workshop during the 
convention. 

A second workshop will con¬ 
sider public housing and crime. A 
third will allow union retirees to 
discuss issues of importance lo 
them and how to work effectively ! 
within the Mass. Senior Action 
Council. 

"The workshops are informa¬ 
tional and they are decision mak 
ing,” Frimmel said. "Once we get 
the information, we decide what we 
have to do as a group. 

"It may be to start legislation, or 
it may be working with police or in¬ 
dividual hopsitals." 

About 600 seniors attended the 
convention last year, and the group 
expects to top that on Saturday. 

Most who show up will already 
be members of Mass. Senior Action 
Coalition and will pay a $6 admis¬ 
sion fee. 

fHon-members will pay $9, 
which includes the membership fee 
to the group. Members who join on 
Saturday, like longstanding 
members, can vote on the agenda 
and participate in the workshops 

The fee also includes a box 
lunch and live jazz music. 

Convention attendees will also 
vote on council officers. 

Transportation will be provided 
from those towns that have council 
chapters — Watertown, Everett. I 
Malden, and other towns. Those in 
terested in a ride from Watertown! 
can call 776-3100 for information 

The Mass, Senior Action Court 
cii was started in 1981 in sever a 
towns simultaneously. There are no 
chapters in Arlington. Belmont <•< 
Winchester, but seniors from those 
towns are welcome at the convei 
tion. "We have about 1,000 at-large 
members," staff director Wessler 
said.

What’s Healthy? 

Fluoride Controversy 

By Dr. ROBERT NORMAN 


Why do some people believe 
fluoridation is not safe? 

The fluoridation controversy is a 
sticky one. For years, the "loyal op¬ 
position" has stated their belief that 
those who do not want to drink 
fluoridated water should not be 
forced to. On this personal 
freedom” Issue I agree with them. 

However, the case is somewhat 
different when we look at their 
"'scientific'' claims. 

These include allegations that 
too much fluoride causes cancer 
and birth defects, aggrevates 
kidney disease and causes allergic 
reactions. 

Each of these claims has been 
evaluated through studies by scien¬ 
tists at reputable research facilities. 
Not one has ever been shown to be 
valid. 

Let s look at one claim in more 
detail — the supposed fluoride- 
cancer link. 

Although some studies have 
supported this idea . . . further 
analysis has in each case shown 
that the research was flawed in 
some way. 


For instance, a mid-1975 study 
showed that the cancer death rale 
was higher In cities that had 
fluoridated water. However, the 
researchers failed to control for 
such factors as age, sex and race. 

Once this was done, the same 
data collected by the original 
researchers revealed that dif¬ 
ferences in these factors were 
responsible for the Increased 
cancers in some cities . . . not the 
fluoride in the drinking water. 

Even so, these claims have stir¬ 
red fears of fluoridation in the 
minds of many Americans. Accor¬ 
ding to a report by Consumer's 
Union, a reputable organization 
with absolutely no axe to grind on 
this issue. The simple truth is that 
there's no scientific' controversy 
over.the safety of fluoridation. '

Our Children 

Making Communication Work 


By Willard Abraham, Ph.D. 

You think you have problems? 

Listen in" on this letter received 
recently, and see whether you 
would be willing lo change places. 

“First, I want to thank you for 
answering my letter about my 
girls’ dressing problem. I was real¬ 
ly surprised to hear from you and 
especially because you sent a 
handwritten answer. 

“1 really have a lot of problems. 
“The main one is that my children 
and I do not know how to talk to 
one another. My middle one can¬ 
not answer me without yelling. 
Yes, I admit, I yell too, but not 
while just talking. 

“As soon as they wake up the 
answering back starts. It is so dif¬ 
ficult to get them to be agreeable 
with me. With my oldest it is 
related to getting her hair looking 
just right. I do the hair, and if It 
Isn’t flat enough she yells or 
refuses to go to school. So we do 
it one more time, and then If she 
still doesn't like it, I refuse to do 
it over, and she usually leaves, 
yelling at me. 


“The funny thing is that they 
ask for my opinion, but if it doesn’t 
agree with theirs they get angry 
and the fighting starts up again. 

“1 was hoping (but 1 am leery 
about It) to get some counseling 
help with the children. What do 
you think about the idea of 
children and parents getting 
counseling together? 

“Because I have many pro¬ 
blems raising these 9- and 
10-year-olds maybe the counsel¬ 
ing could help. They talk about 
child abuse, but what about parent 
abuse? 

“I would just like to have one 
happy day with the children. 

“My husband even said one 
morning, 'It’s not you. It's them,’ 
I felt pretty sane then because 1 
really had felt it was totally my 
doing. 

“One more thing — how can I 
keep our 2-year-old from learning 
the answering back, the name call¬ 
ing, and the words like ‘I hate 
you’? Did you ever hear a child tell 
her mother that she hates her? 
Whenever something goes wrong, 

I get the blame and then I start 
yelling back. 


“What 1 am looking for is an in¬ 
stant way of solving everyday en¬ 
counters with the children. My 
husband and I seem to be losing 
their respect.” 

Thai wasn't the entire letter, but 
1 think you get the idea of this 
mother's misery. 

When I wrote to her I suggested 
that she and her husband consider 
family counseling, including the 9- 
and 10-year-old in it. I also sug¬ 
gested she locate a copy of Thomas 
Gordon's book "Parent Effec- 
tivenessTraining" and the writings 
of Haim Ginott. 

But an "instant" way of solving 
family conflicts? Hardly. It takes 
time, patience, common sense and 
maybe even more.

A ready method oi protecting newly-planted fields from 
crows, or blackbirds, is shown in figure 2. It is made of a light 
hickory, or other elastic stick, one end of which is stuck into 
the ground; to the other end is suspended a glass bottle, from 
which the bottom has been broken off. The cord by which 
the bottle is suspended passes through the neck; a nail is 
fastened lo this cord to serve as a clapper, and so attached 
that it will strike the glass when the cord swings. A piece of 
bright tin, sheet-iron, painted shingle, or slate, is suspended 
to the end of the cord. When (he wind blows, the suspended 
tin, or other article, is whirled in all directions, and causes the 
nail lo rattle against the glass bottle. The Hashing of the 
bright object, and the bottle, as well as the continued rattle, 
will keep the birds at a respectable distance, for a time al 
least. As a variation, which may be used in place of the thin 
disc, an effective scarc-crow may be made thus:— Take a 
large cork, such as is used in pickle-jars, procure some wing 
feathers of a goose, chicken, or hawk, and stick these firmly 
into the cork at three sides, so as to roughly imitate a 
dilapidated bird. Carve a rough head from a crooked branch, 
and arrange the tail feathers in an expanded position to catch 
the wind, by which it is caused to dart hither and thither in a 
most unexpected manner. This arrangement is shown in 
figure 3.

What’s For Seniors 

Making More Money 


By Leonard J. Hansen 

Does "fixed income" in retire¬ 
ment mean jusl that? Or can you in¬ 
crease your income over and above 
your Social Security, retirement 
pensions and investment returns? 

Yes. you can. We ll start with 
this question. 

Q. Help! There seems always 
to be more month left at the end 
of my money. 

I am a single senior lady with 
Social Security, a small pension 
and savings. How can I meet my 
expenses and still have enough 
money to do pleasurable things, 
like traveling? Do you have a sug¬ 
gestion? 

A. You bet there are sugges¬ 
tions and answers. The start to an 
answer is in your own attitude, 
abilities and interest in producing 
a solution. 

There are always methods of 
producing added income in our 
American system of free enterprise. 
No matter whal your age. you can 
find ways to make more money. 
The key is in putting your imagina¬ 
tion and effort to work to make it 
happen. 

Over the years I have seen very 
positive examples of how senior 
citizens provide for cash needs. 
Here are some fine examples. 

Garage Sales: Groups of senior 
citizens stage garage sales each 
month. First, they sell off unwanted 
or excess items of their own. Then, 
in future sales they draw in mer¬ 
chandise from neighbors — selling 
on consignment. The garage sales 
become social events, with the op 
portunity of meeting and talking 


with lots of people. Some senior 
citizens report netting from $ 100 to 
$300 each weekend — depending 
on the merchandise, the location, 
the promotional signing and actual 
weekend used. 

Wake-(Jp Service: Waking up in 
the morning is difficult for many 
people, so if you're an early riser, 
and/or confined to your home, con 
sider developing a list of 30 or more 
calls. How much can you make? 
Some senior citizens net $200 to 
$500 each and every month in this 
type of business venture. 

Direct Selling: Consider selling 
Amway, Avon, Shaklee or other 
special product lines. The actual in¬ 
vestment is small —■ under $ 100 in 
most cases — and customers of 
these product lines lend to be loyal 
to the brands once they buy them. 
A regular customer list of 50 to 100 
can produce a good monthly in 
come, even if you do not get involv¬ 
ed in the multilayered marketing 
method of recruiting other people 
to sett. 

What To Avoid: Stay away from 
the stuff envelopes at home" 
scheme or any work-at-home pro¬ 
gram that promises to make you a 
millionaire. If it sounds too good to 
be true il is probably a fraud — so 
say law enforcement officials across 
the nation. 

For Help: Telephone the local 
office of the federal Small Business 
Administration, asking for the 
assistance of a SCORE (Service 
Corps of Retired Executives) 
volunteer. The volunteers normal¬ 
ly work with established businesses, 
but you should find a volunteer will¬ 


ing to assist in your added-income 
business. 

There are local media available 
to you for promoting your small 
business at little or no cost: com¬ 
munity bulletin boards, club and 
organization newsletters and even 
cost-free "personals' — classified 
ads in local newspapers. Many local 
newspapers will carry a publicity 
story on a new business or service 
in the community. You also may 
have access to local church 
bulletins and newsletters in your 
promotion campaign to develop 
clients or customers for your sales. 

To Get Information: Check 
your library for books and reference 
materials on small businesses. Read 
— or, at least scan — copies of Ven¬ 
ture and Inc. magazines for ideas on 
small businesses. Consider buying 
a copy of "How to Start a Profitable 
Retirement Business" by Arthur 
Liebers, Price is $3.95. plus $1 
postage and handling from Pilot 
Books, 103 Cooper St., Babylon.

About Extra Money: Your in¬ 
come need not be limited, no mat¬ 
ter what your age. no matter what 
your physical condition. The ideas 
presented here are jusl for thought 
starters — there are hundreds more 
possible, from babysitting to sew¬ 
ing, direct mail to a newspaper 
route. The activity and the income 
just might combine to make each 
month a delight instead of a strain.

daily life. Self-responsibilly is 
stressed. 

She believes each person is 
responsible for his own thoughts, 
for feeding himself, educating 
himself and ctolhing himself. 

"If everyone look responsibility 
for themselves, it would be a perfect 
world." 

Witchcraft has a great deal to do 
with psychology and individuals' 
perceptions of themselves. Lifelong 
learning is a major goal with 
specific focus on self-awareness. 

“People limit themselves by 
what they think.” says Cabot. "A 
low self esteem is the number one 
killer. People have to love 
themselves before they can move 
on to other things. 

Cabot believes everyone is 
capable of increased psychic 
awareness and power. She refers to 
the feeling of "deja vu” • the ex¬ 
perience of reliving an event. Many 
people have sensations, in dreams 
or instincts, of events about to 
happen. 

“People become negatively pro¬ 
grammed. They can learn to be 
more open, intuitive and to use 
their energy more positively." 

There is a similarity between 
witchcraft and Buddhism, says 
Cabot. Both religions use medita¬ 
tion and the directed concentration 
of energy for self-healing and self 
advancement. 

“Tina Turner is a practicing 
Buddhist," says Cabot. "She pro¬ 
jected' for where she is today and 
overcame many obstacles including 
that of being a beaten woman." 

Cabol s mother, Laurie Cabot, is 
a renowned witch who has worked 


as a ‘healer" with severe heart and 
cancer cases. 

If you cut yourself, you need 
stitches,” says Cabot. "That's the 
physical part. But the healing pro¬ 
cess can be helped. My mother 
works along with the doctors, not 
against them. She uses her powers 
to help others heal." 

Cabot's mother was cited as the 
Official Witch of Salem by Gover¬ 
nor Michael Dukakis for her work 
with children with learning 
disabilites. 

Cabot's mother was aware of 
her psychic abilites as a child. When 
she was four years old. she was 
levitating. Her father encouraged 
her to learn, study and channel her 
energies and abilites. 

"Anyone can become a witch," 
says Cabot. 

"You can't have mail order wit¬ 
ches. It takes commitment and 
education. You need to develop 
your psychic abilities. 

Witches learn to balance their 
intuitive and logical sides. It's a way 
of thinking. In a way, holistic' is 
another word for witchcraft." 

Cabot says that witchcraft is 
closely aligned to nature. Their 
celebrations revolve around natural 
phenomenon such as the summer 
and winter solstices. Many witches, 
including her mother, are 
vegetarians and adhere to 
macrobiotic diets. 

"People don't realize that every 
time thay drive up to McDonald's 
that they about to eat a slaughtered 
cow. 

"We believe that life sustains 
life." 

The growth of organized 


religion created trouble for practic¬ 
ing witches, she says. Eflorts to- 
recruit people to established 
religions sparked persecutions and 
propaganda against witches. 

"We were made to be different. 
Witches were seen as outcasts. The 
practice of witchcraft was tied in to 
black magic. That's the opposite of 
witchcraft — it uses Jealousy and its 
practioners are not responsible for 
their thoughts and actions.” 

In earlier societies, elders were 
revered as the wise ones. The im¬ 
age of old, old people could have 
been the physical basis, says Cabot, 
for the humpbacked, wrinkled witch 
so often seen today. 

Cabot says interest is growing 
today in witchcraft. Her mother 
leaches a variety of courses and 
says more than 10,000 people 
across New England have par¬ 
ticipated in one or more sessions. 

"There’s a cross-section of peo¬ 
ple — lawyers, bankers, business 
executives, medical practioners, 
even Catholic priests and nuns. 

Participants use what they learn 
in many ways. One IBM executive 
practices meditation, or alpha slate, 
at work. A priest learned more 
about the power of healing. 

Cabot's concept of witchcraft in¬ 
volves a higher intelligence. 

“I don't care what you call it, 
there is a higher intelligence. I'm 
not sure what happens at death. It’s 
transition. The energy changes." 

Halloween is, and has been for 
centuries, an important celebration 
for practicing witches. It launches 
their New Year. The commercializa¬ 
tion and abuse of this festivity 
disturbs Cabot. 


It's lerrible to dress kids up in 
something ugly, frightening and 
disgusting. Why do we want 
children to frighten each other? 
And why are we teaching them to 
beg by sending them out to trick 
or treat'? 

Halloween is the time to pro¬ 
ject — to dress yourself up as you 
want to be in the New Year and as 
you want people to think of you. 

"You want to be smart, not ug¬ 
ly and wretched. 

"It's a time to promote beauty, 
fantasy and peace in the world. It's 
a time for sparkle and glamour. It's 
a celebration of nature." 

Cabot manages the family- 


owned business, Crow Haven Cor¬ 
ner, a working witch shop located 
at 125 Essex Street. It sa marvelous 
collection ol crystals hanging jn 
windows, love potions, healing 
powders, books and tarot cards. 

We offer little bits of magic." 
says Cabot. 

These items, though not essen¬ 
tial, are used as tools in the prac 
lice of witchcraft. 

Courses, workshops, and card- 
readings are also held here. The 
shop is usually open from 10:30 
a.m. to 5:30 p.m, during the week 
and from noon to 6 p.m. on Satur¬ 
day and Sunday.

Stereo television is really making its 
mark in home entertainment. Even 
though only a limited number of mar¬ 
kets across the country are presently 
broadcasting in stereo, the excitement 
and interest is tremendous no matter 
where you travel. The reason is sim¬ 
ple: television programming broad¬ 
cast in stereo has the deep, rich, 
resonant sound that audio connois¬ 
seurs have enjoyed for years. Stereo 
TV is like having a TV for your 
eyes.. .and ears. 

Because stereo television is still so 
new, many people have lots of ques¬ 
tions and being confused isn't uncom¬ 
mon. Some models are called "stereo 
capable.” In the simplest of terms, 
that means they require a special 
stereo decoder, a "box” which sits 
atop the set. This decoder plugs in the 
MPX (for “multiplex”) input and out¬ 
put connections on the TV and separ¬ 
ates the stereo sound into two distinct 
channels then directing it to right and 
left speakers for full stereo enjoyment. 

There can be a hitch, however. 


Even though channels of sound are 
separated, how well you hear them 
may also depend on the type of TV 
you purchase. A "stereo capable, 
single speaker" console, forexample, 
has no way to amplify the stereo sound 
coming through the decoder nor does 
it have dual speakers to provide stereo 
separation. Here, the sound would 
have to run through a separate audio 
system via connecting cables in order 
to really get the full benefit of stereo 
broadcasting. Even a dual speaker, 
“stereo capable” set might require an 
amplification and speaker system for 
complete stereo satisfaction. 

“Stereo ready" televisions, on the 
other hand, have the decoder box and 
amplification systems built-in to the 
sound circuitry. The TV automatical¬ 
ly delects stereo broadcast program¬ 
ming, decodes it and lets you enjoy 
stereo sound without the need for 
separate accessories or systems. 

The Curtis Mathes Corporation, 
retailers of home entertainment pro¬ 
ducts, has approached the stereo op¬ 


portunity with versatility by making 
available both "stereo capable” and

If it ain’t broke... 


What's the first thing you should do 
before you think of calling a service 
technician for your color TV or video 
cassette recorder (VCR)? 

Read the operating guide that 
conics with the equipment, according 
to Richard Wilson, national service 
manager at Zenith. 

"One of every five service calls 
could be avoided if owners would read 
the operating guide,” Wilson said. 

In addition to reading the operating 
guides, consumers can use this 
checklist to avoid unnecessary service 
calls: 

• If your TV set or VCR fails to 
operate, make sure the power cords 
arc plugged in. They can be pulled 
from the AC outlet by vacuuming or 
dusting. 

• If the TV sound is OK. but no 
picture appears, switch to another 
channel to sec if the station is the 
problem. 

• If there is no sound but the pic¬ 
ture is OK. adjust the volume and try 


another channel. 

• If your TV set is a stereo model, 
but is not receiving stereo sound, 
check to see if the broadcast is in 
stereo. Also check the balance 
control. 

• If the VCR is playing a tape 
poorly or not at all, check the connec¬ 
tion between the TV receiver and the 
VCR. Make sure the TV set is tuned 
to the proper channel — 3 or 4 for 
most VCRs. Also, check the tape for 
quality by running a different tape that 
is known to he good. 

• When recording a program, 
check the antenna connection to the 
VCR; a bad connection will produce 
a poor tape. 

“The best information on TV sets 
and VCRs is found in the operating 
guides,” Wilson said. "And of all the 
various color TV and VCR controls, 
the most important one is * self- 
control. ’ Read the directions first. It 
might save a needless service call."

Often buyers will make 
their offer to purchase 
subject to certain con¬ 
tingencies Normally 
these are not major pro¬ 
blems - such as: con¬ 
tingent upon an 
engineering inspection 
which can take place 
within a few days or a 
stipulation lhal financing 
can be obtained which is 
understandable The one 
lo think about is the 
sale contingent upon the 


buyer selling his present 
property 

Some buyers will 
outright reject such a con¬ 
tingency because they 
would now have two 
houses lo worry about 
selling rather than one 

If you do accept such a 
contingent offer, it would 
probably be wise lo have 
your attorney insert an 
escape clause This pro¬ 
vision allows you to con¬ 
tinue showing your home. 
If you roceivo another oi¬ 
ler that you want to ac¬ 
cept. you notify the first 
buyer that they must 
remove their contingency 
or withdraw Either they 
agree to buy your home 
by the specified dale 
come what may. or else 
they must void the con¬ 
tract and drop out of the 
picture, allowing you to 
sell to your new pur¬ 
chaser.

Where Ender Ozdemir’s comes 
from, people think all Americans live 
in Ihe lap of luxury like Lhe characters 
in the nighttime soap opera ■‘Dallas." 

Television could no longer satisfy 
Ender’s peaking curiosity. 

She wanted to see America 
through her own eyes — she was tired 
of reading about the lifestyle, people 
and government second-hand 

"I wanted to learn about other peo¬ 
ple and how they live, and to speak 
English.” Ender says with a Turkish 
accent. “If you don’t speak with 
natives you can never be fluent in a 
language." 

She is one of 50 students from 
Turkey living in the United States this 
school year as part of the American 
Field Service tAFS) exchange. 

In just two months Ender says 
confidently, "I know a new culture, 
I’m gaining a broader point of view, 
I’m seeing through other people’s 
eyes.” 

Her hast family, Jane Kobbins and 
Itobert Boslego, have no children of 
their own. But together, she says, 
they feel just like a family. 

"I call them Mummy and Daddy,” 
Ender says matler-of-factly. 

On a small end table in the Vic¬ 
torian style living room, sits a 
Turkish brass coffee set, a ’’Cezve." 

T brought this gift for my 
American parents,” she smiles stan¬ 


ding poised with pot in hand, 
emanating a sense of pride about her 
country. 

She laughs as she says, "If you can 
make a foreign coffee, it means 
you’re a talented cook.” Then she 
adds, “I’m not.” 

Turkish coffee is the perfect way 
to top off a delicious meat, says 
Ender ’My (American host) parents 
love it.” 

She fills the small brass pot with 
water and places it directly on the 
burner. 

"This is a fancy set. My family at 
home in Turkey uses a porcelain set 
for everyday use.” 

Next, she carefully teaspoons 
powdered Turkish coffee into the pot, 
stirring the mixture slowly. 

As the foam on the top begins to 
bubble, she removes the pot from the 
stove. 

The anticipation shows on her 
face, as she explains, “This is the best 
part, we’ll have to divide it equally.” 

She returns the pot to the stove, 
waiting for the rest of the coffee to 
come to a boil. 

The heat from lhe brass and the 
miniature cups makes the coffee 
somewhat difficult to sip, but there is 
no question, the coffee flavor is robust 
and bitter: a taste too strong for a 
morning wake-up call, even for a cof¬ 
fee addict.

When Town Meeting convenes at 
7:80 next Monday night, members 
will have 25 warrant articles to deal 
with instead ot the original 28. 

Article 7, which would have 
started an expansive physical study 
of the town's water and sewer system, 
has been removed from con¬ 
sideration 

Selectmen, however, have opted (o 
delay the study until a possibly expen¬ 
sive snag can be worked out. 

According to a memo from Town 
Manager W. Chadwick Maurer, the 
polcntial snafu lies with the Bear Hill 
section of town. 

According lo Ihe memo, the town 
still has to come lo an agreement with 
Ihe Massachusetts Water Resources 
Authority and a final decison has to 
be made on the location of the pipe 
line. The Bear Mill area, Forest st., 
North Rorder rd and through the 
North Reservation have been cited as 
possible sites 

"Even though Bear Hill may one 
day be the primary source of water 
for the east high system and possibly 
the middle system, Winchester can¬ 


not abandon its reservoir system as 
it would have lo be maintained in 
reserve. The Bear Rill Connection 
could be compelled within the next 
two to three years.” 

The original estimate for the study 
was $440,000 for the entire water and 
sewer system. Of that amount, $87,50(1 
sought through article 7 for engineer¬ 
ing and design costs 

A revised system, at a cost of 
$183,00, was proposed for just the cast 
high and middle systems of the water 
and sewer network. Since that in¬ 
cludes the Bear Hill area, Maurer 
said the town would be wiser to hold 
off on the study project until it knows 
Ihe exact plans for the Bear Hill site 
Other Items 

When Town Meeting voters file in¬ 
to the High School auditorium at 7:30 
p.m Monday, they will also hear 
reports from town officers, the 
Finance Committee, the Special In¬ 
surance Committee and the Playing 
Field Study Committee. 

Some of the warrant articles are 
summarized below: 

“No person shall be elected lo the 
same town office . . . more than two 


full consecutive terms," That rule will 
will go into effect if Town Meeting ap¬ 
proves article 16 . 

The position of Town Meeting 
moderator would be an exception to 
Ihe rule. Residents who have served 
two terms in one office could return 
to that office if (hey waited one full 
term before running again 

Articles 14 and 15 would change 
the number of School Committee 
members. Article 14 cuts the board lo 
five; article 15 would bring it up to 
seven. 

Other School Committee articles 
were required under a state school 
improvement bill signed into law this 
summer. Articles II. 12 and 13 ask 
Town Meeting to accept provisions of 
file bill. 

Town Meeting members will have 
a chance to extend Town Hall hours 
one night per week by passing article 

26. 

A citizen's petition placed the ar¬ 
ticle on the warrant. The article seeks 
funds to keep the Assessors', Town 
Clerk's and Treasurer's Offices open 
unlil H p.m. one night each week from

Insurance Study Group 
Will Present Findings 


A committee created by lasl 
spring’s Town Meeting has been hard 
at work looking lo pare the town in¬ 
surance and workmen’s compensa¬ 
tion costs. The group will present ils 
findings at ntiA. Monday night’s Town 
Meeting. 

At its Monday session this week, 
selectmen heard the Special In¬ 
surance Committee's plan that calls 
for a tougher watchdog approach 
toward injury claims made by town 
employees. 

The committee said that while it 
has not uncovered any cases of fraud, 
the town could do a better job at 
preventing job-related injuries and 
illness. 

The committee was designated at 
the 1985 spring Town Meeting lo study 
the town’s insurance and other 
related costs because of the spiraling 
demands on the town's budget. 


During the last fiscal year there 
have been eight time loss injuries in 
the fire department and two in the 
police department. According to the 
group's report, the cost for job related 
injuries in the public safety sector in¬ 
creases significantly when another of¬ 
ficer is required lo cover a particular 
shift. 

One way the town could keep the 
program in check would be lo set up 
a reserve fund for workmen’s com¬ 
pensation which could be carried for¬ 
ward each year. That way, said the 
committee, each annual appropria¬ 
tion would be more stable and better 
managed. 

According to the committee’s 
report, Workmen's Compensation is 
governed by state law and in Win¬ 
chester covers all town employees ex¬ 
cept police and fire personnel. 

Howard Baker, the town veteran’s 


agent/compensation agent, manages 
the system, which pays for medical 
and prescription costs, as well as for 
salary due. 

Baker will be retiring from the 
post next September, which, the Com¬ 
mittee said, gives the town the perfect 
opportunity to make some changes in 
the system. 

According to the report, the com¬ 
mittee said it did not uncover any 
abuse or wrongdoing by emplyoees in 
the system. In fact, said the report, 
“the records that are muintainted by 
the compensation agent are similiar 
lo those suggested to the Committee 
by two outside consultants.” 

The Committee did, however, 
stress that Chase would be retiring as 
of next September. Their report says, 
“The void that will be created by this 
retirement presents the opportunity

Turkish Student Finds 
‘Home’ In Winchester 


Ender Ozdemir is an AFS student from Turkey, living in Winchester. 


(Editor's Note: The following 
guide to the Winchester full Town 
Meeting nrliclcs hos been prepared 
l)y the Winchester League of Women 
Voters. The League and The Star 
have cooperated in an effort to belter 
in form Winchester residents about 
the issues which will be considered at 
Ihe Nov. 4 Town Meeting. The name 
of the article's sponsor is included in 
parentheses at the end ol eaeli 
article.) 

ARTICLE 2 

To hear and act on the report of the 
Special Insurance Committee 
(established by a 1985 spring annual 
Town Meeting vote) to appropriate 
funds to implement the committee's 
recommendations or take any other 
relative action. 

A Special Insurance Committee 
was appointed by spring Town 
Meeting to “review the current 
municipal health care insurance and 
workers’ compensation program lo 
determine the adequacy of existing 
benefits and to make formal recom¬ 
mendations lo the 1985 fall Town 
Meeting as alternatives for improv¬ 
ing the cost effecliveness of lhe entire 
program." 

The committee has recommended 
that the town stiff provide Blue 
Cross/Blue Shield master medical in¬ 
surance but switch to a 'cost plus' 
method of paying for insurance rather 
than paying premiums 

Under this system, a (rust fund 
would be established, and all 
employee deductions and local con¬ 
tributions would be paid to the trust. 

Payments lo Blue Cross/Blue 
Shield would he from the trust for 
claims paid, instead of the current 
practice of paying money in advance 
(premiumsl to Blue Cross/Blue 
Shield. Winchesler would pay up to 


$30,U0U per medical claim and would 
purchase excess insurance for all 
claims beyond that amount. 

In addition, the committee recom¬ 
mended that Claims Monitoring Ser¬ 
vices Inc. of Marshfield be hired at a 
fee of $ 10,000 lo audit the health in¬ 
surance program and to assist in town 
negotiations for the ‘cost plus' plan 
with Blue Cross/Blue Shield, 

The commilleeestimated that the 
town would save $90,100 in fiscal year 
1986 by taking these steps and could 
possibly reduce insurance premiums 
in the future. 

Employee health insurance 
benefits would not be changed by 
adopting this article. Employees 
enrolled in health maintenance 
organizations would not be affected 
by the proposed changes 
(Selectmen) 

ARTICLE 3 

To hear and act upon the report of 
the Town Manager and Comptroller 
(pursuant to the spring a nnua I Town 
Meeting vole) to adopt the "Water 
Revenue Account" bylaw and take 
any action relative thereto 

In response to the vole of Die 
spring annual Town Meeting, the 
Comptroller and the Town Manager 
have prepared a report which 
analyzes each seclion of the town 
budget which may be assessed for 
water or sewer use. 

Sums are detailed for preparing 
payroll warrants; receiving and 
posting payroll; paying health and 
life insurance for present and past 
water and sewer workers, paying 
pensions for retired workers; prin¬ 
cipal and interest payments on the 
share of the new Department of 
Public Works complex occupied by 
water and sewer departments. The 
article would also cover several other 


details which will be available at 
Town Meeting. 

The article would bring the town 
into conformance with the "Water 
Revenue Account” bylaw adopted in 
1976, which precedes Ihe town’s seek¬ 
ing priority consideration for state 
water and sewer grant programs by 
accepting Chapter 275. Chapter 275 is 
a local option law which requires 
communities to charge customers the 
true cost of providing water services. 
(Selectmen) 

ARTICLE 4 

To hear and act upon the report of 
the Playing Field Study Committee or 
take any other action relative thereto. 

In the fall of 1984, after accepting 
the Playing Field Study Committee's 
"Report on Fields in Winchester," 
Town Meeting approved $25,000 to 
hire a landscape architect to profes¬ 
sionally look at the fields and other 
outdoor recreational facilities to 
make recommendations for improve¬ 
ment and maintenance. 

The Playing Field Study Commit¬ 
tee is therefore presenting to the 1985 
fall Town Meeting the required 
follow-up report which includes the 
architect's findings concerning many 
town and school properties in Win¬ 
chester. Town Meeting is asked to ac¬ 
cept the report and consider further 
action. (Town Manager) 

ARTICLE 5 

To see if the town will vote to ap¬ 
propriate a sum of money for the pur¬ 
pose of paying the assessed charges 
to the Massachusetts Water Resource 
Authority or take any other action 
relative thereto.

Dome Is 
Blue For 
T radit ion 

A bright blue object became part 
of Winchester's skyline last week 
when workers painted the dome on 
the new public safely building on Ml. 
Vernon st. 

Some people have even suggested 
that Ihe dome has taken on the "police 
blue" color — leaving the fire depart¬ 
ment. which will also be housed in the 
building, without a symbol of its own, 
But architect Broil Donham says 
the color blue is aclually a takeoff on 


the architectural traditions of 
yesteryear. 

Donham said on Tuesday he had 
suggested the color lo the Permanent 
Building Committee because it is in 
line with the traditional primary col¬ 
ors used for dome and cupolas of that 
era. 

“It's a traditional type of color for 
Ihe time period of that building." said 
Donham. "If you look at the Harvard 
University dormitories, they have 
red, blue and green cupolas. It was 
customary at that time to paint 
cupolas the basic primary colors." 

Town Manager W Chadwick 
Maurer said he has received a few 
comments from townspeople about 
the brightly colored dome. 

"Some |ieople wanted to know why 
it was painted blue if (Ihe building) 
is for both the police and fire 
departments 

"Contrary to what people may 
think, it's not the traditional royal 
blue that's associated with police 
departments,” said Maurer, allhough 
he said he really wasn’t sure why that 
color was chosen. 

Donham, of Brett Donham and 
Talhg Sweeney Associates of Boston, 
said the Permanent Building Com¬ 
mittee can have the color changed if 
the color 1s t quite right. 

"Of course, it can be painted a dif¬ 
ferent color if that's what people 
want. I was just trying to keep in line 
with the historical tradition on the 
building."

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The reference librarian can help 
locate these sources, and instruct 
those on how to use the indexes. 

The reference desk is also the 
place to go for help in finding 
materials in the library The librarian 
will suggest possible sources for infor¬ 
mation. and assist library patrons in 
using the card catalog and locating 
materials in the library. 

Want a bixtk. but unable to find it 
on (he shelf! If it is in Winchester's 
collection but not on the shelf, the 
reference staff can place a reserve on 
the book. There is it 25 cent charge for 
reserves to cover the cost of 
notification. 

Materials which the library does 
not own, and which are at least a year 
old can he obtained through in- 
lerlibrnry loan. Forms are available 
from the reference librarian. There is 
no charge for this service. 

The Reference Department also 
holds the library's collection of 
museum passes.

If tile librarian is unable to 
find an answer immediately, she will 
get hack to you as soon as possible. 

Many sources of information are 
available in the library and in the 
community. The reference collection 
contains encyclopedias, atlases. 
English and foreign language dic¬ 
tionaries, maps, biographical 
sources, telephone directories, tax in 
formation and forms, and more. 

A separate table has been set aside 
to house the business reference 
sources. These include Moody's 
Manuals on bank, utility, municipal, 
transportation, industrial, and inter¬ 
national stocks and bonds, the Stan¬ 
dard and Poors Stock Reports, 
various investment guides and 
newsletters, and directories to 
Massachusetts and New England 
businesses.

If you sell .1 piece o! property and 
the money will be paid to you in, say, 
three equal installments, how should 
you report the gain on your lax 
return? 

You can either report your gains 
each year you receive them, or you 
can report the entire gain on your tax 
return for the year in which the sale 
was made. Often you can save taxes 
by delaying your income with an in¬ 
stallment sale 

On your lax lorm, the return of 
your original investment is untaxed, 
your prolit will probably be taxed at 
capital gains rales, and any interest 
from the installment sale is counted as 
ordinary income. 

However if you claimed ac¬ 
celerated depreciation deductions, 
they will be partially recaptured," 
meaning you must now report some 
of those deductions as ordinary in¬ 
come. According to the new rules, 
these recaptured deductions must be 
reported as ol the year of the sale and 
nut in installments. Be careful: You 
might have a big tax bill, and not get 
all your money lor two more years.

Tomatoes Can 
Be Stored Well 

Now that Dip frosty autumn even¬ 
ings art* here again, don’t throw away 
I hose abundant green tomatoes in the 
garden With special care, mature 
green tomatoes can tie stored in the 
fall for four to six weeks. Tomatoes 
harvested Irom the more vigorous 
vines keep longer and are less subject 
to decav. 

For storage, pack mature green 
tomatoes one or two layers thick in a 
shallow box or trav Wrapping them 
in newspaper helps reduce moisture 
loss and shriveling. As a rule of 
thumb, mature green tomatoes which 
will ripen are glossy and whitish 
green in color, and when cut have a 
jelly-like substance inside.

I had endured my lone dinner by 
this point, during which a waitress 
sporting five earrings in one lobe 
alone mistreated me with u fine and 
practiced blend ol boredom and indif¬ 
ference.

On Warrant 

TO THE EDITOR: 

Article 4 on the warrant for the up¬ 
coming Town Meeting (Field Study 
Committee Report) is so broadly 
written that Town Meeting could vote 
on an expensive and unneeded play¬ 
ing field expansion project. As a resi¬ 
dent of the Lynch School area where 
the major expansion is proposed, I 
would like to state my concerns as 
they could affect the immediate 
neighborhood. 

The neighborhood would ex¬ 
perience increased flooding with pro¬ 
perty damage if this proposal is 
adopted. The current playing field 
and part of the Well Field is a flood- 
plain, and the trees in the Well Field 
serve as a buffer against flash¬ 
flooding. Any alteration to this area 
would have serious environmental 
consequences. 

The impact of vastly increased 
traffic in the neighborhood would be 
devastating. This residential area has 
limited access, and has already ex¬ 
perienced a marked increase in traf¬ 
fic in recent years (school 
administration, police) An additional 
112 parking spaces are planned for the 
immediate Lynch School area alone, 
as outlined in the proposal 

The proposed complex would 
result in a significant loss in proper¬ 
ty values. 

The neighborhood could expect an 
increase in incidents that require 
police services (loitering, drinking 
etc,). 

The aesthetics of the neighborhood 
(Lynch School included) would be 
destroyed The neighborhood would 
have its beautiful wooded areas 
replaced by a vast unsightly field and 
parking lots. 

The proposed soccer complex 15 
fields) would develop a noise level 
during use that would be inconsistent 
with a residential area. In fact, the 
noise would be detrimental to the 
comfort and health of many elderly 
citizens residing in the area. 

There are also a number of 
townwide problems that can be an- 
ticiptated if the soccer complex is 
developed. 

The destruction of a well field is 
extremely shortsighted when one con¬ 
siders the MDC's projected water 
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shortage and increased water rales. 

The center of town and adjoining 
neighborhoods would be more prone 
lo flash-flooding. 

Eyewitness surveys show that the 
number of existing town fields are 
more than adequate. 

Is warrant article 4 a proposal to 
build a sixteen acre soccer complex 
for Boston Area Youth Soccer 
iBAYS), a private organization, or is 
the proposed soccer complex for Win¬ 
chester Youth only? 

No one single neighborhood should 
carry the burden for the entire town. 
The concept of scattered athletic 
fields must continue. 

Finally, what about COST? How 
many millions of dollars will be re¬ 
quested to fund this project? Will the 
already overburdened taxpayer ot the 
town be asked to shoulder this project 
for the benefit of a private club? 

It is disturbing that this proposal 
was presented to the Selectmen on a 
Tuesday morning at 8:30 a.m.

Despite vehement 
neighborhood opposition (98 percent 
during last year’s petition drive, and 
again this year) and the serious con¬ 
cerns raised above, a small but 
powerful group of people within town 
appears to be dead-set upon 
"railroading" the neighborhood, 
along with the entire town, into accep¬ 
ting this monstrosity of a proposal. 

Threats have been made that if we 
don’t accept this soccer complex, we 
would get low-income housing. 
Curiously, five "scattered" housing 
sites submitted lo the stale are 
located in the Lynch neighborhood. 
The officials of this town have over¬ 
stepped the boundaries of decency.

21-25. 

General Motors! II G(i73>- House 
133-0, Senate 30-0, approved a bill in¬ 
volving a complex land transfer 
designed to proved 35 acres of Fram¬ 
ingham land to General Motors to 
build a $25(1 million care painting 
facility. 

Supporters said the bill will create 
l ,000 construction jobs and protect the 
jobs of some 4,000 current workers. 

A “Yea” vote is for the bill. A 
"Nay" vote is against it. 

Rep. Sherman Sultmarsh voted 
yes.

Workers' Compensation!II 07701- 
Housc 147-0, gave initial approval to 
a bill overhauling ihe state's workers' 
compensation syslem.

Supporters said this was simply a 
technical change to give the secretary 
this direct power. Opponents said the 
governor is the elec e? official and 
should be responsible for the ap¬ 
pointments.

Secretary of State! II4755)- House 
104 43. reconsidered its earlier ap¬

Ihe attorney general may enforce the 
order by civil action. 

Supporters of the bill argued it 
simply strengthens a current vague 
law by allowing the secretary lo make 
a forma] ruling on violations. 

Opponents claimed the bill goes 
too far and would give too much 
power lo the secretary and takeaway 
communities' rights to a day in court.

Opponents 
said the bill will increase fraud and 
argued citizens have ample oppor¬ 
tunity to register in person.

Consumer FraudlS I Kill)- 105-44, 
rejected an amendment to a bill 
allowing a court to order that 
businesses who are found guilty in 
court of violating Ihe consumer pro¬ 
tection law be required to pay a civil 
jrenalty and to reimburse the state for 
the costs of,the attorney general 
bringing the suit. 

The amendment would allow the 
courts to require the slate to pay the 
defendant's legal fees if the defendant 
is found innocent. 

Amendment supporters said this 
will make it fair to both sides and en¬ 
sure that an innocent person is nol 
forced lo pay high legal fees. Op¬ 
ponents said the amendment sets a 
bad precedent.

Cable TVt II 6HU1)- House 147-0, ap¬ 
proved a cable television bill allowing 
any tenant in a two-family or other 
multiple dwelling building (o have 
cable television installed in his or her 
unit The measure prohibits landlords 


from preventing installation and also 
provides a system where landlords 
can receive payment from the cable 
company for certain damages. 

Supporters said the bill will give 
renters access lo cable and noted 
many landlords have successfully 
prohibited tenants from installing 
cable. 

A "Yea" vote is for the bill. 

Saltmarsh voted yes. 

Two KamilicstH 6801)- House 
144-5, rejected anamendmenlexemp 
ting owner-occupied two-lamily 
houses from the new cable bill allow¬ 
ing tenants to have cable installed. 
The amendment would require cable 
operators to notify the two-family pro¬ 
perty owner of the tenant's request 
for cable and would allow the owner 
to prohibit the installation by objec¬ 
ting to it in writing within 15 days. 

Amendment supporters said this 
would give some protection to these 
owners who live in the buildings and 
take pride in them. Opponents said 
the amendment would deny cable to 
thousands of tenants

Smokingdl 67321- House 110-38, 
gave near final approval and sent to 
the senate the hill establishing 
stricter no-smoking regulations in the 
state The measure bans smoking in 
some public buildings and restricts 
smoking to specially designated areas 
of buildings including schools, 
museums, libraries and restaurants 
that seat more than 75 people. 

Supporters said the bill will protect 
non-smokers (rom health hazards. 
Opponents said the bill is anti-smoker 
and is loo restrictive. 

A "Yea” vote is for the bill. A 
"Nay" vole is against. 

Saltmarsh voted yes. - 

Candidates!H 6248- House 81-67. 
rejected a bill which would have mov¬ 
ed ahead the deadline fur filing 
nomination papers for slate and 
federal offices with the local 
registrar. The deadline for filing for 
state representative and senator, U.S. 
Congress and Senate all statewide of¬ 
fices would have been moved hy the 


bill from late April lo early June. 

The bill also moves ahead the 
deadline for filing with the secretary 
of state. 

Supporters said the bill gives 
potential challengers additional time 
to enter a race and noted the date was 
moved to April in 1977 in a move to 
protect incumbents, 

Opponents said the earlier date is 
fair to challengers by insuring them 
a longer period to campaign and 
noted it keeps incumbents accoun¬ 
table at an earlier date. 

A "Yea" vote is for the bill. A 
"Nay" votes is against it. 

Saltmarsh voted yes. 

Space llcalersGI 3205)- House 
141-5, gave near final approval and 
sent to the Senate a bill prohibiting 
the sale and use of any unvented 
kerosene space heaters. 

Supporters said the fumes from- 
these heaters arc dangerous and 
noted many deaths and fires result 
from the heaters. Opponents said 
thousands of people own the heaters 
and argued the bill should include 
some remuneration or cutoff date for 
them. 

A "Yea" vote is for the bill. A 
“Nay" vote is against it. 

Saltmarsh did not vote 

Independents III 968)- House 92-55, 
approved a bill changing the deadline 
for independent candidates for 
federal and statewide office to file 
their nomination papers with the 
secretary of state to the end of 
August. Presently, these candidates 
must file by the beginning of June for 
statewide office and the end of May 
for federal office 

The measure also moves ahead 
the deadline for filing with local 
registrars 

On Oct 7, the House defeated the 
same bill by a 105-4H vote. Both roll 
calls are listed below The first is 
from Ocl 7 and Ihe second is from 
Oct, 23.

Elder Affairs 
Eyes Nutrition 

Adding to the growing bank or in¬ 
formation on Ihe special needs of the 
elderly, Secretary Richard I! 
Rowland of the Executive Office of 
Elder Affairs recently called atten¬ 
tion to some essenlial guidelines of 
nutrition 

"The basic recnmmendalion for a 
nutritious diet is virtually the same 
for older individuals as it is for 
younger adults, but older people need 
to pay particular attention to Ihe 
quality of food lhal they select. Selec¬ 
tion of foods high in complex car¬ 
bohydrates, dietary fiber, vitamins 
and minerals, and avoidance of loo 
much sugar, salt and fat are the keys 
to nutrition for wellness,” said 
Secretary Rowland. 

The secretary explained that with 
aging comes a decreased acuity of 
taste and smell, leading some people 
to use dangerous quantities of sugar. 
The Secretary recommends using 
herbs or low-salt spices as a belter 
way to enliven meals. 

Also, many elders have dentures 
or missing teeth, and this limits their 
meal choices lo soft foods These peo¬ 


ple often prefer refined carbohydrate 
foods like desserts. "Instead, eat 
cooked fruits and fresh or frozen 
vegetables, or. for protein, eat tender 
lean meals." Secretary Rowland sug¬ 
gests, "lowfat cottage cheese, 
legumes, and soft, low fat, low salt 
cheeses.” 

Elder Affairs Secretary Richard 
H. Rowland will officially announce 
the award of a $ 110,000 contract 
establishing a 24-hour statewide 
Elder Abuse Hotline at the Greater 
Lawrence Mental Health ('enter. 

The Secretary visited the new 
facilities al Ihe center on Friday. Del. 
25, at il::it) a m. and will discuss (he 
issue of elder abuse and the Executive 
Office of Elder Affairs Protective Ser¬ 
vice Program. 

The secretary explained that the 
Lawrence Elder Abuse llallinc is an 
integral pari of the Elder Protective 
Services program mandated in 1981) 
by the Legislature to serve the 1 
million Massachusetts senior citizens. 

"The Hotline will provide both 
emergency services to abused and 
neglected elders and provide informa¬ 
tion and referral. Elder Abuse is 
America's untold story, the last step 
on the domestic violence ladder Us 
victims cry out to the American faini 
ly for the same kind ol acknowledge¬ 
ment and attention now appropriately 
paid lo victims of child and spouse 
abuse,” commented Secretary 
Rowland.

According to the report, the com¬ 
mittee considered suggesting the 
town change the workmen's compen- 
■ ition program to a prospective 
premium plan. 

However, the change would pro¬ 
bably be more costly than the present 
program, the study group concluded. 

Still, the committee said, ‘Con¬ 
sideration should be given to 
establishing (a) compensation 
reserve fund whereby the assigned 
losses of one year and not paid in that 
year can be carried forward." 

Presently, the funds are reverted 
and prior year losses are paid from 
a subsequent year’s appropriation. 

According to the group, the 
workmen's compensation reserve 
fund would help stablizc the annual 
approiriation by improving manage¬ 
ment of the program. 

Among the other recommenda¬ 
tions, the board suggested establish¬ 
ment of a monitoring program to 
assist the compensation agent. 

The board also suggested: 

• An independent third party 
handling of claims to help the town 
decrease claims expenses. 

•A third party review of claims to 
determine their compensability to 
minimize fraudulent claims while 
speeding up the process and settle¬ 
ment of legitimate claims. 

•Safety engineering services by 
staff who specialize in the municipal 
sector to reduce safety hazards. Con¬ 
sequently, the board reasoned, 
worker compensation injuries are 
reduced. 

•Strict monitoring of medical bills 
to prevent excess charges from being 
assessed to the town. 

Further, the committee suggested 
"the purchase of excess insurance to 
allow protection of extreme loss as a 
result of catastrophic injuries by plac¬ 
ing limits in both (he individual and 
aggregate amounts to the loss." 

According to the committee's 
report, the implementation of the 
workmen’s compensation program 
can be phased in within the current 
appropriation for the 1986 fiscal year. 

The report will be presented to 
Town Meeting next Monday, Nov. 4, 
at which time voting members are ex¬ 
pected to accept the report. 

The committee has also requested 
that Selectmen urge Town Meeting to 
allow the gruup to continue its study 
through the 19116 spring Town Meeting 
in order to finalize its recommenda¬ 
tions on workmen's compensation 
and the health insurance program.

ARTICLE 29 

To see if Town Meeting will vote 
to amend the Code of Bylaws, Town 
of Winchester, Chapter 3, Section 
3.8<bi by deleting the words ‘a 
sidewalk’ and inserting “any street or 
on any sidewalk within the town" or 
take any action relative thereto. 

This section of the bylaws gives 
Selectmen authority to issue and 
revoke permits allowing the placing 
of obstructions on streets as well as 
sidewalks. (Committee On Govern¬ 
mental Regulations) 

ARTICLE 21 

To sec if Town Meeting will vole 
lo amend the Code of Bylaws, Town 
of Winchester, Chapter 11, Section 21 
by deleting "fifty dollars ($5<u" and 
inserting thereof “three hundred 
dollars i$3(H)l" or take any other 
relative action. 

This article is put forth to increase 
the amount of assessed fine for viola¬ 
tion of any of the town's specified lit¬ 
ter laws. According to the Committee, 
the fine is increased in order to 
strengthen the penalty for such viola¬ 
tions. The $300 figure is the maximum 


allowable by the Stole of 
Massachusetts. 

As an amendment to the bylaws, 
this article must receive a majority 
vole al Town Meeting, followed by ap¬ 
proval of the Attorney General's of¬ 
fice.

ARTICLE 23 

To see if the town will establish a 
fund for a budget under the care and 
control of the Town Manager to take 
options on private land. The fund or 
budget would cover costs relative to 
appraisals and other services. The 
use of the land would bo for any public 
use deemed advisable for present and 
future planning Town Meeting is ask¬ 
ed to take any action relative. 

This article is designed to help the 
town meet its commitment to provide 
housing for those with low and 
moderate incomes. Ideally, the Plan¬ 
ning Board would like a fund 
established to cover the purchase of 
properties, the Town Counsel has said 
this is not legally possible, as Town 
Meeting must specifically approve all 
land acquisitions. 

By setting up a fund which can be 
used lo place options on sites pending 
Town Meeting approval, the Planning 
Board hopes that the Town will be 
able to take advantage of appropriate 
properties as they become available. 
The Town can also use the funds for 
appraisal and engineering informa¬ 
tion which will enhance its bargain¬ 
ing position 

It is hoped that this article will 
serve as a catalyst for discussion of 
the costs of providing subsidized hous¬ 
ing whether by direct Town expen¬ 
diture or by loss of certain Stale funds 
if the Town fails to provide such hous¬

No, this is not a Turkish tradition, 
says Endcr, "! just like to create 
tilings.”

APPLE EXCITEMENT 

Fall’s Tasty Treats 
Say Crunch And Sip 


The shine and the crunch oi 
bright red apples belongs to fall. 

Thanks to Johnny Appleseed — 
or John Chapman as he was nam¬ 
ed, Massachusetts boasts the first 
apples in America. The earliest 
known planting of apples took 
place in 1629. 

For hundreds of years, the ap¬ 
ple has been one of the most 
economical and versatile foods. 
Massachusetts-grown apples are a 
staple lor cooking, baking, making 
pies, or just good snacking. 

This year there is more apple 
cider, said Janet Christensen, 
Public Information Officer for the 
Massachusetts Department of Food 
and Agriculture, due in no small 
part to Hurricane Gloria s whirlwind 
visit through the states Apple 
Country" — those counties west of 
Boston. 

Dave Chandler, the fourth 
generation to run Meadowbrook 
Orchard in Sterling, recently won a 
statewide cider tasting contest. 

We were judging for several 
things. The cider could be not too 
sweet and not too tart. It was to be 
full-bodied and be of a good color. 
We also judged the overall quality 
of taste," said Christensen. 

"None of the ciders I tasted were 
not good!" 

Chandler said that the key to his 


success is the way a variety is blend¬ 
ed. In the hopper are Macintosh, 
Cortland. Red Delicious and Red 
Rome apples, is blended. 

"The proportions make it," said 
Chandler, "and those are secrets we 
don’t give away!" 

Several orchards in the area are 
not only selling apples and cider, 
but also offering demonstrations of 
cider pressings. 

While pickings are slim, a few 
orchards give hardy souls the op¬ 
portunity to search out remaining 
apples. 

You can pick enough apples 
for a generous apple pie in a few 
minutes, said Christensen. 

Some orchards let the con¬ 
sumer pack their own and select 
from barrels those fruits which look 
most appealing. Farm stands are 
also selling pumpkins, pears, 
squash, baked goods, jams and 
jellies and — watch out — items for 
Christmas. 

When selecting apples, choose 
firm, well-shaped apples with good 
color. Small quantities should be 
refrigerated, stored in a plastic bag 
which has a few perforated holes, 
allowing the apples to "breathe." 

Store large quantities in a cool, 
dark and airy place. 

When preparing apples, wash 
well. Sprinkle cut apples with 


lemon, orange or other fruit juice to 
prevent any discoloration. 

Macintosh apples, the largest 
variety in New England, are sweet, 
juicy, and crispy. 

"They are not that great for 
pies," said Christensen. "They 
make a mushy pie. ! think." 

The favorite and most usable 
apple is the Cortland. They stay 
white when cut, cook well and are 
excellent for munching. 

Other valued choices are the 
Red Delicious, Gold, Northern Spy 
and. for baking whole, the Rome 
apple. 

Christensen reports that the Ma- 
coun variety is gaining in populari¬ 
ty. "They don't last long in the 
orchards because people are so 
crazy about them. 

. The best pie, said Christensen, 
comes from a mix of apple, usually 
the sweet Macintosh with the tart¬ 
ness of the Cortland. 

Apple adventurers are advised 
to phone ahead and confirm hours 
and conditions at each orchard 

A day of snappy fresh air, inspir¬ 
ing colors and then home to an 
overstuffed chair by the fire, the 
smell of spicey cooking apples and 
a cup of hot cider.

Sturbidge’s Mill 
Tempts Tasters 
With Old Flavor 


This week-end is the last chance 
this year to visit a restored Cider 
Mill at Old Sturbridge Village. 

The mill was acquired in 1973 
from the Lyford Hutchins Farm in 
Brookfield, N. H., and stood in 
storage at Sturbridge for the past 
10 years. 

"Educated guesswork, based on 
the style of the framing, dates the 
building in the 1820’s," says Frank 
White, Assistant Director of 
Curatorial Services and Project 
Director for the restoration of the 
mill. 

It took one year for the mill 
building and the two pieces of 
machinery to be restored, says 
White. The mill was completely 
dismantled and each piece was 
numbered and recorded. Most of 
the frames for the one-story mill 
building were reused, although 
some new up and down saw boards, 
made by the Villages sawmill, were 
used. 

Some new mechanical parts 
were required for the crushing 
machinery and the cider press. 

"Cider-making was a very com¬ 
mon and popular activity in the ear¬ 
ly nineteenth-century,' says White. 
"Even small towns had three or four 
mills." 

Each fall Mew Englanders of 
150 years ago would bring their 
harvested apples to a mill for 
crushing and pressing. After press¬ 
ing, the cider would be stored in 
barrels, Most families kept at least 
eight to 10 barrels in the basement 
lor use thoughoul the winter. 

It was the most popular 
beverage, as apples were plentiful 
and cider required no refrigera¬ 
tion,' says White. 

Nineteenth-century folk prefer¬ 
red some fermentation for taste. 
The "bung" or wood plug was 


removed for one to three weeks, 
depending on the weather. The 
fermented product had an alcohol 
content of 4 to 8 percent. 

Families boosted cider’s flavor 
with other additives, according to 
taste. Brandy or rum might be add¬ 
ed. Meat was added to mature the 
flavor. As well as for drinking, 
treated cider was used in cooking 
as cider molasses or vinegar. 

Cider-making was, and at Old 
Sturbridge Village, continues to be 
a science. 

The gear-driven crusher, pro¬ 
pelled by a horse, grinds the apples 
into "pomace," at the rate of about 
30 bushels of every one and one- 
half hours. It takes 10 bushels of ap¬ 
ples to make one barrel of cider. 

The "pomace” Is next transfer¬ 
red into tubs and made into 
"cheese." Using lasagne-like layer¬ 
ing of straw and pomace with a 
wooden frame for support, the 
"cheese" reaches a height of four to 
five feet. 

Boards are distributed over the 
cheese before the cider pressing 
starts. The screws of the press are 
tightened on the cheese, forcing out 
the liquid. It can take half a day to 
press a cheese, says White. 

The end product, strained 
through a straw sieve, is apple juice. 

Visitors to the Cider Mill can 
listen to costumed interpreters 
negotiating a fee for use of the mill, 
see apples being pressed, and talk 
to the reisdents of this living history 
mdseum about the typpes of apples 
and falvors used.

Don Quixote 
A Brilliant 
Production 

Review The Boston Ballet opened 
its 22nd season this week at the 
Wang Center lor the Performing 
Arts with the comical and roman¬ 
tic favorite "Don Quixote” (through 
Nov. 3) and their curtain-raiser was 
auspicious indeed! 

As originally staged by Rudolf 
Nureyev . Don Quixote” is. quite 
simply, a gorgeous and lavish pro¬ 
duction. It features stunning sets 
and brilliant costumes of flaming 
hues by acclaimed designer 
Nicholas Georgiadis. a notable 
musical ensemble under the 
talented hand of music director Ot¬ 
tavio de Rosa, and exemplary dance 
by the entire troupe. 

The exciting music of Ludwig 
Minkus as arranged by John Lan- 
chbery. is sparkling and offers 
melodious orchestral colors, laced 
with gay. authentic and 
atomospheric tangos, fandangos 
and waltzes. 

Taken for granted are the stellar 
performances of female principals 
Laura Young and Marie-Christine 
Mouis (who alternate in the lead 
role of Kitri-Dulcinea with Leslie 
Jones), Elaine Bauer and Anamarie 
Sarazin. 

The question in most eveyone's 
mind was who could till the slippers 
left vacant by Nureyev in the role of 
Basilio. the romantic lead. Happily, 
handsome William Pizzuto. the 
Company's newest member, 
answers the challenge with banners 
flying. 

It is difficult not to keep your 
eyes glued on Pizzuto while he is on 
stage. Here, is a dancer of excep¬ 
tional grace, amazing fluidity, fine 
extension, and brilliance on pointe. 
He entreats butterflies with his flut¬ 
ter kick, lifts off as il the stage were 
a launching pad. and appears to 
levitate in space. A selfless, atten¬ 
tive dancer, his focus never wavers 
from his partner. Pizzuto is a most 
welcome addition! 

"Don Quixote" is a full-length 
ballet in three acts based on Miguel 
de Cervantes' classic of the same 
name. However. Nureyev's version 
presents Quixote as a comic and ec¬ 
centric character and makes Basilio 
more dominent than ever. 

Tottering but valiant quixote 
(Donn Edwards), obsessed by 
stories of medieval chivalry, tells 
his neighbor Sancho Panza (Victor 
LaCasses) of his decision to become 
a knight errant, enlists Panza as his 
Squire, and, with improvised suit of 
armour, sets off to find his beloved 
Dulcinea (Laura Young) 

In a Barcelona marketplace. 
Kitri (Young) is coerced by her in¬ 
nkeeper father Lorenzo (Arthur 
Leeth) to accept the marriage offer 
of rich, wonderfully foppish 
nobleman Gamache (Vadim 
Stukov) and give up the young 
barber Basilio. Quixote arrives 


astride his horse and mistakes Kitri 
for his idealized Lady Dulcinea. The 
townfolk humor Quixote and, in the 
confusion. Kitri and Basilio run off, 
with father and suitor. Quixote and 
Squire in hot pursuit. 

On the plains, the lovers are 
captured by gypsies, who rob 
Lorenzo and Gamache upon their 
arrival. The gypsies assist Kitri and 
Basilio in a plot to set Quixote 
against their pursurers, but are foil¬ 
ed which Quixote is distracted by 
the windmills which he lakes for 
monsters. Quixote attacks with 
great courage, but unfortunate 
results (very funny scene) as the 
lovers run off, followed closely by 
Lorenzo and Gamache. Un¬ 
conscious, Quixote dreams of 
Dulcinea. 

The six finally come face to face 
in a tavern, Lorenzo more determin¬ 
ed than ever that Gamache will 
have Kitri. In desperation, Basilio 
feigns fatally stabbing himself and 
Quixote forces Lorenzo to bless the 
pair before they are parted forever, 
indignant. Gamache challenges 
Quixote to a duel, totally 
uproarious, and Quixote emerges 
victorious. Basilio discards his 
pretense and he and Kitri (excep¬ 
tional pas de deux) face a happy 
future together. 

"Don Quixote” is truly a joyous 
experience!

Our Children 

3-Year-Old Needs Yelling 


By Willard Abraham, Ph.D 


Q. Our 3-year-old doesn’t 
seem to listen until we raise our 
voices. He does not have a hearing 
problem. He seems to enjoy get¬ 
ting us upset and continues doing 
what he is doing until one of us 
yells at him, but we certainly don’t 
enjoy screaming. 

Do you have any pat answers 
for this problem? 

A. No. no pat answers, bul a few 
ideas that may be helpful 

Children sometimes seem to 
tune us out because we may repeat 
ourselves, and they heard us the 
firsl lime. Or we occasionally use 
words they don't understand or say 
things in which they may not be in 
letesled. 

Since your child seems to en 
joy' getting you upset, try not to 


show that you are and his apparent 
pleasure will probably disappear in 
lime. 

He has learned that you will end 
up yelling, and then it is time to res¬ 
pond, so if you stop your practice, 
he will gradually begin to respond 
sooner — but only if it is to 
something important to him. 

There was a book called 
Games People Play, ‘ but there 
could be one titled Games 
Children Play.' Manipulating 
parents is one of them and it is not 
all unhealthy Morf adults know 
very well that we also manipulate 
each oilier and business associates. 

Children learn at an early age 
how lo get their way, a practice that 
many of us perlect over the years. 

Remember when your 
preschooler was a baby just a few 
years ago? Remember how quick¬ 
ly you provided food, a dry diaper. 


a buggy in motion or a soft tune to 
your infant held closely in a rock¬ 
ing chair? 

Many of us do not recognize 
that our young children spend a lot 
of time studying us. For many 
hours, days and months their ma 
jor human involvement has been 
with their parents — what will turn 
us on or off, what we like and 
dislike, and how they can get what 
they want from us.
